London, April 2.—General Buller’s 
anxious inquiry whether British officers 
will ever learn the value of scouting 
comes back with enforced emphasis to 
the British public today, in receipt of the 
tidings that a convoy with guns has 
Walked deliberately into a Boer ambush 
within about 20 miles of Bloemfontein. 
This news is conveyed in the following 
dispatch from Bushman kop, dated 
March 31: 

“The British force commanded by Col- 
onel Broadwood, consisting of the Tenth 
hussars, household cavalry, two Norse 
batteries and a force of mounted infantry 
under Colonel Pilcher, which had been 
farrisoning Thaba N’chu, was obliged, 
In consequence of the near approach of 
a large force of Boers, to leave last night. 

“Colonel Broadwood marched to the 
Bloemfontein waterworks, south of the 
Modder, where he encamped at 4 this 
inorning, 

“At early dawn the camp was shelled 
hy the enemy from a near point. Col- 
Onel Broadwood sent off a convoy with 
the batteries, while the rest of the force 
remained to act as a rear guard, 

“The convoy arrived at a deep spruit, 
where the Boers were concealed, and the 
entire body walked into ambush and was 
captured, together with six guns, 

“The loss of life was not great, since 
most of the British had walked into the 
trap before a shot was fired. 

“General Colville’s division, which left 
Rloemfontein early this morning, ar- 
tived here at noon and he is now shelling 
the Boers.”

Severe criticisms are heard regarding 
the renewal of the old mistake of under- 
rating the Boers and the absence of 
proper precaution, No doubt the affair 
will revive Boer hopes and inspire confi- 
dence among the enemy at a critical 
moment.

Foreign officers serving with the Boers 
have expressed surprise at his clever

SEVEN “INSURGENTS” 


Not Likeiy to Prevent Passage of the On the Retired list, Sa ' 


Into and Sunk by Barge. 

Vineyard Haven, Mass., April 2—The 
coal-laden schooner Abraham Richard- 
son of Bangor sailed from Vineyard 
Haven shortly before 8 o'clock Sunday 
morning, in a fresh westerly wind and 
clear weather. When off East Chop, 
and sailing with a free wind and ata 
good rate of speed, she met the tug Swat- 
ara, towing the barges Phoenix, Alaska 
and Brookside, from Boston for Phila- 
delphia.

The schooner and the tow were pass- 
ing at a safe distance from each other 
when the Richardson's patent steering 
gear broke and unshipped, rendering it 
useless, and Captain Pomeroy lost con- 
trol of his vessel. The latter swung to 
the wind and went across the bow of the 
barge Alaska, the middle one of the tow, 
which struck the Richardson just aft the 
fore rigging on the starboard side, cut- 
ting into her so that she sank in two 
minutes, 

The schooner went down head first, 
which gave the crew just time to cut 
their boat from the davits, get into it and 
shove clear before the stern settled, Had 
the schooner gone down stern first some 
of her crew would undoubtedly have been 
drowned. They were all saved in their 
boat except one seaman, who leaped 
aboard the Alaska. The tug Swatara 
picked them up and Janded them here. 
The crew lost all their personal effects. 

The towing hawser of the Alaska was 
parted, but she sustained no injury, and 
the Swatara proceeded with the barges 
for her destination,

Mr. Woodbury 
came to Milford this evening and met 
150 members of the union in Granite 
Cutters’ Hall 7 o’clock. He was ac- 
companied by H. A. Perry, superin- 
tendent of the local plant. Mr. Wood- 


bury asked on what terms the matter 


could be compromised. In answer the 
strike committns informed him that 
the men wanted 35 cents an hour and 
an eight-hour ccatnie After a short 
discussion, Mr. Woodbury said he was 


satisfied and would sign the schedule 


as soon as it was drawn up by the secre- 
tary of the union, which will be on 
Monday. The members of the union 
are overjoyed with the outcome. They 
expect a similar settlement with Nor- 
cross Bros. O. W. Norcross submitted 
a new proposition to the union yester- 
day, the substance of which is under-

RAILWAY VS. CANAL. 


Plan to Take Ships Over Land 
Now Proposed. 


——e 


|The Route from Quincy to 


Taunton Considered. 


Could Be Built for Less and 
Operated for Less. 


The canal scheme proposed by Parker 
C, Chandler of Weymouth has resulted 
in bringing to light George M. Cope- 
Jand's railroad invention for carrying 
ships across the same stretch, between 
Quincy and Taunton, Mr. Copeland has 
given the matter his attention for the 
past half century, though at first he 
devised his ship railroad for Panama. 

Among other things advanced, in 
favor of the railway, says the Taunton 
Herald, that at the time it is 
roughest around Cape Cod, the weather 


is 


cold and the passage dangerous, the 
canal is very liable to be frozen and 
could be kept open only at a big ex- 


pense. His railroad would be elevated 
enough to make the collecting of snow 
thereon very difficult, and his great 


engines wonld soon pusii it off he says. 


Another point raised is that there 
would have to be a bridge at every 
street en route, and every one would 


have to be a draw bridge to allow ships 


to pass, this necessitating a keeper at 
each. The proposed ship railroad 


would be elevate? enough to clear all 
the streets and not interfere with them 
or the telegraph or telephone 
which could be underneath. 

The cost of 2 canal cannot be figured, 
according to the inventor, owing to the 
uncertainty of the condition the 
undersoil. The dirt from hills would 
have to be carted away and in case of 
buildings a tide water canal much in- 
convenience would be experienced with 
water in time of rain. 

Claims are also made that to 
canal 26 feet deep it would 
sary to dredge below Taunton to 
Berkley, at least, dredge from 
Weymouth to Boston, making a distance 
in all of 35 instead of the 19 
laid down these plans.

enough to hold the car cradle bearing 
a vessel, and held in place by hydraulic 
means while the car and load was upen 
it. 

This could be lowered nuoder water 
far enough to allow the vessel to be 
floated in over it and then fastened 
with hawsers, The rails and cradle 
would then be raised until the keel of 


the vessel rested in place, and the 
touching of the keel would send a 
signal to the officer in charge. There 


are four cab-like constructions on the 
car, one in each corner, and the tops of 
these would always be above water and 
allow the men a place to work. 
Tackles, windlasses and other working 
tools would be placed on each. 

As soon as the vessel was in place 
the men would haul in the chucks, 
which would be adjustable to any form 
They would have finger-like 
ends,and as soon as one struck the side 
of the boat the others would seek the 
side with a rolling motion. As soon 
az all the chucks were in place the 
cargo would be firm, and the car and 
vessel could be raised to the level of 
the other tracks. 

Twin engines, to be used in trans- 
portation, would then be put in place 
one on either side. They wuuld be so 
constructed to fit between the cab 
houses at the side, and with couplings 
be made a part of the big cradle. The 
engines would be on rails to exactly fit 
those of the main road. 

The main truck of the car cradle 
would be constructed iron beams 
running at right angles. Each track or 
pair of wheels would be on springs 
with cushions to make a jar im- 
possible, the chucks to take the 
pressure at angles of 45 degrees and 
easily sustain the weight. 

At the other end of the route every- 
thing would be reversed. The engines 
would be withdrawn to the sidings, 
the cradle and car loaded to a depth 
sufficient to allow the vessel to float, 
the chucks removed and the veasel

To make the scheme practical for the 
largest boats that come into Boston 
harbor the cars would be built to ac- 
commodate a véssel of 14,000 tons dis- 
placement, which with the weight of 
the cradle, would be so widely dis- 
tributed that very little would come on 
one spot, Mr. Copeland says. The 
cradle would be 400 feet long and about 
100 feet wide. It would have the neces- 
sary number of wheels to support the 
cradle and load. The rails would be 
of the regulation car style, as stated 
before, and the wheels of the regula- 
tion freight car kind. 

The 20,000 tons would be distributed 
over the cradle in such a way that only 
seven pounds would bear on each 
square inch, or abcut 1,000 pounds to 
the square foot. The average pressure 
on an engine boiler is from 60 to 80 
pounds to the square inch, 


so it can 
easily be seen it would be strong 


enough, said the inventor. In case 
two cars met or were on the road at the 
same time, their whereabouts would be 
made known by telegraph and the one 
nearest the turn out would seek that 
point. 

The turnout wouid be made on the 
principle of a sliding at the terminals. 
When a car reached the movable 
section of track the ear track and all 
would be moved on tracks at right 
angles to one side and inthe same 
motion unoccupied rails would be 
brought into position to allow the car 
with the right of way to proceed. The 
other car would then slide back onto 
the main line and also be ready to 
proceed in the opposite direction. 

This contrivance would save the ex- 
pense of a double 12-rail road Mr, 
Copeland said. 

The car would be built to held four 
small vessels at onetime. Sidings 
could be located in every town and by 
means of raised tracks each vessel 
could be taken off as they would rest 
on supplementary cradles with rails 
underneath, This would allow vessels 
with consignments to Brockton 
other towns to be left at place

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WHAT CUBANS DESIRE. 


Senators Find Them Looking For- 
ward to Independent Government, 


Much Will Depend Upon the 
Municipal Elections. 


People Look to United States as Their Friend. 
and Are Willing to Be Guided. 


Washington, April 2.—Senators Platt 
of Connecticut, Aldrich and Teller, who 
went to Cuba as a sub-committee of the 
senate for the purpose of personally in- 
vestigating conditions on the island, with 
a view to intelligent action by congress 
with respect to Cuba, have returned to 
Washington. Senator Platt, chairman 
of the sub-committee, iast night author- 
ized the following statement concerning 
the sub-committee’s observations: 

“We enquired as carefully and com- 
pletely as we could, with the limited time 
at our disposal, into the condition of the 
people of the island, their needs, and 
the prospect of the establishment of an 
independent, satisfactory and stable gov- 
ernment by and for the people of Cuba 
We were in Havana five days. Wealso 
visited the province of Pinar del Rio, 
Matansas and Santa Clara, being unable 
to go to Santiago and Puerto Principe, 
as we very much wished.” 

“We saw and conversed with a great 
many prominent and leading men from 
all pertions of the island, men who rep- 
resented different ideas and interests. 
from intense conservatism to decided 
radicalism, and returned with a much 
better understanding of the problem to 
be solved and the steps to be taken in 
its solution than we could possibly ob- 
tain otherwise than by a personal visit. 
It may be said of all classes in Cuba that 
they are looking to the establishment 
of an independent government, a Cuban 
republic. A few are impatient and wish 
for immediate and complete independ- 
ence... Others are less impatient, believ- 
ing that sufficient time should be taken 
to avoid mistakes and to set up the new 
government upon such a firm basis as to 
insure its success and permanence. 

“All are looking forward to the mu- 
nicipal elections that are to take place 
in the latter part of May, regarding such 
elections as the first step toward the 
establishment of the new government. 
Much will depend upon the result of these 
élections. if they take place without 
disorder and good officials are elected, 
that will go far to prove the capacity of 
the people for self-zovernment, and steps 
can be taken without great delay for 
further progress in that direction. The 
problem is complicated by the fact that 
self-government is an untried experi- 
ment by a people who have had lit- 
tle opportunity to study its principles 
or its details, its necessities, or its re- 
sponsibilities. Many of the more con- 
servative citizens and business men, un- 
fertunately, show too much disposition 
to hold aloof. 

“We were very much impressed by the 
evidences of good administration of the 
affairs of the island under Governor Gen- 
eral Wood. He has a very difficult and 
complicated problem to deal with, con- 
ditions growing out of 200 years of 
Spanish misrule, and the consequent 
character of the people of Cuba making 
every step in its solution embarrassing, 
but we are convinced that he is the right 
man in the right place, and that his ad- 
ministration, though firm, is 
as possible, and calculated to lead the 
people to the establishment of 
an independent government, which shall 
have close relations with our own, and in 
which the interests both of the people of 
Cuba and the United States shall be 
surely observed. It is not too much to 
Say that the people of Cuba, in respect 
to the formation of a stable and bene- 
ficent government, are very much like 
children who have to be taught and led. 
They regard the United States as their 
friend and teacher, and as a whole are 
quite willing to be guided. 

“There are great possibilities In the 
island. Itis tile, has a great natural 
resource and is capable of supporting a 
population four or five times larger than 
itgnumbers at present. On the whole 
there has been marvelous recuperation 
since the declaration of peace, but it 
needs American capital and American 
enterprise which hesitate as yet to go 
there. English and German capital 
seems more confident, and is being tn- 
vested. Surely our own people ought to 
have as much confidence in the future of 
Cuba as foreigners have. 
we were much pleased and encouraged 
The people of the United States and of 
Cuba should alike exercise patience, be- 
ing assured that thereby progress will be 
most certain.”

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WEBSTER DAViS TO LEAVE OFFICE. 


Says Conscience Bids Him to State the Cause 
o! the Boers to Americans. 

Kansas City, April 2.—A special to The 
Journal from Washingtcn says: Web- 
ster Davis of Kansas City will tomorrow 
tender his resignation to the president 
as assistant secretary of the interior. 
Mr. Davis decided to take this course 
as the result of his visit to South Africa. 
He has decided to deliver a public ad- 
dress, touching the entire scope of the 
present war, and believes that he can 
best do so while free from any restraint 
which his present position would impose 
upon him. 

When taking his departure for home 
from Pretoria, 2000 people gathered to 
take leave of himatthe station. They 
appealed to him in tears to state thetr 
cause to the American people, and Mr. 
Davis says his conscience would haunt 
him if he proved recreant to that pitiful 
appeal. 

He believes that the American people 
are not truly informed on the situa- 
tion. He will, therefore, avail himself 
of an eurly opportunity to relate his 
experience and observations at a public 
meeting that shall be free to all. Mr. 
Davis has decided on this course after 
mature deliberation and free consulta- 
tion with his friends. 

**Compensation”’ For Killing of Missionary 

Pekin, April 2.—The Chinese govern- 
ment has ‘“‘settled” the controversy aris- 
ing out of the murder on Dec. 3 last of 
Rev. Mr. Brooks of the Chicago Mission- 
ary society on the following terms: 
“Two of the murderers will be beheaded, 
one imprisoned for life, one for 10 years, 
another for two years, a memorial chapel 
will be erected upon the site of the mur- 
der, and a tablet will be placed in Can- 
terbury cathedral, Eng., at the expense 
of the Chinese government.” Rey. Mr. 
Brooks, at the time of his murder, was 
stationed at Ping-Yin. He was cap- 
tured in that vicinity by members of the 
seditious society, known as “Boxers.” 


Daring Work of Cracksmen. 

St. Louis, April 2.—Three masked men 
looted the Star brewery at Belleville, 
lils., yesterday, after first capturing and 
confining the watchman and night fire- 
man of the plant in an empty refrigera- 
tor car near by. As the robbers were 
Preparing to blow open the big safe, 
Ilubert Hartman, secretary of the 
brewery, accompanied by his brother, 
Hanz, entered the room. They were 
promptly marched to the same car in 
which the fireman and watchman were 
confined. The cracksmen then blew upon 
the safe. 

Machinists Return to Work. 

Chicago, April 2.—The machinists’ 
strike is over, and all through the United 
States where the union had ordered 
strikes, they have been called off. The 
conditions upon which the agreement 
between the bosses and men were 
reached was approved at a general mass 
meeting of machinists, the vote standing 
3028 for its adoption and 360 against. <A 
formal order was at once issued by Presi- 
dent O'Connell of the Machinists’ union, 
declaring the strike off, and ordering the 
men back to work. 

Mob Lynched an Innocent Man. 

New York, April 2.—A dispatch to The 
Press from Richmond says: It has be- 
come known here that the white man 
lynched by a mob of negroes near Em- 
poria was Brandt O'Grady, son of Senior 
Clerk William L. O'Grady in the office 
of City Clerk Scully of New York. Every 
evidence has been produced showing him 
to have been innocent of any crime 
meriting death. He died purely in re- 
taliation for the hanging of Cotton, a 
negro, by a lawless band of white men. 


Advance {n Naval Ordnance. 

Boston, April 2.—The double turret 
proposition in naval ordnance js not only 
feasible, but a distinct advance in ord- 
nance construction,” said Admiral Samp- 
son on his arrival from Newport News, 
Va., where, for his observation, a private 
trial of the superimposed turrets on the 
battleship Kearsarge had been held. 
The admiral explained how the tntire 
broadside of eight guns could be brought 
to bear, whereas such a concentration of 
fire was previously impossible. 


Many Hub Granite Cutters Idle. 

Boston, April 2.—Having failed to ob- 
tain an agreement binding all employing 
granite cutters to pay $3 a day for eight 
hours a strike of that craft was ordered 
today. The men are prepared for a pro- 
tracted contest should one be necessary. 
The men reported at the various yardsin 
Boston and vicinity this morning and in 
all cases where the demands have been 
conceded the men continued at work, but 
all jobs where the demands were refused 
were branded as unfair jobs. 


Two Firemen Killed. 

Owosso, Mich., April 2.—Two firemen 
were killed by falling walls yesterday 
in a fire which destroyed the central 
high school of this city. Three other 
firemen were seriously injured and two 
boys were quite badly hurt. The fire 
caught from a burning chimney, which 
spread through the cold air ducts toall 
parts of the building. The building was 
valued at $125,000. 


Attributed to Insanity. 

Kansas City, April 2. — Harboring 
imaginary wrongs, John W. McKimm, 
aged 29, shot and instantly killed Dr. B. 
¥’. Shaw, his brother-in-law, as the lat- 
ter sat reading a Sunday school lesson to 
his 5-year-old daughter. McKimm, who 
i+ probably insane, threatened to kill the 
other five members of the family and was 
only restrained after a struggle. 

Russia Gains Her Point. 

Yokohama, April 2.—It is reported that 
the government of Korea has granted 
the Kussian demand for ground within 
the settlement at Masanphou,

FAMOUS STEAMER ADRIFT. 


The Cleveland, If She Has Not Gone Down, Is 
Helpless Somewhere on the Pacific. 

San Francisco, April 2.—Advices from 
Honolulu, under date of Marck 21, state 
that the steamer Cleveland, bound for 
San Francisco, with a $10,000 cargo of 
sugar, from Kahului, is adrift with a 
broken shaft, and practically helpless in 
the opensea. When last heard from she 
was several hundred miles from Maui. 
Three of her crew left the steamerina 
Small boat to go to Maui for assistance. 
They were spoken by the steamer Eric, 
March 20, 40 miles from Maui. Themen 
in the boat stated that the Cleveland, 
when they left her, was 320 miles north- 
northwest of the island of Maui. The 
little boat had travelled 280 miles of the 
journey to Maui, a trip that must have 
required six days, so that the Cleveland 
must have moved a good deal since she 
was last located. She has.two yards, 
and can pvt. wn a iittle sail, but not 
enough to control her movements. <A 
steamer has gone to search for her. 

About two years ago the Cleveland met 
with a similar accident between San 
Francisco and Puget Sound. After be- 
ing abandoned by her crew, she went 
ashore on Vancouver island. During the 
Civil war the Cleveland was a blockade 
runner, and was captured on one of 
her trips to Charleston. She was built 
in 1861, and has seen service ef all kinds 
all over the world. Her name has been 
changed many times. Lately she was 
used as a transport for the Philippines. 

Shoe Workers Reach an Agreement. 

Lynn, Mass., April 2,—The fight be- 
tween the Boot and Shoe Workers’ union 
and the Cutters’ assembly, Knights of 
Labor, over the introduction of the union 
stamp by the former into the factory of 
D. A. Donovan & Co., has been practical- 
ly adjusted by the agreement that when 
the Boot and Shee Workers’ union get 
250 shoe cutters to join their organization 
in I.ynn, the Cutters’ assembly, K. of L., 
will merge into the Boot and Shoe Work- 
ers’ union. In the meantime, the Boot 
and Shoe Workers’ union will recognize 
the union card of the K. of L., and the 
members of the Cutters’ assembly, K. of 
L., will have the same privileges in the 
factories in Lynn as the members of the 
Boot and Shoe Workers’ union. 


Philipp'ne Leaders Executed. 

Vashington, April 2.—The execution 
of Morales and Gonzales, the Philippine 
leaders, it is said at the war department, 
raarks the inauguration of a new policy 
in the Philippines. This is the execution 
of the death sentence by order of the 
military officer in command in the cases 
of persons convicted and sentenced by 
military commissions organized under 
the rules of war. Morales and Gonzales 
.were convicted by a military commis- 
sion of the murder of Filipinos and were 
sentenced to be hanged March 30, and 
the sentence was carried into effect. 


Sentence Wi}! Be Reimposed. 

Boston, April 2.—District Attorney 
Jones has been informed that W. S. 
Jewett of Lawrence, who stands con- 
victed of having misappropriated bank 
funds, has gone to Washington, but that 
he will be on hand when wanted. He 
is under bonds of $20,000. Jewett’'s ex- 
ceptions Were not sustained by the court 
of appeals, and the sentence of seven 
years in jail, which was passed upon him 
some time ago, will have to be reim- 
posed. 


The Color Line In Schools. 

Alton, Ills., April 2.—The jury in the 
case of Scott Bibb vs. the mayor and city 
council of Alton, known as the colored 
school case, brought in a verdict for the 
city. The case involves the question of 
separate schools for white and colored 
children. Bibb charged that the colored 
children were excluded from the publice 
schools. This is the third time the case 
has been tried in the circuit court. <An 
appeal will be taken to the supreme 
court. ¢ 

Lad Thrown Overboard. 

Cambridge, Mass., April 2.—Late Sun- 
day night a patrolman found Clarence 
W. Dooley, 13 years old, struggling in the 
water of Broad canal and rescued him. 
The boy, who was nearly dead from the 
cold and fright, said that he had been 
enticed to “dizzy” bridge, so-called, by 
a man, who threw him into the water. 
The lad was unable to give an intelligent 
description of the stranger and wasina 
greatly excited condition. 


Haven’t Received Final Instructions. 

Washington, April 2.—Secretary Root 
Says that the instructions to the Philip- 
pine commission will not be made public 
at present, as it Is desired to keep them 
open for possible change or addition un- 
til the last moment. Consequently the 
final written instructions to the commis- 
sioners will not be delivered until the day 
of their departure from San Francisco 
for Manila. 


She Played With Matches. 

Weymouth, Mass., April 2.—Ruth Alex- 
ander, aged 4, was burned to death Sun- 
day, as the result of playing with 
matches. Everything was burned from 
her body except her shoes. She and 
her 6-year-old brother were alone in the 
house at the time, a sister, 12 years old, 
who had been left in charge of the other 
children, having left them to visit a 
neighbor, 


Nine Thousand Men I ile. 

Terre Haute, Ind., April 2.—All the coal 
mines in Indiana suspended operations 
Saturday evening. This action was due

POULTRY POINTERS.

In nearly all cases diseases and vermin 
will attack the poorly féd and ill kept 
chickens. 

Charcoal is valuable in the poultry yard 
if broken in small pieces and placed 
where the fowls can have ready access 
to it.

TO CURE A COLD IN ONE DAY 


Reason Given by Webster Davis 
For His Efforts In Their Behalf, 


Says They Deserve Sympathy 
of the American People. 


Severs Connection With Government That He 


May Freely Express Views. 


Washington, April 3—Webster Davis, 
assistant secretary of the inte eat or, has 
resigned his office because of the ac- 
ceptance of an invitation to G0 a 
lecture on the South African war, and he 
felt that as an official he could not ex- 
press his views with such freedom as he 
could as a private citizen. The invita- 
tion was extended by non-partisan citi- 
zens of Washington and was not inspired 
in any way by persons directly connect- 
ed with Boer interests, 

Mr. Davis formal resignation was sent 
to the White House through his private 
secretary. At the White House no 
statement was obtainable concerning 
the resignation other than the fact that 
it had been received, and the officials 
declined to say whether it would be ac- 
cepted. 

Mr. Davis says: “It is purely a mat- 
ter of sympathy on my part. I wentto 
South Africa unprejudiced, visited both 
2w much of the British soldiers 
, and also much of the Boers.

“Do anything and everything within 
their power and let Great Britain and 
the world knew that the sympathies of 
the American people are not with Great 
Britain, but with the Boers and in the 
interests of humanity and civilization. 
We should let the world know that such 
an unholy war should stop and stop at 
once.” 

Mr. Davis, since his return to this 
ce untry, has had numerous invitations 
to deliver lectures, but has so far de- 

cide i to accept only that extended by 
the citizens of Washington. This lec- 
ture probably will be deliveyed next Sun- 
day night. Mr. Davis denied that he 
brought with him a communication to 
this government from President Kruger. 
He admitted, however, that he had had 
several conferences with President Mc- 
Kinley, but lined to make public what 
had passed between them.

It is now known that the 
estate deal that had been pending at 
Quincy Point has been consummated, 
and it may be announced on good 
authority that the Eastern Dock and 
Construction Company has purchased 
through the agency of Frank F. Crane, 
about fifty acres of land at Quincy 


water front, including a long stretch 
on the channel of ample depth to 
launch the Jargest steamship afloat. 

As soon as the Conipany has received 
satisfactory assurance that the draw 
in the Quincy Point bridge will be 
widened to at least 80 feet, and that 
certain facilities in the way of freight 
transportation will be granted by the 
City Council, it will immediately 
begin the construction of wharves and 
workshops of a capacity suflicient to 
accommodate a thousand skilled work- 
inen, but until these matters are 
decided the land will be used for 
wharves and storage purposes. 

Such an opportunity comes to but 
few municipalities as the establishment

For several weeks Mr. Frank F, 
Crane has been quietly at work secur- 
ing options at Quincy Point and Quincy 
Neck, and there has been much won- 
erment as to just what was up. Real 
estate at Quincy Neck has been so 
quiet for years that many did not place 
any stock in the rumors.

‘Fish Consomme — Stuffed Fillets of 


Flounder With Tomato Sauce—Ege 
Timbales—Maple Sugar Tea Biscuit 
and Orange Pie. 


Fish Consomme.—Cover five pounds 
of trimmings (the heads and portions 
containing but iittle flesh, etc.) with 
cold water; add one tablespoonful of 
salt, half a teaspoonful of black pep- 
per, six onions, sliced, and three tea-

spoonfuls of savory herbs; bring to the 
boiling point, then let simmer slowly 


two hours: strain and cool. If desired, 
clear with whites and shells of eggs. 
When reheated and ready to serve, add 
the juice of haif a lemon and salt and 
pepper as needed. 

Stuffed Ffllets of Flounder.—Take 
fillets from a flounder weighing 2*4 
pounds; season with salt and pepper 
and a few drops of onion juice, if de- 
Spread on one half of each fillet 
a tablespoonful of mashed potato 
(about one cup should be prepared) 
mixed with the beaten yolk of an egg 
and seasoned with one tablespoonful 
of butter, one-fourth a teaspoonful of 
salt and a dash of pepper. Fold the 
other half of each fillet over the potato, 
cover with crumbs, dip in the white of 
the egg beaten with two tablespoon- 
fuls of water and again cover with 
crumbs and fry in deep fat. Drain on 
soft paper; then insert a short piece of 
macaroni in the pointed end of each 
fillet and cover this with a paper frill. 
Garnish with lemon and parsley and 
serve with onion puree or tomato sauce. 

Tor the latter simmer half a can of 
tomatoes with a slice of onion, a sprig 
of parsley, three cloves and three pep- 
percorns, a bit of bay leaf and half a 
teaspoonful of salt 15 minutes. Pass 
through a sieve and add to one-fourth 
a cup each of butter and flour cooked 
together; then let boil ten minutes. 

For the onion puree, to one cup and 
a half of onions boiled and passed 
through a sieve add one-third a cup 
of cream, the yolks of two eggs (these 
may be omitted) and salt and paprika

to taste. Beat together thoroughly 
and reheat without boiling before 
serving. 


Egg Timbales.—Beat six eggs until a 
spoonful can be taken up; add a scant 
teaspoonful of salt, one-fourth a tea- 
spoonful of pepper, 20 drops of onion 
juice and one cup and a half of rich 
milk and strain into buttered timbale 
molds. Bake standing in a pan of hot 
water about 20 minutes or until the 
mixture is firm to the touch, turn from 
the molds on to a hot platter, pour 
about them bread sauce and sprinkle 
both timbales and sauce witb half a 
cup of fine crumbs browned in butter. 

Bread Sauce.—Cook a slice of on- 
ion with a clove or two and half a cup 
of fine bread crumbs from the center 
of the loaf in a pint of milk an hour 
over hot water. Remove the onion and 
cloves, add two tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter and a scant half teaspoonful of 
salt. 

Maple Sugar Tea Biscuit.—Sift to- 
gether one quart of sifted flour, one 
teaspoonful of salt and three level ta- 
blespoonfuls of baking powder. Work 
into these ingredients two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter and then mix to a dough 
with milk or milk and water. Cut the 
dough until light and spongy, then pat 
out into a rectangular sheet with the 
rolling pin, spread with maple sugar 
and roll up like a jelly roll. Cut from 
the end in rounds. Bake in a buttered 
pan and serve hot with butter. 

Orange Pie.—Cream one-fourth a cup 
of butter; add three-fourths a cup of 
sugar, the juice of an orange and half

the grated rind, together with the 
juice of half a lemon. Beat until light, 
then add the beaten yolks of three eggs 
and the white of one beaten until light. 
Bake with one crust. When partly 
cold, cover with a meringue made of 
the stiffly beaten white of eggs and 
sugar. 


Potatoes a la Duchesse. 

Beat some nice, floury boiled pota- 
toes with a fork, whipping them up 
Ifghtly while hot. Have two eggs well 
beaten, the yolks and whites separate- 
ly, the whites being beaten to a stiff 
froth. Beat the yolks in lightly to the 
mashed potatoes, with salt and pepper 
to taste, one tablespoonful of butter 
and two tablespoonfuls of cream. Whip 
all together to a creamy heap and then 
lightly and quickly whip in the frothed 
whites. Put the mixture into a sauce- 
pan over the fire and stir all together 
till thoroughly hot; then turn it on a 
dish and let it stand till quite cold. 
Cut the potato paste into rounds or 
squares with a cutter. Lay the potato 
cakes in a greased baking tin, but do 
Bot allow them to touch each other, and 
bake in a quick oven. When they be- 
gin to brown, brush them over with 
beaten eggs. Arrange them or a fold- 
ed napkin and serve.

FORTY 10 THIRTY-ONE, 


Senate Passes the Puerto Rican Meas- 
ure After a Prolonged Struggle, 


Difficulty Arises Over Effort 
to Displace Quay Case. 


Walcott Accuses Lodge of Uttering That Which 
Was *Unqualifiedly False.’ 


Washington, April 4.—Yesterday was 
a notable day in the United States sen- 
ate. It brought to a close the sharpest 
and most prolonged debate upon any 
measure since those discussed during the 
memorable “‘‘war congress’’ two years 
ago. At 4 o'clock in the afternoon 
the votes were begun upon the Puerto 
Rican tariff and civil government bill 


jJand the pending amendments and less 


than an hour later the measure, about 
which there has been so much contention 
in and out of congress, was passed by a 
majority of nine, the final vote being 
40 to 31. Only committee amendments 
were adopted. 

It had been evident for some time that 
the bill would command a majority in 
the senate, but notwithstanding that 
fact, the interest in the measure, both 
of senators and of the public, had not 
flagged an instant. 

When the hour of 4 o'clock was reached 
the chairman announced that the votes 
upon the pending amendments and upon 
the bill should now be taken. 

At the suggestion of Mr. Foraker the 
committee amendments which had been 
passed over were reverted to and adopted 
without division, 

Mr. Davis then offered his amendment 
providing that “no duties on imports or 
exports shall, after the passage of-this 
act, be levied or collected on any articles 
imported from the United States into 
Puerto Rico or from Puerto Rico into 
the United States.” 

Mr. Davis demanded the yeas and 
nays. The amendment was lost, 30 to 40. 

Without division two other amend- 
ments offered by Mr. Davis were de- 
feated. Then Mr. Nelson offered his free 
trade amendment. The yeas and nays 
Were ordered and this amendment, too, 
Was lost, 29 tu 41. 

After an amendment offered by Mr. 
Spooner making a slight change in the 
measure had been accepted by Mr. Fora- 
ker and agreed to, two amendments of- 
fered by Mr. Bacon, one being a substi- 
tute for the entire bill, were defeated 
without division. 

The bill was then reported to the sen- 
ate, the amendments were agreed to, and 
on an yea and nay vote it was passed by 
a vote of 40 to 31, a majority of 9. 

Scarcely had the Puerto Rican meas- 
ure been disposed of when, quite unex- 
pectedly, a serious snarl over the case 
of former Senator Quay arose. 

Acting under the unanimous consent 
agreement reached on March 16 that the 
Quay case should be taken up, “subject 
to the consideration of appropriation 
bills, conference reports, the present un- 
finished business and senate bill 2355" 
(the Spooner bill as to the government 
cf the Philippines), Mr. Lodge moved 
that the Spooner bill be made the un- 
finished business. 

This was objected to by the friends of 
Mr. Quay, and Mr. Wolcott moved to ad- 
journ. The motion was lost. 

Mr. Lodge then renewed his motion. 
It was antagonized by Mr. Chandler, 
chairman of the committee on privileges 
and elections, who had no objection to 
the measure, but did not want it to dis- 
place the Quay case. 

After further discussion Mr. Woleott 
again moved to adjourn, the motion be- 
ing defeated, 25 to 31. 

It became evident that there was a 
fight on, and the senators engaged in the 
controversy manifested much feeling. 
The whole question of the unanimous 
consent agreement was gone into, the en- 
tire debate upon it being read. 

Mr. Chandler then asked Mr. Lodge a 
question about the construction he 
placed upon the agreement, and the 
Massachusetts senator replied: “I am 
not engaged in placing constructions 
upon unanimous consents. I am acting 
within my rights to make this motion 
and the friends of Mr. Quay refuse to 
permit it to be voted upon.” 

Mr. Wolcott referred to the long hours 
the senate had been in session and the 
desire of senators to get their “frugal 
dinners,” and moved an executive ses- 
sion. 

“Tt is perfectly obvious,” interjected 
Mr. Lodge, “that I can attain no good 
result by detaining thesenate. The pur- 
pose of Mr. Quay’s friends is plain. 
That is all I desire to show. I have no 
objection to the senate either adjourn- 
ing or going into executive session, but 
I consider the unanimous agreement at 
an end.” 

“J do hot know how the senator from 
Massachusetts classifies himself,” re- 
torted Mr. Wolcott, “whether as a friend 
or as an enemy of Mr. Quay. It is hard 
to tell who are his friends and who are 
his enemies. But when any suggestion 
or intimation is made that there is any 
unworthy or unrighteous purpose in 
pressing the consideration of that case 
as a matter of the highest privilege, the 
person who makes that statement ges 
far out of his way to state that which 
Is unqualifiedly false.” 

Mr. Lodge: “I madenocharge against 
anyone. I said that I had been deprived 
cf the right which I thought I clearly 
had. I am not going to press it, and I 
am not going to hold the senate. If the 


unanimous consent Is broken of course 
that is the end of it. It cannot be bina- 
ing in one case and not be binding in all.” 

Mr. Chandler: “Unanimous. consents 
would better come to an end if they mean 
what senators now declare them to 
mean.” 

The house yesterday entered upon the 
consideration of the substitute for the 
senate Hawaiian territorial bill, under 
special order, which will bring the ques- 
tion to a vote at4o’clock tomorrow. The 
debate was in committee of the whole, 
and only three of the six speeches were 
pertinent to the bfll. 


DEWEY FOR PRESIDENT. 


New York World Quotes Him as Having Ex- 
pressed Wiilingnes \to Accept Nem nation. 

New York, April 4.—The World today 
prints a special dispatch from Washing- 
ton, which quotes Admiral Dewey as say 
ing: 

“When I arrived in this country, last 
September, I said then that nothing 
would induce me to be a candidate for 
the presidency. 

“Since then, however, I have had the 
leisure and inclination to study the mat- 
ter, and have reached a different con- 
clusion, inasmuch as so many assurances 
have come to me from my countrymen 
that I would be acceptable as a candidate 
for this great office. 

“If the American people want me for 
this high office, I shall be only too will- 
ing to serve them. 

“Should I be chosen for this exalted po- 
sition, I would execute the laws of con- 
gress as faithfully as I have always ex- 
ecuted the orders of my superiors.” 

When asked, “On what platform will 
you stand?” the admiral replied: 

“I think I have said enough at this 
time, and possibly too much.” 


Military Instruction Favored. 
Washington, April 4.—The bill of Rep- 
resentative Marsh of Illinois, designed to 
extend military instruction to the publie 
schools of the country, was favorably 


acted upon yesterday by the house com- 


mittee on military affairs. The pre- 
amble_ recites that the national 
defense depends upon the volunteer ser- 


vice o1 the people of the several states, 
and those cities and towns which shall 
adopt a system of military instruction in 
their public schools are entitled to the as- 
sistance of the government in order to 
secure to the United States such a 
knowledge of military affairs among the 
youth of the country as will render them 
efficient as volunteers if called upon for 
the national defense. 
“Tangos”’ will Be Forbidden. 

Havana, April 4—Many prominent 
negroes in Havana have signed a peti- 
tion to Acting Mayor Mora against fur- 
ther permits for “‘tangos,”’ or character- 
istic negro dances, in which the dancers 
beat kettles and tin cans. Phe peti- 
joners contend that these perfor-iances 
are a survival of slavery, and are alto- 
gether a degrading spectacle. Senor 
Mora will issue an order forbidding 
dances of this character hereafter. 


Admits Heevy Embezzlement. 

Paris, April 4.—D'Arville des Essarts, 
a tormer advocate of the court of ap- 
peals, and a former member of the city 
council, has been arrested on a charge of 
embezzling 1,800,000 frances of the patri- 
mony of Corporal Gelinard of the re- 
cruiting bureau at Versailles. He has 
confessed to the embezzlement. It fs 
sald that he cannot give any account of 
the use he has made of the money. 

Pawtucket Painters Won’t Strike. 

Pawtucket, R. L, April 4—At a meet- 
{ng of the local union, which is affiliated 
with the International Painters’ union, 
it was decided not to join in a move- 
ment which it is proposed to inaugurate 
on May 1 for a shorter work day and 
better wages. Thedecision was reached 
on account of the high price of building 
material, which has discouraged the 
erection of more buildings. 


Disappeared on Pay Day. 

Chicago, April 4.—A special to The 
Times-Herald from Vancouver, B. C., 
Says: Lieutenant James Clark, pay- 
master for her majesty’s naval and gar- 
rison forces at Esquimalt, is missing. 
He disappeared early on Monday morn- 
ing. It was pay day at the naval sta- 
tion for the men of the north Pacific 
squadron, and his disappearunce has 
caused a sensation. 


Ot!sfield Philosopher Is No More. 

Portland, Me., April 4—Joseph W. 
Holden, familiarly known as “Uncle 
Joe,” the Otisfield philosopher, died in 
his native hamlet, East Otisfield, aged 
over $0. Mr. Holden maintained that 
the earth was flat, by a series of re- 
markable arguments. He has lectured 
before educational institutions and state 
legislatures throughout New England. 


Capitalis's Have Their Way. 

Albany, April 4.—The most important 
canal legislation of the session passed 
the senate yesterday. It was a bill re- 
moving the limit of $30,000 at which cor- 
porations are permitted to capitalize for 
operation on the canals. This bill has 
been earnestly urged by capitalists in 
the interest of large steel canal boatsand 
as vigorously opposed by the smaller 
boat owners. 


Serious Charge Against a Young Woman. 

Lynn, Mass., April 4.—Annie E. Parker, 
formerly employed as a lawyer's clerk, 
fs under arrest on the charge of forgery, 
It is claimed that she forged names on 
notes to the amount of about $500 and 
negotiated them among money lenders 
in this city. Miss Parker is about ¢ 
years old,

Queen Victoria Arrives at Kingstown | 
Ahead of the Scheduled Time, 
| 


Fireworks and Illumination 


of the War Vessels, | 


Finery of ‘Dear, Dirty Dublin,” Sadly Bedrag- 
gled by a Heavy Rain. 


Dublin, April 4.—The royal yacht Vic- 
toria and Albert, with Queen Victoria on 
board, arrived at Kingstown at 2 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, ahead of the sched- 
uled time, and was greeted with a royal 
salute from the channel squadron. Rain 
had been falling all the morning. The 
royal yacht lay off Kingstown, no one 
disembarking from her, and no one will 
leave the vessel until today. Only a 
handful of persons saw the arrival of her | 
majesty. | 

The passage of the channel was smooth} 
and the queen suffered no discomfort, al- 
though she expressed regret that the 
premature departure from Holyhead, 
owing to the threatening weather con- 
ditions, should cause her Irish subjects 
disappointment. It had been officially 
announced that she would reach Kings-| 
town at 5:30 p. m. instead of 2 p. m., but 
at the latter hour the Victoria and Albert 
loomed up through the haze and rain 
and was greeted with the thunder of 21 
guns from each ship of the British chan- 
nel squadron. Thousands had poured 
into Kingstown regardless of the pelt- 
ing rain, which ceased about 5 o'clock, 
and they braved the cold winds and mud 
until midnight. 

The celebrations were confined to an 
illumination of the war vessels and toa 
few fireworks here and there. A shin- 
ing shamrock stood out against the 
blackness of Dublin bay, and from the 
jackies clustered on the decks of the 
“God Save the 


squadron came strains of 
Queen,” which were taken up by the 
patient crowd on shore, and when 


“Soldiers of the Queen” floated across 
the quiet water the spectators on Kings-| 
town pler joined in. 

Although all political conditions are 
represented in Kingstown, there was no 
attempt ata counter-demonstration. In 
fact the evening's fireworks, singing and 
cheering were not marred by any hostile 
note, and the entry of the queen into 
Dublin today will probably be a repeti- 
tion of similar friendly conditions. 
Dublin itself, miles 
the epithet “Dear,

Kingstown, 


Dublin” was never before presumably 
better justified than yesterday. Dublin 
was bedr d, its finery, which rwalled 
London's. jubilee’ decorations, drooping 


sadly from the steady rain. However, 
last evening, when the showers ceased, 
iiluminations such as Ireland had never 
seen lit up the streets and were viewed 
by crowds so dense that in several 
thoroughfares traffic was impossible. 

The castle was gay with a dinner party, 
including the leading Irish nobility; and 
a spirit of good natured revelry prevailed 
over every quarter of Ireland's capital. 

The queen will disembark some time 
before noon today and will drive from 
Kingstown through the city, reaching 
the vice regal lodge about 2 in the after- 
noon. Another sword bearer has been 
secured in the place of James Egan; and, 
if the universal wish for fair weather 
should be granted the progress of the 
queen promises to be one of the most re- 
markable in the history of 
Ireland. 

By the exercise of tact political con- 
siderations have been either kept entire- 
ly in the background or banished en- 
tirely. Of the Dublin evening papers 
yesterday The Telegraph, which belongs 
to The Freeman's Journal, alone strikes 
a note which approaches the discordant. 
It s:

The nationalists 
have too much respect for the rights of 
minorities to interfere with individual 
expressions of opinion; but anti-British 
passion wili never die out until the as- 
pirations of Ireland are satisfied by 
reparation for the fraud and wrong 
perpetrated a century ago.

S'rike of Large Proportion. 

Pittsburg, April 4.—Reports from the 
coal mines in the Pittsburg district in- 
dicate that the strike inaugurated 
against the dead work scale and the 
run-of-mine rate has assumed larger 
proportions than was at first expected. 
Few mines are in operation, and fully 
20,000 miners are idle. No provisions 
were made for the strike, and, unless it 
is speedily settled, it Is likely that every 
mill in the Pittsburg district depending 
on the coal combinations for their supply 
of coal will have to shut down, 

Matters Before the Cabinet. 

Washington, April 4.—At the cabinet 
meeting a dispatch was read from Gen- 
eral Otis covering the operations of the 
army in the Philippines for a consider- 
able period. The subject of a reduction 
in the revenues by congress was dis- 
cussed. It is understood that the ad- 
ministration is in favor of a revision of 
the war revenue act, so as to cut down 
the receipts. The resignation of As- 
sistant Secretary Webster Davis was 
Giscussed. 

Brass Knuckles of No Avail. 

Manville, R. I, April 4.—Michael 
Chapdelaine, a local newsdealer, was 
knocked down and robbed of $65 while in 
a remote part of Lincoln early Tuesday 
morning. Chapdelaine, having brass 
knuckles, put up a strong fight, but the 
robber fired three shots, one bullet pass- 
ing through his hat and another through 
his hand. Chapdelairie then fainted and 
the robber secured the money. 

To Break Down Color Line. 

Albany, April 4.—The assembly yes- 
terday passed a bill providing that no 
person shal! be refused admission into 
or be excluded from any public school in 
the state on account of race or color. 
The bill will permit colored children to 
attend any public school if the bill be- 
comes a law. 


MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS “OUT WEST.” 


Returns Thus Far Indicate That Gains Have 
Been Made by The Republicans. 
Omaha, April 4.—City and village elec- 
tions were held throughout Nebraska 
yesterday, with the exception of Omaha. 
While party politics cut little figure in 
the smaller towns, yet Republican gains 
ere noticed all over the state, especially 
in the cities, several Democratic strong- 
holds going Republican. South Omaha, 
for the first time in its history, elects a 
Republican mayor. The Republicans 
also elect treasurer, all four councilmen 
and two of three members of the-school 
board. Lincoln gives the largest Re- 
publican majority for years, and makes 
a clean sweep on the logal ticket. 
Milwaukee, Wis., April 4.—The result 


}of the municipal elections throughout 


Wisconsin, outside of Milwaukee, show 
that where the Republicans or Demo- 
crats placed party tickets in the field 
the Republicans gained the greater num- 
ber of victories. In many instances, 
however, party lines were thrown aside 
and citizens’ tickets were elected. 

° Topeka, April 4.—Municipal elections 
were held throughout Kansas yesterday. 
Party lines were maintained in most 
cases, and the returns indicate that the 
Republicans have generally been suc- 
cessful. 

St. Louis, April 4—Municipal elections 
were held yesterday in many towns in 
Missouri. The results where party lines 
were drawn were on the whole favorable 
to the Democrats There were some 
surprises on both sides, but the Demo- 
cratic vote showed the greater gain,

High above the station, on a bDIUur 
that commanded the finest view in 
town, was the home of the president of 
the company, a man who had fought 
his way up and who now boasted his 
millions. 

The president was a tall, dark man, 
| with stern features, but a kind heart, 
| and often I watched him with envy as 
he alighted from his priyate car and 
entered the handsome victoria which 
earried him behind his spanking team 
up to his home on Lakeville heights. 

Often the president did not go up to 
the city, and on these occasions he 
wired me on his private line, and I 
wired to the city for him. 

One day, chancing to sit at the in- 
strument, there came a call on the 
president’s wire, and, responding, I re- 
ceived this message: “Let me know if 
the road is clear.” 

A minute later I called up his private 
wire and tapped, “The road is clear.” 

“All right,” came back the answer. 

It was a simple enough message, but 
it set my pulses throbbing. Mechan- 
ically I touched the button and repeat- 
ed the message, “fhe road is clear,” 
and immediately came back the words, 
“All right.” 

I sat at the instrument like a man in 
a dream, and my thoughts were with 
Dick, who had sat at the same spot 
five years before and had touched that 
same instrument. What was there in 
that reply that so fascinated me, or 
was it the anniversary of poor Dick's 
death that made me fanciful? 

That afternoon the president came 
down to the station on business, and I 
looked at him closely. He must have 
seen me watching him, for he shifted 
his position uneasily and nervously 
handled the instrument. I may say 
that he was an expert operator and 
preferred telegraphing his messages to 
writing them. 

As | watched him I remembered 
hearing the strange story of his rise; 
how from an operator on a distant road 
he had suddenly become a stockholder, 
a director and finally the president of 
the road, and how his wealth and bhold- 
ings were known far and wide. 

He seemed ill at ease that day, and I 
withdrew my eyes and busied myself 
elsewhere. But more than once he 
caught me looking at him. 

Twice that day the president drove 
down to the station, and slowly he 
drove home again, as though he were 
disturbed about something. The third 
time he came it was almost dark, and I 
heard him send his coachman home, 
telling him that he would follow soon 
on foot. 

For half an hour the president bus- 
fed himself around the station, a most 
unusual thing for him, and when he 
finally took leave it was to walk bur- 
riedly away in the direction of the 
churchyard, a journey which I often 
took wyself. 

Scarcely realizing what I was doing, 
I pulled my cap over my eyes and 
started after him. What excuse I 
would make if he turned and saw me I 
knew not.

| THUNDEROUS WELCOME 


Accorded Queen Victoria on the Gc- 
casion of Her Visit to Ireland, 


Popular Enthusiasm Buried 
All Political Feeling. 


Crowds Lined Entire Distance of Nine Miles 
From Kingstown to Dublin. 


Dublin, April 5.—Queen Victoria landed 
in Ireland yesterday for the first time in 
$3 years. The disembarkation from Mie 
royal yacht was accomplished at 11:30. 
The commander of the forces in Ireland, 
the Duke of Connaught; the lord leu- 
tenant, Earl Cadogan, and their staffs 
greeted the queen. The ride from 
Kingstown to Dublin commenced in 
splendid weather and before huge, good- 
natured crowds. The queen's progress 
from Kingstown to the vice regal lodge 
Was accomplished without untoward in- 
cident, and was marked with great en- 
thusiasm. 

Before landing at Kingstown the queen 
asked for a bunch of shamrocks, and 
throughout the day she wore them upon 
her breast. 

From the pier at Kingstown to the 
royal residence in Phoenix park is about 
nine miles. Crowds lined the entire dis- 
tance, but there was practically no dis- 
turbance, the police and military easily 
preserving perfect order. Thanks to 
wind and sunshine, the forests of bunting 
had regained freshness after Tuesday's 
soaking. 

A most interesting ceremony took place 
at the city limits, where an ancient gate 
and castle tower had been reproduced. 
On the city side of the gate were the 
lord mayor and council in their scarlet 
robes, the mace bearers in blue and sil- 
ver, and several hundred of the best- 
known Irish, who were provided with 
seats on stands. The royal Inniskilling 
fusiliers lined the road as a guard of 
honor, while behind them were cordons 
of police, lancers and militia. 

Thousands of spectators awaited the 
coming of the queen. Shortly before her 
arrival the pursuivant-at-arms galloped 
up to the lord mayor and asked permis- 
sion for the entrance of the queen. The 
lord mayor granted the request. Back 
galloped the pursulvant-at-arms, the 
gate banging behindhim. Although the 
aged beefeaters, rigged out for the oc- 
casion with, costumes from the Gaiety 
theatre, could scarcely totter around, the 
whole scene was a counterpart of a 
1€th century play. 

Then from the ramparts of the gate 
came a fanfare o1 trumphets. The 
queen was in sight. Out upon a scar- 
let cloth, laid upon the muddy road 
stepped the lord mayor and the corpora- 
tion, their robes glowing in the sun- 
shine and their wands and maces flash- 
ing. The gate creaked open. The Ear! 
of Denbigh rode through, and then came 
the life guards, Behind them were 
earriages containing Home Secretary 
Ridley, the Duchess of Connaught and 
her daughters, accompanied by mem- 
bers of the court and attended by 
mounted equerries, and then more life 
guards. 

Finally, amid almost perfect silence, 
save for the echo of cheers and cries of 
“God Save the Queen” from outside the 
city limits, came the queen herself. Op- 
posite her in her carriage sat Princess 
Christian and Princess Henry of Bat- 
tenburg. 

The moment the queen passed the gate 
enthusiasm broke loose, bands played, 
men cheered, shouted and sang, all bare- 
headed, and the women waved their 
handkerchiefs and struggled to get a 
better view, many of them weeping. 

Beside the queen's carriage rode the 
Duke of Connaught, commander of the 
forces in Ireland. During the five min- 
utes when the queen was receiving and 
answering the address of welcome, there 
Was scarcely a lull In the frantic cheer- 
ing from the crowds. Frequently the 
queen nodded. Princess Christian also 
took a prominent part in the ceremony, 
helping the queen to take the sword, 
keys and casket containing the address. 

After the lady mayoress had presented 
a bouquet to the queen, the processton 
moved on. MHehind her majesty came 
a dazzling escort of staff officers, more 
life guards and dragoons, and finally the 
Inniskillings, who were loudly cheered 
as they moved into line. 

t was a pageant such as had never 
been seen in Ireland before. Deafening 
and continuous cheers marked every 
stage of the route, especially at the his- 
toric college green, where the crowds 
were thicker than at any other point. 
Trinity college was almost hidden by 
stands, which were black with people 
and flaming with flags and festoons. 
Amid the thunderous welcome of the 
populace the bells of the Catholic cath- 
€dral rang out a greeting. 

At the vice-reg@#l lodge Earl and 
Countess Cadogan, who had met the 
reyal party at Kingstown, but had taken 
a special train back, not joining in the 
procession, welcomed the sovereign to 
their Irish residence. 

During the evening the queen sent the 
lord mayor a message, saying that she 
Was not over fatigued by the morning's 
drive, and had been deeply touched and 
gratified by the welcome she had re- 
ceived. The message concluded as fo)- 
lows: “Her majesty looks forward witn 
much pleasure to her stay in Ireland.” 

Later the queen officially conveyed tc 
the lord mayor the following: “Convey 
to the lord mayor and citizens of Dub- 
lin the sincere thanks of the queen for 
the loyalty and enthusiasm of the greet- 
ing which her majesty received during 
her progress through the beautifully dec- 
orated route. The queen is happy to be 
once more among her Irish people, from 
whom she has again received so warm 
a welcome.”

[Extracts from Chapter 57, Sections 3 and 4 
Public Statutes. ] 

Sect. 3.“ In all cities every person who con- 
veys milk in curriages or otherwise for the pur- 
pose of selling the same in such city shall annu- 
ally on the first day of May, or within thirty 
days thereafter, be licensed by the Inspector of 
Milk of such city to sell milk within the limits 
thereof, and shall pay to such Inspector fifty 
cents each to the use of the city.” 

Sect. 4.--"* Every person before selling milk 
or offering it for safe in a store, booth, stand, or 
market-place in a city or in a town in which an 
inspector or inspectors of milk are appointed, 
shall register in the books of such inspector or 
inspectors, and shall pay to him or them fifty 
cents to the use of such city or town; and who- 
ever neglects so to register shall be punished 
for each offence by fine not exceeding twenty 
dojars.

Every owner or keeper of a dog of three 
months old or over shall annually on or before 
the THIRTIETH DAY OF APRIL, cause it 
to be Registered, Numbered, Described and 
Licensed for one year from the first day of the 
ensuing May, in the office of the clerk of the 
city or town wherein said dog is kept, and shall 
cause it to wear around its neck a collar dis- 
tinctly marked with its owner's name and its 
registered number. 

An owner of adog may at any time have it 
licensed until the first day of the ensuing May; 
and a-person becoming the owner or keeper of a 
dog after the first day of May, not duly licensed, 
shall cause it to be registered, numbered, de- 
scribed and licensed as provided in the preced- 
ing section. 

The fee for every license shall be two dollars 
fora MALE and five dollars for a FEMALE 
dog. 

Whoever keeps a dog contrary to the pro- 
visions of this chapter shall forfeit Firreen 
DoLuans, five dollars of which shall be paid to 
the complainant and ten dollars to the treasurer 
of the county in which the dog is kept. 

Every owner or keeper of dogs kept for 
breeding purposes may receive annually a 
special license authorizing him to keep such 
dogs upon the premises described in such 
license. When the number of dogs so kept 
does not exceed five, the fee for such license 
shall be twenty-five dollars; when the number 
of dogs so kept exceeds five, the fee shall be 
fifty dollars, and no fee shall be required for the 
dogs of such owner or keeper, under the age of 
six months. 

Any owner or keeper of a dog not duly 
licensed, which becomes three months old after 
the thirtieth day in April in any year, shall, 
whenever itisthree months old, cause it to be 
registered, numbered, described and licensed 
until the first day of the ensuing May, as pro- 
vided in Sec. 80 of Chap.

Wage Question. 


A Friendly Conference of 
Committees Held. 


Cutters’ Committee Asked for an 
Adjournment. 


As announced in Wednesday's 
Ledger, the Conference committees of 
the Granite Manufacturers’ Association 
and the Cutters’ Union held another 
meeting last evening. ‘The best of feel- 
ing prevailed and the two committees 
discussed the situation in an informal 
manner, at length. 

The Manufacturers’ 
newed its offer of nine hours pay for 
eight hours work, which was the 
inatter discussed. 

One of the cutters suggested that the 
manufacturers raise their bid to 33 
cents per hour minimum,although they 
further said they had no power to 
accept such a proposition, The manu- 
facturers, however, said they could 
not go beyond the already 


offered. - 
After the discussion the cutters said 


they did not want to give their answer 
at this meeting and requested an ad- 
journment to some future night, sub- 
ject to their eall, but probably Friday 
evening. To this the manufacturers 
readily agreed,and an adjournment was 
taken. 

It is understood that a meeting 6f 
the Cutters’ Union will be held to con- 
sider the final proposition of the manu- 
facturers, and it was for this purpose 
the adjournment was desired. 

Both sides are anxious to reach a 
settlement of the strike, and as the 
offer made by the manufacturers is a 
substantial increase over that paid the 
cutters in years past, it is the general 
wish to accept this offer and settle the 
strike. 

The season is now well advanced 
and, unless the strike is settled within 
few days and work resumed, jit means 
an entire loss of the year’s business. 

The strike pay received by the cutters 
is small, and while one dollar a day 
will perhaps do for the single men who 
can afford te take a vacation, to the 
family man, who has four or five 
hungry months looking him in the 
face every day, it is a hardship, for the 
dollar a day will go but a little way in 
providing food and clothing. 

These men while loyal to the union 
can not afford to remain idle long, and 
it can hardly be expected that they will 
refrain from returning to work if the 
strike is prolonged.

It is understood that a mass meeting 
of the Granite Cutters’ Union will be 
held Friday morning at St. Mary’s hall, 
to take action on the offer of the Manu- 
facturers’ Association. 


Association Not United. 


The Monumental News comments as 
follows on the granite strike: 

‘“‘The labor question so faras it 
affects the granite industry in New 
England remains unsettled. As was 
anticipated the cutters’ demand for an 
eight hour day at a $3.00 wage was 
refused by the manufacturers, which 
resulted in a general cessation of work 
on March Ist. Compromise agreements 
were effected however at several points 
early in the month which while obviat- 
ing the immediate suspenion of work 
will require the necessary ratification 
of the principal organizations. 

‘*Unanimity of action on the part of 
the manufacturers of different centers 
would in all probability have hastened 
an agreement and that without the un- 
satisfactory quibblings which always 
result from lack of sach unanimity and 
which cause at least unnecessary delay. 
The much desired settlement may 
now be accomplished only after a bitter 
struggle with the consequent disas- 
trious effects to both interests, 

‘‘Having virtually conceded the un- 
reasonableness of the demand by the 
action of a large number of its mem- 
bers in accepting compromises the 
National Union should submit to a 
reasonable settlement not only as to 
hours and wage rate but to cover a 
long term of years. An arbitration 
stipulation should also be agreed upon 
in order to avoid such unfortunate in- 
terruptions in what may be termed 
lecal prosperity. 

‘*The trades unions of New Zealand 
work with great success under an 
agreed arbitration law, with the result 
that for five years past there has been 
no interruption to trade interests by 
strikes; and by all accounts both 
employers and employes enjoy a condi- 
tion which secures, by such mutual 
arrangments, the greatest possible pro- 
tection to the welfare of both sides."’

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TRIED TO KILL PRINCE. 


Would-Be Assassin Fired Two Shots 
at Albert Edward In Brussels, 


Both Prince and Princess 
Had a Narrow Escape. 


Youthful Anarchist Had Boasted That He 
Would Attempt Assassination. 


Brussels, April 5.—Two shots were 
fired at the Prince of Wales here yester- 
day just as his train was leaving the 
northern station. Both bullets missed 
the prince. 

The attempt occurred at 3:35 p.m. The 
would-be assassin jumped on the foot- 
board of the prince’s saloon car as the 
train was starting and fired into the car, 
aiming at the prince, 

The would-be assassin, who was im- 
mediately arrested, is a tinsmith named 
Sipido, a resident of Brussels, 16 years of 
age. His pockets were found to be full of 
anarchistic literature. Sipido subse- 
quently said he wanted to kill the Prince 
of Wales ‘“‘because he caused thousands 
of men to be slaughtered in South 
Afriea.” 

He fired two shots at the prince. The 
Princess of Wales and others were in 
the car, but no one was touched. 

Hearing the shots, the station master 
rushed to the scene and knocked down 
Sipido’s arm as he prepared to fire a third 
shot, and a number of persons threw 
themselves on the prince’s assailant. In 
the confusion a second man, who was 
quite innocent, was seized, roughly 
handled and beaten, 

After the prince had ascertained that 
the man who fired the shots had been ar- 
rested he declared himself and the prin- 
cess uninjured and the train started. 

When examined by the railroad station 
officials, Sipido declared he intended to 
kill the prince; that he did not regret his 
action, and that he was ready to do it 
again if given a chance to do so. 

Intense excitement prevailed for the 
moment, as it was feared the prince had 
been hit, the shots having been fired al- 
most point blank. The railway carriage 
door was hastily thrown open, and great 
relief was felt when the prince himself 
appeared at the window unhurt. 

Both the prince and the princess, how- 
ever, had a very narrow escape. The 
policeman on duty took Sipido in charge. 
The latter appeared proud of his exploit 
and seemed quite calm, 


An eye witness says that the train was 
already in motion, and when the engineer 
heard the pistol he shut off steam, ap- 
plied the brake and stopped the train, 
As the traln restarted, after Sipido’s ar- 
rest, the public loudly cheered the prince. 

An examination of Sipido’s revolver 
showed that four chambers had been dis- 
charged, but that two of the cartridges 
had missed fire. The weapon is of the 
cheapest six chambered description, such 
as is usually sold here for 314 frances. 

Sipido has a round, boyish face, black 
eyes and dark hair. At the examination 
before the magistrate it was ascertained 
that he had purchased a penny ticket in 
order to reach the departure platform, 
where he walked up and down quite a 
while at the same time that the prince 
was promenading. 

Persons who attended the Maison Du 
Peuple, where the extreme anarchists 
meet, say they heard Sipido declare that 
if the Prince of Wales came to Brussels 
he ought to have a bullet in his head: 
and they also heard him offer to bet 5 
francs that he would fire at the prince. 

According to Le Patriote, some news 
of the man’s views expressed at the 
meeting referred to was conveyed to the 
station master, who had taken what he 
thought were extra precautions. 

Sipido appeared at the station in his 
best clothing, having explained to his 
father that he was going to seek em- 
ployment, 

The Prince of Wales appeared quite 
unaffected by the incident. He asked 
whether the revolver was loaded, and on 
being informed in the affirmative, smiled 
and begged that the culprit might not be 
treated too severely, 

The Gazette attributes the following 
words to Sipido: “All I regret is that 
I did not kill this man, who, instead 
of disavowing Chamberlain in his in- 
human policy, became his accomplice.” 
The Gazette adds that when taken to 
prison, Sipido declared that he would 
have fired six shots if he had not been 
arrested. 

The Prince of Wales arrived at Cologne 
at midnight. It was learned from a 
member of his entourage that he re- 
mained perfectly self-possessed when 
the attack was made, and that the prin- 
cess, although considerably alarmed, 
svon recovered from the shock. 

Broke From Island Prison. 

New York, April 5,—The Journal prints 
a report to the effect that-Captain Ober- 
lin M. Carter, sentenced to hard labor in 
the government penitentiary for de- 
frauding the government, had made a 
partially successful attempt to escape 
grom Governor’s island, where he is con- 
fined pending the disposition of his case 
by the courts. He is said to have gotten 
out of his prison and to have been caught 
in a boat. 


Westerly Strike May Soon End. 

Westerly, R. L, April 5.—The pros- 
pects are good for an agreement to end 
the granite cutters’ strike. The propo- 
sition made at a conference Wednesday 
Was to the effect that the average price 
per hour would be above 35 cents, and 
that a corresponding Increase would be 
made in the price list. This offer is 
made so that men who work by the day 
can benefit by the increase. 


Death of General Bidwell. 

Chico, Cal., April 5.—General John 
Bidwell, the Prohibition candidate for 
president in i892, died at his home near 
this city on Wednesday from heart fail- 
ure. He was a pioneer of 1841 and the 
founder of Chico. He was 80 yearsold,a 
native of Chataqua county, N. Y. He 
leaves an estate valued at $1,000,000, 


SPOONER BILL UNFINISHED BUSINESS. 


Republican and Democratic Congressmen En- 
gage In a Heated Controversy. 
Washington, April 5.—The senate yes-

There was an exciting scene in the 
house as the climax of a discussion of 
the Kentucky situation when Mr. 
Wheeler, a Kentucky Democrat, 
Mr. Pugh, a Kentucky Republican, 
faced each other from opposite sides of 
the main aisle and indulged in a wordy 
duel. Mr. Pugh charged Mr. Wheeler 
with misrepresenting facts. He was 
laboring under great excitement. Mr. 
Wheeler showed admirable temper, and 
though quick to resent the fancied in- 
sult, awaited the explanation of Mr, 
Pugh, in which he disclaimed any in- 
tention of imputing to him, personally, 
a desire to distort the facts, Through- 
out the debate, which was precipitated 
by a speech of Mr. Boreing, the other 
Republican member from Kentucky, 
there was an air of suppressed excite- 
ment. It was the first time the subject 
had been broached in the house, and in- 
tense interest was manifested. Mr. 
Lacey of Iowa concluded the debate with 
a general denunciation of the Goebel law. 


GREGORY ELECTED GOVERNOR. 


Republicans Carried Rhode tsiand by Plurality 
Lower Than That of Last Year. 

Providence, April 5.—With every in- 
centive for active voting, a beautiful 
day, a presidential year and the roar of 
a coming national campaign close at 
hand, the Republicans carried the state 
election Wednesday and led off in the en- 
dorsement of the administration at 
Washington. 

William Gregory of North Kingstown 
was elected governor over Nathan W. 
Littlefield of Pawtucket, his Democratic 
opponent, by about 8300 plurality. 

Although the Republicans elected their 
entire state ticket and again control the 
general assembly by a large majority, the 
Democrats succeeded in not only polling 
a heavy vote, but in cutting down the 
Republican plurality of last year by 
over 1000. 

With three election precincts missing, 
the vote stands: Gregory (Rep.), 24,- 
292; Littlefield (Dem.), 16,476. The gen- 
eral assembiy will stand on a joint vote 
93 Republicans and 16 Democrats, and 
George P. Wetmere (Rep.) will probably 
be returned to the United States senate. 

Kansas City’s Heavy Loss. 

Kansas City, April 5.—Convention hall, 
where the Democratic national conven- 
tion was to have been held on July 4, 
was laid in ruins in less than 30 minutes 
yesterday by fire. A stiff breeze was 
blowing, and before the tire was sub- 
dued the Second Presbyterian church, 
the church parsonage, the Lathrop pub- 
lic school, a two-story, 13-room building, 
all situated across the way on Central 
street, and a half block of three-story 
flat buildings o» Twelfth street, were to- 
tally destroyed. Several residences were 
damaged. The aggregate iuss is $400,- 
000. Plans are on foot to rebuild con- 
vention hall immediately, and have it 
ready for the Democratic convention in 
July. 

Fasting as a Cure For Disease. 

Boston, April 5.—Dr. J. Pfeiffer of 
North Adams, who on March 26 com- 
pleted a 21 days’ fast, states that he will 
soon begin a longer fast, in company 
with a number of persons who have been 
declared incurable, to demonstrate that 
Bright's disease, heart and liver dis- 
eases, associated with or without dropsy: 
serious chronic rheumatism; excessive 
obesity; extreme trouble with the di- 
gestive organs, and the worst form of 
melancholy, can be successfully cured 
by scientific fasting. A committee of 
prominent newspaper men, physicians, 
scientists and progressive thinkers of 
various walks of life will have charge 
of the experirnent. 

Fevsocation of Sentence Asked. 

Ponce, P. R., April 5.—The Republican 
municipal council has asked Governor 
General Davis to cable to President Mc- 
Kinley a request fora commutation of 
sentence passed by the Puerto Rican 
supreme court on five murderers con- 
demned to be garrotted. Three of the 
five are Republicans, The people gen- 
erally are in favor of having the sentence 
carried out, owing to the revolting na- 
ture of the crime, but the public execu- 
tioner refuses to act. 


Killed While Responding to Alarm. 

Stamford, Conn., April 5.—Zophar 
Horton, captain of No. 1 engine com- 
pany, was killed Wednesday night while 
responding to an alarm of fire. He was 
riding on the running board of the fire 
truck, when the wheels caught in the 
street car tracks, and he was thrown off, 
the wheels of the truck passing over 
his chest. The fire was a trifling one. 


Struck by Derailed C:r. 

Boston, April 5.—By the jumping of 
a moving car from the rails and dashing 
against a stationary car, in the elevated 
South Boston stables last night, Ed- 
ward J. Hennessey, a conductor, was 
killed. He was changing car signs as 
the derailed car struck him. 


Pleased at Prospect of Relief. 

Ponce, P. R., April 5.—Much satisfac- 
tion is expressed at the news that the 
Puerto Rican bill has passed the United 
States senate. Many are opposed to the 
terms of the bill, but welcome any set- 
tlement that will tend to relieve the 
present distress. 


Knockout May Cause Death. 

Adrian, Mich., April 5.—In a prize 
fight at Jasper Tuesday night between 
Isaac English and Albert Day, colored, 
the latter was knocked out, and has re- 


mained in an unconscious condition 
since. His condition is said to be 
critical. 


Winter's Following Is Small. 

St. John’s, April 5.—Mr. Morine was 
chosen leader of the opposition in the 
colonial legislature yesterday. He has 
1l supporters. Former Premier Winter 
is left with but four. -

PRESIDENT STILL IN CONTROL. 


Everything In Puerto Rico Is Provisional and 
Temporary, Pending Action of Congress. 
Washington, April 5.—Solicitor Gen- 

eral Richards of the department of jus- 
tice has filed a brief in the supreme court 
which fixes the attitude of this govern- 
ment on the question of whether the con- 
stitution extends to the new possessions 
of the United States. The department 
of justice says it does not without act of 
congress. 

The case is that of Ramon Baez, @ 
native born inhabitant of Puerto Rico, 
who applies for leave to file a petition for 
writs of habeas corpus and certiorari to 
secure his release from further im- 
prisonment under a judgment of the 
United States provisional court of Puerto 
Rico sentencing him to two months’ im- 
prisonment for illegal voting at a mu- 
nicipal election held under the military 
order. The prayer is that the writ of 
habeas corpus be directed to Samuel C. 
Bothwell, marshal of the provisional 
court at Humacoa, P. R., commanding 
him to produce Baez before the supreme 
eourt, and that the writ of certiorari 
issue to the provisional court of Puerto 
Rico commanding it to forward to the 
court a transcript of the proceedings in 
this case. 

After reviewing the case the solicitor 
general makes the following argument: 
“Is this military court and its trooper 
marshal within the territorial jurisdic- 
tion of this court? Both are in Puerto 
Rico. While that island has been ceded 
to the United States, congress has as yet 
taken no action toward organizing the 
territory or applying to it the constitu- 
tion and the laws of the United States. 

“The ultimate disposition and govern- 
ment of territory thus acquired rests 
with congress under the power granted 
it to ‘dispose and make all needful rules 
and regulations respecting the territory 
or other property belonging to the United 
States.’ 

“Congress has not yet acted. The 
president is therefore still in control, 
acting through the war department. The 
occupation is a military occupation, The 
So-called courts are the mere agencies 
of the military power. Everything is 
provisional and temporary. The depart- 
ment of justice of the United States is 
not in operation in Puerto Rico. The 
court has no jurisdiction of the case pre- 
sented.” 


Mrs. Hackett Acquitted. 

Dover, N. H., April 5.—In the supreme 
court Wednesday, Mrs. Mary R. Hack- 
ett, charged with being accessory be- 
fore the fact to the breaking and enter- 
ing of the residence of her husband, was 
acquitted. The government charged 
that Mrs. Hackett, who had been di- 
vorced from her husband, hired Almar 
Davis and Henry Burley to break and 
enter her husband's house, for the pur- 
pose of giving him awhipping. Before 
the grand jury had reached her case, 
Mrs. Hackett aud her husband had ef- 
fected a reconciliation and again mar- 
ried. Davis and Burley appeared in 
court Wednesday, retracted their former 
plea of not guilty, and pleaded guilty 
to entering and larceny, but the court 
adjourned without imposing sentence. 


Dr. Dewey Cailed to Brooklyn. 

New York, April 5.—At a meeting of 
the church and society of the Church of 
the Pilgrims, Brooklyn, last night, the 
pulpit supply committee, appointed to 
consider the matter of calling a successor 
to Rev. Dr. Richard S. Storre, unani- 
mously recommended the name of Rey. 
Dr. Harry P. Dewey, pastor of the South 
Congregational church, at Concord, N. 
H. The recommendation was ratified. 


Poor Outlook For Creditors. 

New Haven, April 5.—The record of the 
New Haven Trust company, receiver 
for the Connecticut Indemnity company, 
shows that the receipts for the six 
months have been about $3000, and that 
the expenses have been practically the 
same. The total claims thus far handed 
in will reach $220,000. The indications 
are that there will be almost nothing for 
the creditors. 


A Lack of Efficiency. 

Lynn, Mass., April 5.—A company of 
the militia—I of the Eighth regiment 
of infantry—which has seen service In 
two wars, has been ordered disbanded 
through lack of efficiency. The orders 
were issued from the office of the com- 
mander-in-chief. The company’s offi- 
cers and the men will receive honorable 
discharges. Company I was formed in 
Lynn in 1860. 


To Remove Four Thousand Corpses. 
Clinton, Mass., April 5.—Martin Mur- 
phy has commenced work on his con- 
tract for removing 4000 bodies from the 
old to the new St. John’s cemetery, the 
latter being situated in Lancaster. The 
old cemetery has been in use by. the St. 

John’s Catholic parish for 50 years. 


And More Are Wanted. 

New York, April 5.—According to the 
Washington correspondent of The 
World, the navy department has bought 
the submarine torpedo boat Holland for 
$160,000, and will ask authority from 
congress to obtain from eight to ten 
additional boats of the same type.

BOERS ARE CLOSING IN, 


Evidently Inclined to Carry Out Boast 
of Reeapturing Bloemfontein, 


“Conquered” Parts of Free 
State Not Yet Settled. 


Sortie by Baden-Powell and Plumer Repulsed 
by Boers Near Mafeking. 


London, April 6.—Little news gets 
through from South Africa and no actual 
achievement on either side is reported. 
The correspondents at Bloemfontein, in 
brief dispatches to which the increasedly 
rigorous censorship limits them, concur 
in saying that the Boers, emboldened by 
inactivity and their 
recent successes, seem inclined to take 
the offensive, with the idea of carrying 
out President Kruger’s reported boast 
that he would recapture Bloemfontein. 
Their efforts seem to be directed to cut- 
ting the British communication south, 
and considerable precautions have been 
taken to prevent their doing this. 

General Gatacre is at Springfontein, 
co-operating with General Roberts to 
protect the railroad. The measures taken 
for the protection of Bloemfontein in- 
clude the mounting of four 4.7 inch naval 
guns and four naval 12-pounders on the

kopjes commanding the surrounding 
plains. One correspondent declares that 


the situation is most satisfactory, de- 
spite Saturday's mishap, but there is 
much evidence that the so-called con- 
quered parts of the Orange Free State 
are by no means settled, and that a num- 
ber of burghers who outwardly sub- 
mitted to superior force do not accept the 
new rule willingly. 

There is a leakage of information re- 
garding the British movements, and 
many Dutch sympathizers in Bloemfon- 
tein have been arrested in consequence, 
much to their apparent surprise. 


As usual, whenever there is any check 
in the progress of the British campaign, 
the war office is being severely censured 
for failing to maintain the necessary 
supply of remounts forthe army. It is 
possible Lord Roberts has difficulties 
other than remounts with which to con- 
tend. 

Much anxiety is felt as to the water 
supply, despite the statements cabled 
home that there is no fear of a water 
famine. 

Whatever the reason may be, consid- 
erable dissatisfaction is beginning to be 
expressed here at the unaccountable 
delay, both at Bloemfontein and in Natal, 
which enables the Boers to recover from 
the demoralization caused by Lord Rob- 
erts’ former rapid movements. The 
enemy now evidently hope to retard the 
advance by threatening the railway be- 
hind Lord Roberts. So far as the Natal 
railways are concerned, repairs are be- 
ing made beyond Elandslaagte, and the 
idea, so often repeated, is that an ad- 
vance is imminent. 

Thabanchu is still held by the Boers, 
who also continue to hold the water- 
works. The Boers across the Modder 
river are in some strength. East of 
Bloemfontein the mounted infantry are 
{in touch with them at Bushman’s kop, 
12 miles distant. 

A special dispatch from Lorenzo Mar- 
quez says sharp fighting occurred April 
2 in the neighborhood of Mafeking. The 
garrison made a sortie, while Colonel 
Plumer’s cavalry attacked the Boers at 

Rtamathlabama. Both attacks were re- 
pulsed. Twenty of Colonel Plumer's 
men were found dead on the field, and six 
others were made prisoners. The federal 
losses were small, 


The Bloemfontein correspondent of 
The Times, telegraphing Wednesday, 
gays: The Boers showed in some force 
yesterday, with three guns, towards 
Bushman’'s kop. Detached groups 
skirmished up to our outposts, but this 
morning shows that the enemy desire to 
sweep further round to the right of 
Bloemfontein. Early today artillery 
fire in the south was audible. 

The Times publishes the following 
from Wopener, dated April 4: The 
Boers are sniping our patrols. <A party 
of blindfolded Boers was brought in with 
the following written message: ‘‘Iam 
here with several thousand burghers, 
and, in the cause of humanity and to save 
such a dreadful sacrifice of life as oc- 
curred in the last battle, I demand your 
immediate surrender.” This was signed 
“Panks, general.” The party was sent 
back with the answer “Noreply.” Gen- 
eral Brabant’s force is here, and will give 
gome trouble to any body of Boers likely 
toattack us. 

A dispatch to The Daily Telegraph 
from Ladysmith says that the Boer in- 
vesting positions reveal immense 
strength, ingenious construction and im- 
munity from the British shrapnel and 
lyddite fire. 

A dispatch from Ladysmith to The 
Daily Chronicle gives serious news of 
the outbreak of a deadly lung sickness 
among the oxen, which, if it spreads, is 
likely to cripple General Buller’s opera- 
tions. 

From Lourenzo Marquez comes the re- 
port that Mr. Steyn has been appointed 
commandant of the Free State forces. 

Although Colonel Plumer is reported 
to have gotten within six miles of Mafe- 
king, it is evident that the siege had not 
been raised on April 2. ‘Toward the end 
of this month Colonel Plumer will be 
reinforced by the troops now going by

Dr, Jameson, the leader of the famous 
raid into the Transvaal, has arrived at 
Cape Town. He is very ill. 


QUEEN PASSES AN UicVcNTFUL DAY. 
Newspapers D scuss Political Effect of Queen 
Victoria’s Visit to ireland. 

Dublin, April 6.—Queen Victoria went 
out fora drive in Phoenix park yesterday 
afternoon as quietly as she would have 
done in London. She bowed in return 
to the frequent salutations. Shedidnot 
enter the city streets, and returned to the 
vice regal lodge for dinner. 

The official announcement of the for- 
mation of the Irish guards was not given 
out here and came from London too late 
for the afternoon papers. Neither The 
Freeman's Journal, The Independent nor 
The Irish Times comments upon it this 
but The Express says it is a 
‘eat and kindly compliment to Ire- 
land,” and suggests that the guards 
should be chiefly composed of the rem- 
nants of the Irish regiments which have 
fought so valiantly in South Africa,

to seek to make Irish sentiment a great

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THE GRIME OF SIPIDO 


Deeply Regretted by Meml ers 0° Bel- 
gian Chamber of Representatives, 


Individual Crimes Are Con- 
demred by the Socialists, 


But They Look at ‘Great Collective Crimes’’ In 
South Africa In Another Light. 


Brussels, April 6.—The attempt at the 
assassination of the Prince of Wales is 
the sole tepic of conversation on the 
Streets and in the cafes and theaters 
here. Everywhere regret and deep in- 
dignation are manifested and satisfac- 
tion at the failure of the criminal at- 
tempt is unanimously expressed. 

In the chamber of representatives yes- 
terday President Snoy said he felt sure 
he was but voicing the feeling of the 
Whole Belgian nation in expressing, in 
behalf of the chamber, the indignation 
created in all minds by the attempt made 
on the life of the prince. 

“The youth of the criminal,” he con- 
tinued, “leads me to hope it was only 
the act of a person unconscious of the 
enormity of his offense, but we feel bound 
to express to England and the Prince of 
Wales our most sincere regrets.” 

The minister of fereign affairs, M. De 
Favereau, in behalf of the government, 
associated himself with the regret of 
saron Snoy. “The government,” he 
said, “yesterday forwarded to the Prince 
of Wales and Queen Victoria an ex- 
pression of the indignation to which so 
odious an outrage had given rise.” 

The Socialist leaders announced their 
unanimous approval of the words of the 
previous speakers, adding, however, that 
if Socialists condemned individual 
crimes, they blamed with no less energy 
the “great crimes being committed at 
present in South Africa, and they pro- 
tested against the inaction of Europe, 
which was indifferent to the crimes the 
English perpetrate in South Africa. But, 
at the same time, they deeply felt the 
attempt against the Prince of Wales.” 

“Blood calls for blood,” said M. Van 
Der Velde, the leader of the Socialists. 
But this remark called forth a protest 
from the Rightists, who declared that 
Great Britain had always been the best 
guarantee of Belgium's neutrality. 


M. Lorand, Leftist, while admitting 
Great Britain's services to Belgium, said 
he could not, nevertheless, “forget that 
she had betrayed her traditions in at- 
tacking a free people.” 

The minister of foreign affairs ex 
postulated at the last remark, and said 
the Leftists ought to observe the reserve 
which was the most elementary of the 
rules of courtesy, rendered incumbent 
upon them, to which M. Van Der Velde 
retorted: 

“You failed to blame the red sultan. 
You have, therefore, no right to find 
fault with us. We protest against the 
attempt on the life of the Prince of

“Long live the Boers,"’ whereupon the 
president of the house appealed to the 
patriotism of the chamber not to pro- 
long the discussion, but the Leftists con- 
tinued to inveigh against Great Britain 
“undertaking an unjust and infamous 
war.” 

After further heated interchange of re- 
marks, during which M. Van Der Velde 
repudiated the Rightist insinuation that 
his remarks at Tuesday's Soctalist meet- 
ing in any way instigated the commis- 
sion of outrages, the president of the 
house declared the incident closed. 

The Independence Beige says: “The 
criminal is insane. There is no sign 
either of a plot or vengeance. All our 
sympathies go tv the Prince of Wales, 
the royal family and Great Britain.” 

One of Sipido’s accomplices has been 
arrested. Sipido seems inclined to make 
a confession, and, judging from his latest 
statements, the outrage was the out- 
come of a plot. ‘The names of three of 
his associates are known to the police. 
The person arrested has confessed that 
he sold the revolver toSipido. Hisname 
is Meert. Ife admits that he had acon- 
versation with Sipido on the subject of 
the outrage on the prince, but pretends 
that the words were spoken in jest. The 
police are seeking two other accomplices. 


Convicted of Conspiracy. 

Lansing, Mich., April 6.—In the case of 
Arthur F. Marsh, late inspector general 
of the Michigan national guard, in- 
dicted with others, charged with con- 
spiracy to defraud the state In alleged 
fraudulent military clothing transac- 
tions, the jury yesterday returned a ver- 
dict of quilty.

Ballot. 


The ray of hope that appeared at the 
meeting Wednesday night between the 
committees representing the Granite 
Manufacturers and Cutters, that the 
strike in the granite industry might be 
brought to an end, was dispelled this 


morning, and the situation now is 
farther from settlement, if anything, 


than it was before. 

At the conference held Wednesday 
night the Cutters’ Committee said they 
had not the power to settle upon the 
basis proposed by the Manufacturers, 
and they asked an adjournment, which 
was readly granted. The understanding 


was that the Cutters would hold a 
meeting to settle the question, or 
further instruct its committee, and it 


was planned to hold another conference 
Friday night. This conference owing 
to the action or non-action of the 
Cutters’ Union will not be held. 

A mass meeting of the Cutters was 
held this morning at St. Marys’ hall 
which was very largely attended but 
when an adjournment was made no 
action had been taken. 

At this meeting it was proposed to 
take a secret ballot to see if the Union 
wonld give its committee full powers 
to settle.

A BILL REPORTED. 


For the Rebuilding of the Quincey 
Point Bridge. 


In the Legislature today the Com- 
mittee on Roads and Bridges reported a 
billfor the rebuilding of the bridge 
over the Weymouth Fore river between 
Quincy and Weymouth. It provides 
fora wide draw, and that the work 
shall be done under the direction of the 
Norfolk County Commissioners, the 
cost to be apportioned among the 
cities and towns benefited, by a com- 
nission of three disinterested men ap- 
pointed by the Supreme court.

The Committee Report Great 
Suceess at Conference. 


About 500 Feet of Floor 
Space Added. 


Quiney Depot to be Over 30 
Feet Longer Than Proposed. 


The Committee of the City Council 


and citizens appointed by President 
Bryant met Fourth Vice-President 
Curtis of New Haven at the Terminal 


station in Boston Thursday at 11.30. 
A. M. for the purpose of discussing the 
new plans for the proposed station at 


Quincey. Tbe meeting was arranged 
by Mr. Blackmur of the committee 


who had since Tuesday been in com- 
munication with the railroad officials 
as to the inadequacy of the proposed 
station for that place and the com- 
mittee report as follows: 

All the members of the committee 
were present with the exception of 
Judge Bumpus who was unavoidably 
detained before a committee of the 
legislature. 

As a result of the conference the new 
station is to be increased in length 
over thirty feet the waiting room en- 
larged by about five hundred square 
feet floor space and both the 
men’s and women’s lavatory in- 
creased in size and conveniences. 

Mr. Curtis said that since hearing 
from Mr. Blackmur he had interviewed 
some of the officials of the railroad 
and from what he had learned from 
them and had been stated to him by 
the committee he was satisfied that the 
station the Company was about to build 
in Quiney was too small for the place. 
The matter had been brought to 
attention none too soon however, as the 
contractors’ bids for the erection of a 
station on the present plans were to be 
opened Friday of this week. 


ELEVATED vs. PEOPLE 


Bill in Legislature That Will Ad- 
just Matters Satisfaetorily. 


In all the evidence that has been pre- 
sented before the street railway com- 
mittee of the legislature in oposition to 
the bills which would give the local 
authorities in the cities and towns the 
right to grant connecting street rail- 
way companies the ptivilege of operat- 
ing over the local companies tracks, it 
seems evident that it is not a fight be- 
tween the Boston Elevated street rail- 
way company and Boston and Worcester 
street railway company but between a 
syndicate of New York capitalists who 
dictate the policy of the Boston Ele- 
vated and the people of our common- 
wealth, 

We know that the people of Quincy 
appreciate the advantages to be gained 
by through service, as is demonstrated 
by the service we have had to Brock- 
ton, Nantasket and elsewhere. 

We realize the disadvantage the 
citizens are put to who are obliged to 
use the cars of other street railway 
companies connecting with the Boston 
Elevated street railway company by 
being obliged to change; and we be- 
lieve that the legislators will take the 
part of the people and pass a bill 
which will put the matter in the hands 
of local authorities.

River, New Bedford, Lawrence, 
Lowell, Newburyport, Providence, 


Buffalo and Cleveland can take into 
the centres the cars of connecting lines 
of street railway companies, we can see 
no reason why the Boston Elevated sys- 
tem should not do the same thing, and 
we are at a loss to understand their 
opposition to this bill.

PUERTO RICAN CAUCUS. 


Majority of House Republicans Con- 
cur In Senate Amendments, 


Realized the Necessity For 
Harmonious Action. 


Seven Advocates of Original Bill Decide Not to 
Recede From Their Position. 


Washington, April 6—There was a 
caucus of the house Republicans last 
night on the Puerto Rico bill, to try to 
decide upon a policy. The idea seemed 
to be that a majority of those presen® 
wished to have the house lay aside its 
own civil government bill, and to have 
Mr. Payne report back the tariff bill as 
amcnded py the senate, with a recom- 
Mendation to concur in the senate 
amendments. 

Not one of the seven Republicans who 
opposed the original biil—Messrs. Mc- 
Call (Mass.), Littletield (Me.), Lorimer 
(Ills.), Heatwole (Minn.), Crumpacker 
(Ind.), Lane (la.) and Warner (Ils.)— 
was present At a conference held by 
them, they decided not to recede from 
their former pesition, and consequently 
they considered it useless to attend the 
conterence. 

Mr. Cannon of Illinois, chairman of the 
Republican caucus, presided. Mr. 
Payne of New York, the floor leader of 
the majority, made a short preliminary 
Statement as to the necessity for har- 
monious action. He said that the Re- 
publicans of the ways and means com- 
mittee were agreed that the senate 
amendments to the tariff provision of the 
bill should be concurred in. He pointed 
out that the amendments supported&the 
position of the house for a tariff, and that 
concurrence involved no abandonment 
of the course to which the Republicans 
of the house had committed themselves 
He further stated that the provisions ex- 
cepting breadstuffs from the tariff would 
help to allay some of the popular and un- 
reasonable clamor against the bill and 
commended the 5-cent duty on coffee as 
being in line with the protective policy. 
He moved that the caucus declare in 
favor of concurrence in the amendments 
to the tariff provisions. With regard to 
the civil government scheme embodied 
in the senate amendment, he thought it 
but proper that the members of the in- 
Sular committee who had evolved a bill 
should be heard. 

Mr. Hemenway of Indiana moved con- 
currence in all the senate amendments. 
His motion evoked enthusiasm, and it 
was evident that a large majority of the 
caucus favored a termination of the 
struggle by the shortest route. 

Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio, Mr. Cannon of 
Mlinois and Mr. Ray of New York advo- 
cated concurrence in the entire senate 
bill. As the debate proceeded the lead- 
ers, one after another, urged this course. 
Speaker Henderson concluded with a 
rousing speech, urging concurrence in 
the senate amendments, and when the 
vote was taken on Mr. Hemenway’s mo- 
tion the chorus of ayes was overwhelm- 
ing. Without division it was declared 
cirried and the caucus adiourned. 


The house did not finish the bill to pro- 
vide territorial government for Hawaii. 
When the hour fixed for taking a vote, 
4 o'clock, arrived, less than half the bill 
had been covered and so many amend- 
ments remained that it was agreed to 
continue consideration of the bill under 
the five-minute rule until it was finished. 
Several important amendments were 
agreed to, among them the following: 

To nullify any labor contracts in the 
islands to extend the alien contract labor 
laws to the islands; to prohibit the sale 
of intoxicating liquor in saloons; to limit 
the land holdings of corporations to 1000 
acres, and to substitute for the house 
provision relating to the appointment of 
jucges and other officers of the island the 
Senate provision. The house provision 
lodged the appointing power in the gov- 
ernor, the senate placed it in the presi- 
dent. 


During yesterday's comparatively 
brief session of the senate, Mr. Gallinger 
(N. H.) presented an argument against 
the seating of M. S. Quay as a senator 
from Pennsylvania. He devoted him- 
self almost entirely to the constitutional 
phases of the question. Most of the day 
Was spent in executive session. 

Death of Major Macnamara. 

Boston, April 6.—Major Daniel F. Mac- 
hamara, an employe in the custom 
house and formerly major in the Ninth 
Massachusetts regiment, was stricken 
with apoplexy while at his desk, Thurs- 
day, and died a short time afterward. 
Major Macnamara was 58 years old, a 
native of Boston, and served during the 
Civil war in the Ninth regiment of volun- 
teers. He was a member of many or- 
ganizations. He was author of “The 
History of the Ninth 
Volunteers From June 1, '61-'64.” 


Triple Tragedy at Boston. 

Boston, April 6.—A triple tragedy oc- 
curred in the lodging house conducted 
by Jennie Rubin, at 7 Endicott street. 
The lodging house keeper was attracted 
by the strong smell of gas to.a room 
occupied by three Russians. The door 
was forced, and the three men were 
found unconscious on the floor. <A 
physician was called, but the men were 
dead when he arrived. The gas was 
turned on full force, but was not lighted, 
and the police believe that the men were 
victims of an accident. 


Disastrous Train Wreck In Texas. 

Fort Werth, Tex., April &—A serious 
wreck occurred yesterday on the Fort 
Worth and Denver City railroad, south 
of Magenta. As a result two men are 
known to be dead, and at least six were 
injured. At the time of the accident, 
the train was running at fuli speed, when 
it struck a defect in the track, caused by 
a partial washout. The entire train was 
ditched, the cars being piled in a heap. 
Fire then started in the debris, consum- 
ing the entire mass of wrecked cars.

SUPPORT PLEDGED TO BRYAN. 


Keystone State Democracy Favors Free Trade 


| With Puerto Ric» and Is Against Expansion. 


Harrisburg, April 6.—The 64 delegates 
from Pennsylvania to the national Dem- 
ocratic convention at Kansas City were 
instructed by yesterday's state conven- 
tion to support William J. Bryan for 
president. They are bound by the unit 
Tule and cannot change to any other 
presidential aspirant unless it be so de- 
cided by a majority of the delegation. 
The platform strongly endorses Bryan's 
candidacy; denounces the war policy of 
the McKinley administration and advo- 
cates numerous state reforms. 

The platform declares for free trade 
with Puerto Rico, independence in Cuba 
and home rule for Philippineislands. It 
is against colonial dependencies. It 
favors eternal opposition to trusts, &@ 
vigorous foreign policy, an income tax, 
and the election of United States sena- 
tors by a vote of the people. Bimetal- 
lism is favored as tending to make per- 
manent the prosperity of the country and 
freeing us from the power of the money 
trust. 

Sympathy to the Boers is extended, and 
it is declared “that the war of conquest 
and extermination now being carried on 
by the British empire in its greed for 
gold and power is a menace to civiliza- 
tion. We favor united action on the 
part of ail the republics of the world to 
maintain the independent existence of 
the two republics in South Africa.” 

Trusts are denounced and legislation 
to curb their power is favored. Munici- 
pal ownership of public franchises is de- 
manded. 

The appointment of M. 8. Quay as 
United States senator by Governer Stone 
is denounced in strong terms, as well as 
the refusal of the governor to convene 
the legislature to elect a senator. The 
platform concludes with a tribute to 
William J. Bryan, inviting him to be- 
come a candidate for president and 
pledging the support of the Pennsylvania 
Democracy. 

Labor Law Declared Unconstitutional. 

Toledo, April 6.—Judge Pangsley, in 
common pleas court, has declared un- 
constitutional that provision in the Ohio 
Statutes which prohibits an employer 
from discharging a workman because 
the employe is a member of a labor 
union. The court held that the statute 
is Class legislation; that it does not ape 
ply to all workmen, but only to union 
men, He added that under the statute 
non-union men could be discharged with 
impunity whenever the employers saw 
fit. The case will be appealed to the state 
supreme court. 

Olga Nethersole Acquitted. 

New York, April 6—A jury in the 
criminal branch of the supreme court 
yesterday officially declared “Sapho” a 
proper play and acquitted Miss Olga 
Nethersole and her associates, Mesers. 
Revelle, Mayer and Moss, of the offense 
charged in the indictment under which 
they had been tried, that of maintaining 
a public nuisance. The jury occupied 
12 minutes In arriving at this verdict. 
Miss Nethersole seemed much affected 
when the verdict was announced, Justice 
Fursman’s* charge clearly favored the 
defendants. 


Dewey Won't Get Vermont Delegates. 

New York, April 6.—The Press says: 
Bradley B. Smalley, Democratic national 
committeeman from Vermont, who was 
in the city last night, said that the dele- 
gates from Vermont will be for William 
J. Bryan. Said he: “It has long been 
apparent to me that the nominees this 
year will be William McKinley and Will- 
iam J. Bryan. The Vermont convention 
will be held in June, at Montpelier, and 
the delegation will be instructed to vote 
for Mr. Bryan, regardless of the candi- 
dacy of Admiral Dewey.” 

Democrats Passive For the Present. 

Frankfort, Ky., April 6.—Representa- 
tives of the Beckham administration 
deny the rumors that force will be used 
to dislodge the Republicans from pos- 
session of the state house as soon as the 
court of appeals renders a decision in the 
contest cases. They say no movement 
will be made till after the United States 
Supreme court has acted. Governor Tay- 
lor returned here yesterday. He was 
escorted to his office by a squad of 
militiamen. 


Not Easily Discouraged. 

Kansas City, April 6.—At a mass meet- 
ng of business men held last night a 
resolution was adopted declaring that 
“it is the sense of this meeting that a 
new convention hal! be built and com- 
pleted for the use of the Democratic con- 
vention on July 4." The board of direc- 
tors now has an available fund for re- 
building the hall, which aggregates $224,- 
600. 


Goebel Said to Have Been Warned. 
Frankfort, Ky., April 6—The grand 
jury heard several witnesses in connec- 
tion with the Goebel assassination yes- 
terday. Miss Sallie Jackson is said to 
have testified that she heard a conversa- 
tion between a prominent state officer 
and his wife, and that she went to Goebel 
and warned him. 
Not Dickering For the Galapagos. 
Guayaquil, April 6.—The government 
of Ecuador authorizes an official denial 
of the report that negotiations are in 
progress for the sale to the United States 
of the Galapagos islands. 


NEWS IN BRIEF. 


Consul General Mosley, at Singapore, 
writes to the state department that the 
climate, soil and moisture in the south- 
ern states, he believes, will admit of the 
cultivation of the rubber tree and the 
production of profitable india rubber 
crops,

HARD TIMES IN PUERTO RICO. 
People In Country Districis on Verge of Star- : 
vation, and Want Food and Work. in two mi 

San Juan, P. R., April 6.—Delegations 
representing the country poor arrive al- 
most daily et the palace. They tell the 
usual story of starvation and want, and 
they ask for food and work. Two im- 
portant delegations have appeared this 
week, the latest being from Agnas 
Buenos, consisting of 100 men and °50 
women in procession, headed by two 10- 
year-old girls carrying black flags to 
signify that they were mourning for 
existing conditions. 

Although the situation is certainly 
very bad, it is the opinion of many in au- 
thority that, in some instances, the ap- 
plicants for relief are really directed by 
political bosses, who hope to secure road 
work. For instance, 5000 rations have 
already been issued weekly at Aguas 
Buenos for the last three months. Fur- 
ther material relief will follow from the 
recent granting of road making con- 
tracts, involving an outlay of $600,000, al- 
though the author'ties have not yet an- 
nounced how they propose to distribute 
the appropriation. 

The pier strikers are quiet, no further 
demonstrations having been made. The 
property, however, is still guarded by 
the troops. All the native labor from 
St. Thomas has been dismissed and 
American labor only will be employed.

N. Bliss, charged with counterfeiting, 
ended’ Thursday evening, with a verdict 
of guilty Bliss was indicted jointly 
with George E. Litchfield, a printer, and 
William Davis, who operated a counter- 
feiting plant at Winthrop. Spurious 
Dominion of Canada bills were manufac- 
tured there, and circulated in Canada by 
confederates. Davis acknowledged his 
guilt some time ago, and was sent to 
state prison foralongterm. Litchfield 
Was convicted some days ago. He as- 
sisted Davis in printing the counterfeit 
notes. Bliss, who is a photographer, 
mnade the negatives for the plates. 
Litchfield and Bliss will be sentenced 
later. 

Boy Convicted of Manslaughter. 

Bridgeport, Conn., April 6.—Peter 
Graham, 16 years old, was found guilty 
of manslaughter, Thursday, and he will 
receive his sentence next Tuesday. The 
crime was committed May 3v last. On 
the day following, the body of Louis 
StahIman, a Hebrew peddler, was found 
in his wagon ona lonely lane. The boy 
early adinitted that he shot the man, but 
claimed that it was in self- defense. He 
said that Stahlman went into their home 
and tried to take some things away, but 
when discovered was about to attack 
him (Graham) with an iron bar, when 
he used the gun with fatal effect. 


Turks Get a ‘‘Call Down.’’ 

Washington, April 6—Secretary Hay 
has addressed a vigorous protest to the 
Turkish government against the pro- 
posed application of an edict excluding 
American pork from Turkey. The note 
enters emphatic denial of the pretense 
of unwholesomeness set up against our 
pork as a basis for the exclusion, and 
pointedly makes it necessary for the 
Turkish government to support its con- 
tention by adequate evidence before it 
can enforce the edict without serious re- 
sults.

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Did you ever hear the story of the 
“Girl of Wild Horse Run?’ The chances 
are that you never did unless you have 
lived in the mountains of lower New 
Mexico, and there are few even there

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RAPID SKI RUNNING. 


A RACE WHICH SURPRISED A PARTY 
OF INDIANS. 


Down Hill These Norwegian Skates 
Will Carry One With a Speed That 
Outstrips the Birds In Flight—How 
They Are Made and Used. 

It is a very difficult task to explain 
to one who has never seen ski or ski 
running what it really means. Ski are 
really very simple instruments. They 
consist of two long, narrow strips of 
wood, pointed and curved upward in 
front. In Norway the ski are general 
ly about seven or eight feet in length} 
and from three to four inches in} 
breadth. At the center, under the foot 
they will be about an inch thick, or a 
little more, beveling off to about 9 
quarter of an inch at either end. The 
under surface is flat, often with a 
groove along the middle, and is made 
as smooth as possible. They are fas 
tened to the feet by a loop for the toe 
fixed near the center of the ski, and a} 
band which passes from this roun¢} 
behind the heel of the shoe and whick 
can be tied very tight. 

I remember an incident which hap 
pened to an acquaintance of mine ir 
America many years ago. He was al 
engineer and was surveying for a rail 
way far west in the prairies. The 
winter had set in and deep snow hac 
covered the fields. Being a skillful sk 
runner, he made himself a pair of ski 
The same day he had been out trying 
these for the first time a group of In- 
diaus came upon a track, consisting of 
two parallel grooves or furrows in the 
snow, and, having never seen a similar 
track before, they followed it up te 
make out what kind of an animal it! 
might originate from. They followed 
the track straight to the door of the 
Norwegian'’s cottage, where they saw 
two strips of wood leaning against the 
wall. They measured the track and} 
they measured these wooden things,} 
and they found that they were of ex: | 
actly the same breadth. |

Aud now followed a very close inves: 
tigation of these marvelous creatures, 
which were carefully measured on al! 
sides. When the Norwegian emerged 
from his cottage, the natives dart- 
ed away from the ski and looked at) 
something else, pretending not even 
to have noticed them. The Norwegian 
showed them, however, the ski and! 
how they were used. They wished now) 
to try them; but, using them as tb 
were accustomed to their snow-} 
shoes, they made slow progress and 
found them poor and slippery. 

The Norwegian then put them 
and proposed to race with the Indians, 
and they were quite willing. But the 
surprise of these swift Indians on their 
light snowshoes was great when they 
discovered that they were only able to} 
keep pace with him for a few hundred 
yards and then rapidly dropped behind, 
even though they were racing over 
their well known prairies. Afterwarc 
the Norwegian helped them to make 
ski, and some of the Indians learned te 
use them tolerably well, although men 
who are not trained to use ski fron 
early boyhood very seldom become 
skillful ski runners. 

The motion employed in ski-ing has 
no resemblance to that employed .u 
skating. While they are moved th 
ski are always kept strictly parallel | 
and as close together as possible and 
should not be lifted from the ground, 
like Canadian snowshoes. On _ flat} 
ground they should constantly be kept 
gliding over the surface of the snow) 
while being driven forward by alter- 
nate strokes from the hips and thighs, | 
and the body is thrown forward in} 
each stride.

The ski now slide 
readily, and the steeper the slope the 
greater the speed, the one thing neces- 
sary being to maintain the balance and 
to steer clear of all difficulties such 
as trees and precipices. The ski run- 
ner can go everywhere, over hill and 
valley, and nothing stops him so long 
as there is suflicient snow to move 
over. | 
A great art in ski running is the| 
jumping upon ski. It is generally done 
down steep hillsides which in the! 
middle have some natural break in the 
ground or where a bank of snow is 
built. Sliding with a great pace from 
the top of the hill on to this bank, the 
jumper, owing to the sudden break in 
the ground, is thrown far into the air, 
and after a longer or shorter journey 
through space he alights on the slope 
below and coutinues his headlong 
course at an even greater speed than 
before. As a rule, he will even very| 
much increase the length of his leap 
by taking a spring just as he leaves! 
the projecting bank. The length of 
such jumps is very generally 70 or Sv 
feet, and in the later years jumps ex- 
ceeding 100 feet are recorded. — Dr. 
Fridtjof Nansen in Land and Water.

came into vogue must remain forever

less than three absolutely authentic sto- 
ries of its origin current today. Of these 
the religious story will quite probably be 
the one more generally believed and rec- 
ognized. 

The Roman Catholic church and the 
Episcopal church declare that in the ear- 
ly days of the Roman Catholic church it 
was a custom for those who were strong 
and healthy to send a little cake marked 
with the sign of the cross on Good Fri- 
day to those of their friends and relatives 
who had been unabée by illness to attend 
divine service and witness the raising of 
the host. 

In the seventeenth and eighteenth cen- 
turies these little cakes were regarded 
with both reverence and awe. It was sup- 
posed that they would never grow moldy. 
In households where there were children 
they never did. 

Bryant, the historian, says that the hot 
cross buns originated with the Romans. 


The word bun, he insists, is derived from | 


the name of the sacred cake which the 
Romans offered every seventh day. The 
story of Cecrops, another legend of mag- 
nanimity, runs like this: 

There was a time in Cecrops’ career 
when he thought it would be to the ad- 
vancement of his general career to curry 
favor with Jupiter for a bit and just see 
if he couldn’t get some nice, fat little ap- 
pointment out of him. Jupiter was rather 
under the weather just then. It was the 
springtime, and Jupiter had fallen a vic- 
tim to that tired feeling peculiar to the 
season. 

When Cecrops heard of this, he hurried 


| down to the kitchen of the palace, seized 


a snucepan and the head cook’s apron 
and proceeded to make a cake. He decid- 
ed mentally that it was to be a cake 
which should stand without a rival in the 
world’s annals of culinary art, When it 
was finished, Cecrops laid it on a golden 
platter and carried it to Jupiter himself. 


| The cake was not much to look at. 


The powers of that cake as set forth by 
Cecrops in his presentation speech to Ju- 
piter were marvelous in the extreme. Ce- 
crops had made out a catalogue of the ills 
and accidents which that cake could pre- 
vent. Only four of these powers of this 
original hot cross bun have come down 
the ages. They are these: This cake 
would never grow moldy, it would ward 
away witches, was a sure cure for stom- 
ach ache and would protect the house 
from fize—New York Sun.

REVERSE AND VICTORY. 


Boers Capture Five Companies of | 


Troops, After Severe Fighting, 


Methuen Reports Capture of 
Party of Boers at Boshof. 


General Mareuil, Chief of Staff of Boer Army, 
Is Among the Slain. 


Wondon, «April 7.—Roberts reports that 
Rhe Boers have captured five companies 
ef British troops at Bethany. This 
Place is on the railroad half way between 
Bloemfontein and Springfontein, and its 
possession cannot but mean that Rob- 
erts’ railroad communications are in im- 
minent danger of being cut by the Boers. 
As the captured British soldiers were in 
@ position to defend themselves for 
mearly 21 hgurs, and were then forced 
Ro surrender, the fighting must have been 
mevere. 

The Roland for this Oliver comes from 
Metbuen, who reports through his com- 
mander-in-chief that he has surrounded 
and captured, near Boshof, a party of 
Boers, led by General Count Georges de 
‘Villebois Mareuil. None escaped, Ville- 
ols Mareuil being killed. 

The following is the text of Lord 
Roberts’ dispatch to the war office: 

“Bloemfontein, Thursday, April 5.— 
Another unfortunate occurrence has oc- 
curred, resulting, I fear, in the capture 
of a party of infantry consisting of three 
companies of the Royal Irish fusiliers 
and two companies of the Ninth regi- 
zment of mounted infantry, near Redders- 
burg, a little eastward of Bethany rail- 
way station, within a few miles of this 
place. They were surrounded by a 
stronger force of the enemy with four or 
five guns, 

“The detachment held out from before 
noon, April 3, until 9 a. m., April 4, and 
then apparently surrendered, for it is 
reported that the firing ceased at that 
time. Immediately after I heard the 
news, during the afternoon of April 3 
I ordered Gatacre to proceed from 
Springfontein, his present headquarters, 
to Reddersburg, with all possible speed, 
and I dispatched the Cameron High- 
landers hence to Pethany. He arrived 
at Reddersburg at 10:30 yeste 
ing without opposition, but could get no 
news of the missing detachment. There 
can be no doubt the whole party has 
been made prisoners, 

“Methuen telegraphs from Boshof (in 
the Orange Free state, northeast of Kim- 
berley), as follows: Surrounded General 
Villebois Mareuil and a body of Boers 
today. None escaped. Villebois and 
seven Boers were killed, eight wounded 
and 50 prisoners. Our were: 
Killed, Captains Boyle and Williams, 
both of the yeomanry, and two men o7 
the yeomanry. Wounded, about seven 
men. The lasted four hours. 
The corps behaved very well. Our force 
was composed of the yeomanry, the Kim- 
berley mounted corps and the Fourth 
Battery of artillery.”

Governor Taylor gave out the following 
statement last night: 

“Once and for all, I desire to say 
neither directly nor indirectly had I any 
connection with the assassination of 
Senator Goebel. I am a citizen of this 
state, amenable to itslaws. Iam nota 
criminal; neither shall I ever be a fugi- 
tive from justice. Whenever indicted, 
i? such an outrage should be committed, 
I shall appear for trial, conscious of my 
innocence and of the ultimate triumph 
of right and justice. 

“The whole purpose of this persecu- 
tion has been and is to deprive me from 
my post of duty and to punish me for 
holding the office to which I have fairly 
been elected. Such surrenderI have not 
made, norsvill I make it unless the high- 
est courts of this land should adjudge 
that I should do so.”

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OUR PRODUCTS AHEAD. 


Imported American Goods Pre- 
ferred In British Colonies. 


THEY FETCH HIGHER PRIOES. 


Liverpool Chamber of Commerce 
Warned—American Firms Are More 
Accommodating Than English. 
Their Manufactures Are More At- 
tractive and Suitable—A Thorough 


Investigation Proposed. 


The Liverpool chamber of commerce 
has received from a well known Eng- 
lish business man the following letter, 
calling attention to the fact that Amer- 
ican manufactures are being accepted 
by English purchasers in preference to 
those of home production, reports 
James Boyle, United States consul at 
Liverpool: 

“I desire to submit for your consid- 
eration a summary of the observations 
which I have made during my close 
association with colonials for a period 
of seven years spent in Africa, Aus- 
tralia and Canada and during a brief 
visit to the States. I have found that 
American and German manufacturers 
are gradually ousting us from all these 


markets, This truth, irrefutable from 
statistics, is scarcely appreciated at a 
time of worldwide prosperity, but it 


will make itself unpleasantly obvious 
when the inevitable reaction sets in. 
I find that throughout the countries | 
have named there is a universal com- 


plaint: ‘You English will not make 
your goods to suit our markets. You 


send your samples and tell us to take 
them or leave them—you don’t care 
which.’ If we ask you to alter things, 
you either refuse to do it or else you 
demand prohibitive prices. Germans 
and Americans, on the other hand, care 
for and ascertain our requirements and 
then supply our needs at reasonable 
prices. Furthermore, we are in closer 
touch with the actual producers of 
American and German goods. English 
goods go through too many hands.’ 

“In every I have made much 
eareful inquiry and comparisons, and I 
find that the German and American 
goods actually fetch better prices than 
English goods supplied for similar pur- 
poses. The reason is that the former 
are generally either betteror more taste- 
fully finished and are often more ap- 
propriate for the purposes for which 
they are made. I find that even near 
home similar conditions obtain. Only 
last week I went into a commercial 
sample room in Stoke-on-Trent and 
saw a display of American and Ger- 
man ‘Birmingham’ ware. The travel- 
er answered my inquiries in words al- 
most identical with the above. Fur- 
ther, gentlemen, I would impress upon 
you that the relative influence of the 
foreign element in our markets ha’ 
most perceptibly increased with each 


case 


year during the last seven years; but, 
be it noted, we are not undersold, but 


only outclassed. Irom a careful study 
of the position I am contident that 
nothing but prompt measures will pre- 
vent irreparable damage. And, on the 
other hand, I am equally confident that 
by judicious and immediate action not 
only may the insidious progress of our 
competitors be staid, but the lost 
ground may be regained. That this is 
feasible needs no proof if my hypothe- 
sis be accepted. What is chiefly need- 
ful is a wise, intimate acquaintance 
with the needs of our customers and 
an absolute knowledge of the tactics of 
our competitors, 

“The present is a fitting moment to 
make thorough investigation of the 
condition of our trade, and I venture 
to submit for your consideration a 
method of inquiry. Let suitable per- 
sons be appointed to travel throughout 
not only the empire, but the world. 
Equip the men so chosen with ample 
discretionary powers and with funds 
with which to purchase samples of ev- 
ery class of goods of foreign manufac- 
ture. Let them trace each article to 
its source and make a concise report 
under the following heads: (1) Retail 
price; (2) wholesale price at distribut- 
ing center; (3) wholesale price at place 
of manufacture; (4) import duty; (5) 
cost of shipments and expenses of 
transit; (6) number of intermediaries 
or middlemen; (7) suggestions as to 
suitability or otherwise for the purpose 
intended and general remarks. 

“Let them also purchase similar ar- 
ticles of English manufactare and re- 
port likewise. The two saniples should 
then be sent for exhibition to the cen- 
ter of the industries affected. A shrewd 
nan, too, might make most valuable 
suggestions as to future trade and lo- 
eal requirements. One of the many 
causes operating to our disadvantage 
is that English merchants frequently 
overlook the immense distances from 
railway communication of many of our 


colonial markets—so great are they 
that often the freight exceeds the 
value of the article. Germans and 


Americans study this and make their 
goods lighter, but equally suitable, and 
consequently more salable.”

CIVILIANS MUST MOVE, 


Roberts Evidently Considers Bloem- 
fontein an Unsafe Place For Them, 


News Is Not of a Nature to 
Encourage England. 


Boers In Free State and Natal Show Activity 
Over the Entire Field. 


London, April 9—The Bloemfontein 
eorrespondent of The Morning Post says: 
No anxiety (need be felt as'to the security 
of Bloemfontein, although the enemy 
may succeed in destroying telegraphic 
communication and even in cutting the 
railway for a brief period. A numberof 
civilians, including Lady Beneinck and 
Lady Edward Cecil, who arrived here 
recently from Cape Town, have left, in 
compliance with a general order issued 
by the authorities. 

The Cape Town correspondent of The 
Daily Nws says: Owing to a lack of 
horses and to the sufferings of the men 
from pneumonia, due to thin clothing, 
Lord Roberts has decided not to make a 
big movement until the troops are pro- 
vided with thicker uniforms. 

When it is borne in mind that all the 
dispatches from the front are severely 
censored, there is little in today’s news 
to bring satisfaction to England. dAs- 
surances that nothing need be feared, 
even if the railways and telegraphs are 
cut and Bloemfontein isolated, together 
with the news that the women and other 
civilians are being ordered away, do not 
augur well. 

There are rumors from Cape Town that 
the telegraph wires were already cut yes- 
terday, and also that the Hussars who 
Were sent to the relief of the Royal Irish 
rifles are also missing, although these 
may be the outcome of Boer éxaggera- 
tions designed to encourage the burghers. 

The attempt of General Colville to 
eatch the Boer leaders In conference at 
Reitfontein failed probably, as usual, be- 
cause of the lack of cavalry. 

The results of these serious checks to 
the British arms is that the whole Free 
State is up again, and that the Boers are 
full of activity over the entire field. 

A belated Boer dispatch that 
bayonets were being made for the foreign 
legion under the late General Mareuil. 

The Boers are boasting that the Coles- 
burg and Siormberg commandoes, num- 
bering 6000, with 10 cannon and many 
wagons, have gotten safely through, thus 
performing a “magnificent strategic 
feat.” 

A Boer account of the Bloemfontein 
waterworks = _ affair says: “Colonel 
3roadhead evacuated Thaba N’Chu ow- 
ing to the advance of Commandant Oli- 
vier from the south. The federal troops 
found the British camp in peaceful slume- 
ber, without a sentinel or an outpost to 
give the alarm. General De Wet im- 
mediately placed guns and the com- 
mandoes in such positions as to surround 
the British, who did not have time to re- 
cover from their surprise.” 

The Cape Town correspondent of The 
Times, discussing the affair, says: All 
the details only serve to bring out clearly 
the marvelous cleverness of the Boers, 
no less than the marvelous carelessness 
and improvidence of the British officers, 
whom, it would seem, no series of dis- 
asters will ever teach to keep wide 
awake. The Boers in Colonel Broad- 
wood’s rear drove his force into the 
party at the drift exactly as partridges 
are driven to agun. At the drift itself, 
as each wagon descended the hollow, it 
was shown which way to drive, so as not 
to block the convey. When the gunsar- 
rived the trap was all clear again for 
their reception. As one who was present 
said, “It was like a cloakroom.” The 
Boers politely took your rifle and asked 
you kindly to step to one side. There 
was nothing else for you to do. 

The American scout, Burnham, testlI- 
fies to the terrific pace withr which the 
Boer commandoes cover the ground and 
the ease with which they move their 
guns, 

The Boers are displaying increased 
activity in Natal, but there is no sign 
that General Buller Is moving. 

Mafeking was still besieged on April1. 
The garrison was suffering severely from 
lack of bread, and a mixture of oats, bran 
and mealies was doing duty for the ar- 
ticle, which is described as “coarse in 
substance, of the color of gingerbread, 
and of the consistency of Norwegian 
*pine.”

ACTIVITY OF INSURGENTS 


Causing Considerable Trouble For Americans 
In Many Portions of the Philippines. 

Manila, April 9.—Reports of encounters 
between the American troops and the in- 
Surgents continue to arrive from many 
points. On Friday Captain Sturgis, 
while reconnoitering, struck an insur- 
gent outpost on the Novaliches road, five 
miles distant from Manila, killing two 
and capturing 10 men. All were in full 
uniform. Captain Sturgis’ force was not 
large enough to pursue the main body. 

A detarhment of the Forty-second in- 
fantry, while scouting in Laguna prov- 
ince, was pursued by the insurgents and 
cbliged to take refuge in a church at 
Paeto, where the Americans repelled the 
rebels until reinforcements arrived. 

Lieutenant Gordon, with a company of 
the Sixteenth infantry, while scouting 
near Aparri, Cagayan province, engaged 
250 insurgents. Lieutenant Gordon was 
wounded. A sergeant.and a corpora! of 
company 1, Eighteenth infantry, were 
killed in a severe fight in Capiz province, 
island of Panay. 

The insurgents made a night attack 
upon Calbayon, island of Samar. They 
killed the sentry, swarmed into the town 
and searched the house of Major Gil- 
more of the Forty-third infantry, who 
was absent. They killed hiscook. Ulti- 
mately the Americans drove them out of 
the town, killing four and capturing 12. 

Generai Young, comm2nding in north 
Luzon, has made several requests for 
reinforcements, representing that his 
force is inadequate. He says that the 
men are exhausted by the necessity of 
constant vigilance; that he is unable to 
garrison the towns in his jurisdiction; 
that the insurgents are returning to the 
district and killing the amigos, and that 
it is necessary for him to inflict punish- 
ment in several sections before the rainy 
season begins. 

General James Bell, who is in com- 
mand in southern Luzon, has made simi- 
lar representations. He says his forces 
are inadequate, and that he merely holds 
a few towns, without controlling the 
territory. 

The president of the town of Samal, 
province of Bataar, Luzon, and other 
prominent natives have been assassin- 
ated because they were known to be 
friendly to the Americans. 

The president of another town has 
joined the insurgents because they had 
threatened to kill him if he did not. 

Passengers Narrowly Escaped Death. 

North Sydney, C. B., April 9.—An ac- 
cident occurred on the Newfoundland 
railway at 3 o'clock Saturday morning. 
A passenger train had just got over a 
bridge at Bear Pond, when it was struck 
by a heavy gale, and the cars lifted from 
the rails and rolled down an embank- 
ment. Inthe car next to the engine were 
C0 men. The cars took fire, and the 
occupants had barely time to escape. 
So fiercely did the care burn that the 
men had not time to procure all their 
clothes. A Pullman car also took fire, 
and three women and several men had 
narrow escapes from being burned to 
death. There was no loss of life, but 
everyone on board sustained cuts and 
bruises. All the cars were destroyed. 

Victims of ‘Jamaica Ginger.”’ 

East Machias, Me., April 9.—The cor- 
oner’s jury which investigated the cause 
of the sudden death of Clinton and 
Horace Gardner, which occurred on 
March 19, rendered a verdict that the 
deaths were caused by over indulgence 
in so-called Jamaica ginger, manufac- 
tured and marketed under a special 
brand. This fluid was shown by analysis 
to consist of a large percent of capsicum, 
It is said that there is but one record of 
its equal, where the membrane of the 
Stomach, as shown by the examination, 
had been totally destroyed by an over- 
dose of the drug. 


Crowds Honor Queen Victoria. 

Dublin, Apri 9.—Queen Victoria at- 
tended service in the private chapel of 
the Vice Regal lodge yesterday. The 
archbishop of Dublin preached. Onlya 
portion of the household were present. 
The queen took a country drive in the af- 
ternoon Everywhere she met with 
an euthusiastic reception. The rain, to 
some extent, marred the beauty of the 
drive. It is computed that quite 52,000 
children were present at the children’s 
reception Saturday. 

Assassin Run Down by 8'oodhounds. 

Fort Wayne, Ind., April 9.—Ves Steele 
was shot and killed near Auburn by 
William Davis. The latter had been at- 
tentive to Steele's wife and Steele had 
threatened to make trouble. Saturday 
night Steele went to call ona neighbor, 
and as he was entering the door he was 
shot through the heart. Bloodhounds 
were put on the trail and brought up at 
the door of Davis’ house, some miles 
away. Davis was arrested and confessed 
the murder. 


Ended Troubles by Suicide. 

Boston, April 9.—A sequel to an al- 
leged elopement was the suicide Sunday 
of Miss Mary Gillon, a beautiful young 
woman of Wilmington, Del., due, the 
police say, to the refusal of Thomas 
Dugan, with whom she left home, to have 
the marriage ceremony performed and 
to his abusive treatment of her. The 
young woman took a dose of carbolic 
acid and died after two hours of intense 
suffering. 


indianapolis Strike Settied. 
Indianapolis, April 9.—At a mass meet- 
ing of 600 union carpenters of this city, an 
greement was reached with the con- 
tractors by which the strike, which has 
prevailed for a week, was abandoned. 
The agreed scale includes 30 cents an 
hour, or 5 cents less than demanded, and 


| the absolute recognition of union labor. 


Quaker Evangelist Dead. 

Pawtucket, R, L, April §9—John W. 
Dean of Washington, the Quaker evan- 
gelist, who came here to cohduct a se- 
ries of meetings, died Sunday from pneu- 
monia, following an attack of grip. He 
was born in Hamburg, N. Y., in 1830, and 
has been engaged in evangelistic work 
since 1875.

TEXAS VALLEY FLOOD, |The Best $3,00 Hat on earth. 


Raging Torrents Cause a Heavy None Better Made. 


Loss of Life and Property, 


Light and Water System of 
Austin Swept Away. 


Hundreds of Heads of Cattle Drowned and 
Railroads Seriously Crippled. 


Austin, April 9.—Last Wednesday 
night it began to rain very herd at this 
place, the storm extending north of here 
along the watersheds of the Colorado 
river. The precipitation continued until 
Saturday morning, the downfall aggre- 
gating six inches. All this vast quan- 
tity of water glong the watersheds of the 
Colorado river rapidly swelled the cur- 
rent until the river, which had been 
steadily rising, was a raging torrent, 
having risen 40 feet within 10 hours. 

This city was in pitch darkness last 
night, with the river roaring and sung- 
ing through all the lower portions of the 
town, baving spread death and destruc- 
tion in its wake. In addition to the vast 
loss to property interests it is calculated 
that between 30 and 40 lives have been 
sacrificed, and the reports coming in 
from tha tributary country do not tend 
to impruve matters. 

A raging river, already swollen far 
beyond hs capacity, bore too heavily 
upon an immense dam spanning the river 
here, breaking it and letting loose a 
reservoir of water 30 miles long, half a 
mile wide and 60 feet deep to aid in 
carrying destruction down the valleys 
of the Colorado river. 

The great dam in the Colorado river 
gave way from the enormous pressure 
of water and debris and with a roar and 
crash swept the valleys below the city, 
wrecking the immense light and power 
plant and drowning eight workmen. 

The breaking of the dam caused wild 
excitement in the city. The telegraph 
companies at once wired to places below 
here to look out for the great wave, and 
runners were dispatched on horses to 
notify those living In the valleys below 
the city. The telegraphic messages 
served as a timely warning to many, but 
the rushing waters outstripped the 
horsemen and many houses were picked 
up and swept away before the occupants 
could get together their valuables. 

Within a short time all the valleys to 
the south and west of Austin were filled 
to overflowing with water, and the south- 
ern part of the city tributary to the river 
was inundated. Large crowds collected 
on the river banks and several persons 
Were swept into the river when the dam 
broke, but all were saved by boatmen. 

It is estimated that more than 100 
houses have been destroyed, and the loss 
to property will be great. 

A south-bound train from St. Louls on 
the International and Great Northern 
was wrecked at McNeil asa result ofa 
washout. The engine and cars plunged 
into a culvert, demolishing the engine, 
the mail, baggage car, two day coaches 
and one sleeper. The cars left the track 
and rolled over on their sides in four feet 
of water but no lives were lost, nor were 
any of the passengers badly hurt. 

Fully 30,000 people gathered yesterday 
at the dam and power house stationed 
rorth of this city to witness the ruins of 
the plant, which cost this city $1,7§ 0 
a few years ago. The waters of the 
Colorado river were still plunging and 
foaming around the wreck, eating away 
the big pile of granite which once formed 
the dam as though it was nothing more 
than chalk rock. So flerce was the cur- 
rent that great boulders were carried 
half a mile from the dam, being rolled 
over and over by the turbulent tide, 

The power house, which succumbed to 
the terrific wash of the water at 2 o'clock 
Sunday morning, lies a mass of wreckage 
on the edge of the river. The wreck of 
the plant is complete. 

The situation in the city is most seri- 
ous. The wreckage of the plant means 
that it will take several weeks to secure 
even a temporary water and light system 
if it can be made possible eventhen. In 
the meantime the city will be in a bad 
sanitary condition. All the hotels, pri- 
vate residencés, stores and the like are 
without water, and there is no fire pro- 
tection. Churches were unable to hold 
services last night for want of light, and 
all public meetings were abandoned. 
The daily newspapers are handicapped 
in their publication, being deprived of 
their electric power. 

The river is now falling. 

Reports from the neighboring country 
are to the effect that everything is under 
water. In Williamson county, north of 
here, railroad bridges and trackage have 
been laid waste and all trains have 
stopped running. Hundreds of head of 
cattle have been drowned and miles of 
fencing torn down and washed away. 

A mass meeting of citizens has been 
called in order that some steps may be 
taken to relieve the situation. 


Mrs. Dewey Said to Have Changed Faith. 

*" Washington, April 9.—A report was In 
circulation here last night that Mrs. 
Dewey had left the Catholic church and 
had become an Episcopalian, but no 
verification of the rumor could be ob- 
tained. Father Mackin, who married 
the admiral and his wife, and who is 
rector of her church, refused to talk con- 
cerning the report.

Put on More Stamps.

An unusually large number of letters 
are sent from Quincy to foreign 
countries, and mere care should be ex- 
ercised, Postal authorities tell us 
that a very large proportion of the mail 
matter sent to foreign countries is 
deficient as to postage. The receivers 
of such letters are compelled to pay 
double the ordinary rate, and it has 
been found that, after receiving a 
quantity of such short paid matter, the 
addressees frequently issue orders that 
all short paid America letters shall not 
be delivered to them. 

Travelers are often annoyed by having 
their letters, which are ordered sent to 
some boarding house or other place to 
await their arrival, refused, by reason 
of the double postage which must be 
paid on them. 

Another cause of delay and loss of 
letters is the use by Americans of 
forms of written characters unfamfliar 
to French, German and other postal 
employes. All envelopes should be 
addressed either with a typewriter or 
by the pen in imitation of printed 
letters. Attention is called to the fact 
that the letter rate is five cents for 
one-half ounce on foreign mail. A 
large nomber of letters are found to 
bear only a two-cent stamp.

PLEA FOR THE BOERS. 


Webster Davis Says They Should 
Have Sympathy of All Americans, 


Are Fighuing to Throw Off 
Yoke of Oppression. 


Duty of the World’s Greatest Republic to Assist 
the Smallest Ones. 


Washington, April 9.—Webster Davis, | 


ex-assistant secretary of the interior, de- 


livered an address here last night on the} 


war in South Africa. Every available 
bit of standing room in the opera house 
was filled with auditors, who paid close 
attention to every word uttered by the 
speaker. 

Mr. Davis was introduced by P. T. 
oran, chairman of the executive com- 
mittee Mr. Davis delivered his re- 
marks in an off-hand, easy style. 

“The Boers of South Africa,” said Mr. 
Davis, “are among the pioneers of free- 
dom—heroes of civil and religious liberty, 
They were the torch bearers who blazed 


the pathway for civilization through the | 


primeval forests of the southern part of 
that great ‘dark continent’ which has 
been the marvel of the ages. No coun- 
1 all the world contains a nobler 
e of men and women; and no people 
have endured more hardships 
cause of liberty and equality of rights 
than they. 
unconquerable love for liberty 
caused all their troubles. ’ 
Years ago, Mr. Davis continuel

Boers planted the seed of liberty in the} 


fertile valleys of the Cape of Good Hope, 
where a strong national spirit developed 


as early as 1806, when the colony passed | 


into the hands of England. Soon there- 
after ill feeling arose between Briton and 
Boer. 

Mr, Davis entered upon an exhaustive 
review of the relations between the Boers 
and the British government from that 
time to the present. He described the 
“great trek” northward after the eman- 

ipation of their slaves, the foundation 
of the republic of Natal and its absorp- 
tion by England and the rise of the South 
African republic. England’s 
tion of the diamond fields at Kimberley 
Mr. Davis characterized as a transaction 
without a parallel “for cupidity, dis- 
honor and injustice.”

Upon investigation we 
learned that

defy contradiction that the British sol- 
dlers themselves are the parties who vio- 
lated many of the rules of civilized war- 
fare, and frequently ignored the white 
flag and also the Red Cross flag.""” Mr 
Davis supported his statement by relat- 
ing incidents which came under his own 
observation. 

In conclusion, he said: “These men

THE MAINE’S GOOD WORK. 


Major Cabell’s Tribute to Efficiency 
of American Hospital Ship. 

Major Julian M. Cabell, former chief 
surgeon of the American women’s hos- 
pital ship Maine, is in London @n his 
way back to Columbia hospital, Wash- 
his leave of absence having 
interview the other 


ington, 
expired. In an 
day he said: 

“Nothing could have exceeded the 
hospitality and warmth with which 
the American doctors, nurses and at- 
tendants were received in South Afri- 
ea. The stories of internal dissensions 
on the Maine are without any basis. 
Lady Randolph Churchill antagonized 
no one. On the contrary, it was owing 
to her tact that several little threat- 
ened annoyances were avoided. 

“She wished the Maine to stay at 
the seat of warfare, and I agreed with 
her, but it had Ween arranged by the 
British army authorities that she was 
to leave after the relief of Ladysmith, 
and, though Lady Churchill believed 
this action would diminish the ship's 
sphere of usefulness, she was too good 
a disciplinarian and diplomat to ques- 
tion the decision of the commander in 
chief. 

“We very fortunate on the 
Maine with cases. Only one man died 
before I left, and I believe this num- 
ber has not been increased since. Per 
haps our most remarkable case was 
that of an officer of the Gordon high- 
landers, who was shot’ clean through 
the brain, but completely recovered on 
board the hospital sbip. 

“I saw no traces of explosive bullets, 
and I believe that the reports that the 
Boers are using such bullets are great- 
ly exaggerated. From my experiences 
in Manila and South Africa 1 believe 
it is almost impossible to distinguish 
between the explosive bullet and that 
of the ordinary Mauser when the lat- 
ter is fired at point blank range. 

“Perhaps I should not say it, but the 
Maine was undoubtedly the best fitted 
hospital ship down there. Everything 
that it was possible to provide to make 
the wounded comfortable had been 
provided. The British army and navy 
men were loud in their praises of the 
ship, aud Lord Roberts spoke most 
highly of her. But perhaps bluff Cap- 
tain Chichester, formerly of the Brit- 
ish cruiser Lmmortalite, which was at 
Manila during the troublesome times 
there, in good humoredly addressing 
the nurses and saying he found ont a 
few things about Americans in the 
Philippines, impressed us the most. 

“Ll much regretted leaving the ship, 
but my leave is up, and [ had to come 
Lome.” 

The Maine will return to South Af- 
rica immediately after landing her 
wounded in Lendon.

FASHIONS IN FLOWERS. 


Blossoms to Be Worn by 
Women During Lent. 

Now that florists have so regulated 
the matter that flowers do not have 
any particular time to bloom fashion 
and not nature decrees what blossoms 
shall be popular at different seasons. 

In Lent violets again become fayor- 
ites, although they were but little used 
during the winter. They are consider- 
ed particularly appropriate for the pen- 
itential season and are extensively 
used for decoration for Lenten teas. 
They are the only flower that it is 
considered “smart” just now to wear 
on the street, having displaced the 
costly orchids that were fashion’s fa- 
vorites during the Christmas season, 
says the New York World. The big 
Neapolitan violets are considered good 
form. 

With the approach of Easter a clus- 
ter of lilies of the valley may adorn 
the corsage, but no roses or carnations. 
To wear a flower at the wrong season 
proclaims you one of the unfashiona- 
bles just as much as an out of date 
gown or a last year’s bonnet. For 
boutonnieres a cluster of lilies of the 
valley or a white rose is correct, but 
no colors during Lent. Many well 
dressed men confine themselves to 
white all the year around, but vary 
the flowers used. A single white or- 
chid is proper at all times. Orchid 
wearing is distinctly an English fad. 
Joe Chamberlain’s constant wearing 
of orchid boutonnieres is famous. 

Sometimes corsage bouquets of vio- 
lets are tied with purple silk cord with 
tassels, but ribbon is no longer used. 
It is considered better form to tuck 
the stems in and for them to have no 
visible signs of being fastened to the 
waist. With the advent of the spring 
it will be a fad to wear a cluster of 
the same blossoms that are used in the 
hat. These will be tucked into the belt 
a little on the left side. No long stems 
must be used. Even roses must be 
massed close together in a crush ef- 
fect and made to simulate a great 
“chou” of flowers. 

Some women in the smart set-adopt 
one flower and never wear any other, 
but this !s always elther orchids or 
purple or white violets. Then they use 
the same perfume, sachets of that odor 
and soap.

Studying the Atmosphere. 

In Prussia the meteorological Insti- 
tute is about to arrange for the sys- 
tematic examination of the aeronau- 
tical observatory at Tagel, near Berlin. 
Kites and balloons will be employed 
at heights from 3,000 to 5,000 meters 
to ascertain the atmospheric condi- 
tions, says the Chicago Record. The 
registering apparatus is taken up by 
a kite balloon inflated with hydrogen 
and can lift 500 meters of wire. To it 
a second kite is attached and to this 
latter a third and so on until the bal- 
loon reaches a height of 4,000 or more 
meters.

The situation in Austin is improving 
somewhat, but the reports from points 
below indicate that the full effect of the 
immense Volume of water is being felt in 
Wharton and Lafayette counties, every- 
thing being inundated and much loss of 
property and live stock being reported. 

In Bastrop county the flood has caused 
much dumage to property int 
something like 50 washouts and losses of 
bridges are reported by the railways. 
Advices from the area surrounding the 
county seat of Bastrop county state 
that there has been some loss of life 
among the farming class, as their homes 
were inundated without warning by the 
tidal wave, but nothing detinite can be 
learned. 

In the southern part of this county sey- 
eral people are missing, the number rep- 
resenting a family of six Italians, and 
two negro families, whose homes have 
been washed away. 

The river is receding rapidly here, and 
above, notwithstanding that another 
heavy rise was reported early yesterday 
on the Concha, 125 miles north. 

Reports from La Grange state that 
while many of the lower portions of th: 
town are uuder water, the property loss 
is small. No one is miss 

The International and Great Northern 
railways and the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas have been seriously crippled by 
the floods. The first-named road has 
had 500 washouts, and lost bridges from 
Hearne to the Rio Grande. The Mis- 
souri, Kansas and.Texas is likewise a 
heavy loser, having had to abandon 
much of its track altogether. 

It is not believed that the damage to 
the cotton crop will be of creat extent, 
as the season 45 yet early and all the 
crop can be replanted. 

The citizens of Austin held a mass 
meeting yesterday at which the con- 
census of opinion was that it was not 
feasible to rebuild the dam power house, 
although no definite action was taken. 
A proposition was made to the meeting 
by the old water commissioners, whose 
plant had likewise suffered much from 
the flood, that they would take all the 
piping and wiring of the city plant and 
such of their apparatus as could be re- 
covered from the wreckage, pay fair 
value for the same and rejuvenate their 
plant here and furnish the city with 
water and light in two weeks. This 
proposition was referred to a commission 
of 20 citizens to be considered, 

In the meantime the water and light 
commission met and instructed its su- 
perintendent to at once secure a steam- 
engine, with which it is hoped that the 
city can operate one of its big pumps, 
which remains intact, and furnish the 
city with water until some more definite 
arrangement can be made. Much fear 
is being entertained with regard to the 
sanitary situation of Austin, as the city 
is already beginning to show the ef- 
fects of Jack of drainage water. 

Governor Sayers yesterday gave the 
city $500 out of the flood aufferers’ fund 
to be expended in behaif’ of the poor of 
the city who have been made homeless. 
All such are being provided for, and there 
is no danger of their suffering. 

The raain flood has reached Wharton. 
Water is likely to stand in that vicinity 
for some time, as 13 miles of drift block 
the river solidly at its mouth. 

At Bryan, the Brazos river has spread 
over the entire bottoms, where farmers 
had just finished planting corn. 

The Navasota river is booming, and 
joins the Brazos at Navasota. All of 
that section is under water, but the dam- 
age will be confined to crops and bridges. 
The Brazos is now only five feet below 
ite record of last June, and more water 
is coming down, but the loss will nét 
be one-tenth as great as expected.

Boston, April 10.—The Post, in refer- 
ring to the condition of Congressman 
Boutelle, says: The congressman is still 
at the sanitarium at Waverly, and his 
health is not mending to any manifest 
degree.

IMFORTANT PENSION LEGICLATION. 


Changes Urged by Veterans Favorably Passed | 


Upon by House Committee. 

Washington, April 10.—The bill revis- 
ing the pension act of June 27, 1890, and 
other general pension laws, was passed 
upon in a tentative manner yesterday 
by the house committee on invalid pen- 
sions, and the sense of the conunittee 
was taken on reporting the bill to the 
house and placing it on the house cal- 
endar for early consideration. 

The revision has been advocated by 
delegations of the chief offictals of the 

A... The committee decided to take 
the bill of Senator Gallinger as a basis 
of action, and to make several amend- 
ments. The details of the changes ar: 
not made public for the present, but it 
is understood that the most !mportant 
of those increases the age limit on which 
pensions are to be allowed, an4 fixes a 
Sliding scale between the ages of 62 and 
70, viz: $6 at 62 years; $8 a> 65; $10 at 
68; and $12 at 70. 

Another iniportant amendinent in- 
creases from $96 to $250 the cmount of 
annual income which a widow may have 
without forfeiting the right toa pension. 
As umended the bill is to be reported, 
but Chairman Sulloway is given con- 
siderable latitude in the matter in order 
that an opportune time may he chosen 
to secure practical results in th» house. 


After some further discussion the sen- 
ate yesterday rejected the sectarian 
School amendment to the Indian appro- 
priation bill offered by Mr. Jones (Dem., 
Ark.) by a vote of 30 to 16. As has been 
the practice for two or three years, the 
“free homes” measure was offered as an 
amendment to the bill, but it was ruled 
out on the point of order thet it was 
general legislation and therefore not 
germane to an appropriation bill, With- 
out division the bill was passed. ‘The 
measure carries about $8,414,0(9,

Fall River, Mass., April 10.—The di- 
rectors of the Hargraves ara’ Parker 
mills of this city have issued a circular 
proposing the eombination of the two 
corporations into one, with a total cap- 
italization of $1,600,000. The capital 
stock of the mills is $800,000 each. The 
Hargraves has 90,000 and the Parker 8§,- 
000 spindles, and the stock of both cor- 
porations is above par, about $110 per 
share. It is quite probible that the 
proposition for consolidation of interests 
will be favorably looked upon by the 
stockholders at the next meeting. 

Insane From Attack of Grip. 

Attleboro, Mass., April 19.—Mrs. Jo- 
seph Vetter had been ill with the grip 
and it had affected her reason, Physi- 
clans pronounced her temporarily in- 
sane and arrangements were made to re- 
move her to a hospital, She escaped 
from the attendants, went to the school 
and called out her 12-year-old son, and 
then disappeared in the woods. As she 
had threatened to kill herself, it is feared 
the boy may receive injury also. 


Hanna Conferred With Biiss. 

New York, April 10.—The Press says 
that Senator Hanna had a conference 
here last Sunday evening with Cornelius 
N. Bliss. Mr. Bliss when asked last 
night if the two hours’ talk was on the 
subject of the vice presidency nomina- 
tion, declined to discuss the matter. 
“Do you expect to receive the nomina- 
tion?” was the second question.

000 men, making a grand total of upwards 
of 23,000 officers and men out of action. 

The correspondent of The Daily Mail 
at Lourenzo Marquez, telegraphing Wed- 
nesday, says: The departure of the 
Chicago ambulance corps for Pretoria 
was delayed on suspicion of filibustering.

A DISEASE-IN-ECTED SHIP. 
Many Excursionisis Who Went Abroad on the 
New England Stricken With Smalpox. 

Boston, April 13.—Letters received in 
this city containing information to the 
effect that many members of an excur- 
sion party to the Orient had been left at 
Naples through the unexpected de- 
parture of the steamship New England, 
which carried them from this port, is 
supplemented by a cabiegram from 
Liverpool to The Globe stating that 
smallpox had broken out among those 
excursionists who had been stranded, as 
it were, in Italy. The cablegram follows: 

“Liverpool, April 12.—After a thorough 
fumigation the steamship New England 
sailed this afternoon for Boston with a 
clean bill of health. She carried 1100 
passengers, including in that number 
about 150 Clark excursionicts. When 
the ship arrived here from Naples, March 
30, she had on board 20 cases of small- 
pox among the crew and three con- 
valescent cases of passengers. On the 
voyage from Naples to this port there 
had been one death, the boatswain. 
Three of the New England's excursion- 
ists nad been sick with smallpox on 
board the ship, but have fully recovered. 
Several cases of the disease have béen 
reported among the Clark excursionists 
left behind at Rome and elsewhere. The 
disease is supposed to have been con- 
tracted in Jerusalem. While the ship 
has been here she has been entirely over- 
hauled, refitted and repainted, under the 
direction of the sanilary authorities, who 
declare her free from all disease.” 

The Globe also says that one death 
from smallpox is known to have taken 
place among the Clark excursionists in 
Rome. The victim is Rev. G. F. Love, 
pastor of the West Baptist church at 
Oswego, N. Y.

TRAINING OF TEACHERS. 


Just before entering on his new work in Chicago, he married Mrs. M. 
Frank Stuart, a former pupil and assistant of Lewis Monroe, and the first 
assistant in the Boston School of Oratory. Mrs. Parker was one of the 
leading exponents of the Delsarte System of Expression. She has becn 
in deep sympathy with her husband and has contributed not a little 
to the Doctrine of Concentration that is now working vut in the methods 
of the Cook County Normal School. 

Colonel Parker began his duties in the Cook County Nevmal School, 
January 1st, 1883. The opposition begun with his predecessor, has been 
continwed throughout the thirteen years of his principalship of the Cook 
County Normal School. He has been bitterly opposed by the conservatism 
of good and honest citizens in his new and scientific methods of teaching ; 
he has also been more bitterly opposed by the malice of a few miserable 
politicians whose chief duty seems to be to wreck and destroy all effects of 
educational progress,—men whe make teachers cowards. The County 
School Board who engaged Colonel Parker, of which Washington Hesing, 
the present postmaster of Chicago, Colonel Henry Donovan, and Dr. 
Champlin were members, heartily supported him in his work. 

It would exceed the limits of this short article to give any account 
of the struggle for the training of teachers in the Cook County Normal 
School. Some five years ago, supported by a thoughtful Board of Educa- 
tion, Colonel Parker secured an excellent corps of teachers and began to 
develop a theory of education, which has now received the name of Theory 
of Concentration. ; 

Colonel Parker is the author of “Talks on Teaching,” “Practical 
Teacher,” “ How to Study Geography,” “Outlines in Geography,” Tract 
on “Spelling,” and “Talks on Pedagogies.” He has visited every state 
in the Union, and lectured before institutes and conventionsin most of 
them. A few of his lectures may here be mentioned: “The Child and 
Nature,” “The Child and Man,”j “Artist or Artisan,—Which ?” “Home 
and School,” “The Ideal School,’ “Education and Democreey.” He is 
also the editor of an unique publication called the “Cook County Normal 
School Envelope,” which shows the development of Concentration in the 
Cook County Normal School, month by month.

REMOUNTS ARE NEEDED 


—_—_—— 


To Give the British Cavalry a New 
Lease of Life and Strength, 


Unconfirmed Report of a Vic- 
tory For Brabant. 


Roberts Protests to Kruger Regarding Alleged 
Harsh Treatment of Prisoners. 


London, April 16.—Winston Churchill 
telegraphs The Morning Post from 
Bloemfontein, under Saturday's date, re- 
iterating his opinion that the war is 
bound te prove an extremely expensive 
business. He says: 

“Two hundred and fifty thousand men 
will be needed before the end is attained, 
The question of remounts will continue 
one of vitalimportance. Great numbers 
are now arriving, but, owing to the fact 
that they have to be put to work be- 
fore time is given them to recover from 
the effects of the voyage, their condition 
is low and the death rate among them 
high. 

“Thousands, therefore, will be wanted 
in addition to those now here or on the 
Way, and great resting depots must be 
formed, together with an ample staff to 
nurse «and exercise them. If that fs 
done, then, about four or five months 
hence, you will be able to give your 
cavalry a new lease of life and strength.” 

There is practically no fresh news this 
morning. All the Bloemfontein dis- 
patches, however, breathe a confident 
tone. There seems to be a heavy de- 
mand on the railway; for so large an 
army leaves the populace bare of every- 
thing save the absolute necessities of 
life. 

The fact that the allowed 
Winston Churchill's dispatch on the sub- 
ject of remounts to pass speaks volumes 
for the condition of that question and 
concerning the t of any immedi- 
ate advance toward Pretoria. The ut- 
most Lord Roberts will be able to do for 
some time to come will be in the direc- 
tion of clearing the Boers from the 
scuthern part of the Free State. 

The dispatches announce the approach 
of winter. The first pinch of frost has 
been felt at Bloemfontein, 
siderable rain has fallen, 

It is said that President Kruger visited 
the Boer camp at Kroonstad, as well as 
Brandfort. 

It is officially reported that the British 
losses at Wepener in four days’ fighting 
were 18 men killed and 132 wounded. 

The Cape Town correspondent of The 
Daily Telegraph, telegraphing Sunday, 
says: <An unconfirmed report is in cir- 
culation here that General Brabant has 
inflicted a crushing defeat upon the Boers 
at Wepener, capturing guns and taking 
prisoners. 

Lord Roberts, in a telegram of protest 
to President Kruger regarding the treat- 
ment to which the colonial officers and 
troops who are now prisoners at Pretoria 
have been subjected, complains that the 
Boers have treated them like criminals, 
confined in jail. He points out that 
there are 90 cases of enteric fever and 
dysentery in the prisoners’ camp at 
Waterval; that the Transvaal govern- 
ment failed to supply, on demand of the 
doctor, the necessary medicines and 
medical comforts; that tke prisoners 
were forced to bivouac on the open 
veldt; that thé sick were placed in an 
open shed, with an iron roof, and that it 
was only when the new doctor threat- 
ened to resign that medicines and mat- 
tresses were supplied. He invites Presi- 
dent Kruger to remedy this state of 
things, and contrasts it with the treat- 
ment the British give the Boer prison- 
ers, sick and wounded who, as Lord 
Roberts says, “receive the same treat- 
ment as our own soldiers.” 

Four farmers who had taken the oath 
to abstain from further co-operation 
with the queen's enemies, were found 
signalling to the Boers at Kagree Siding 
and have been brought here,

WILLING TO BE VICE FRESIDENT. 


Secretary Long’s Anncuacement Has Upset the 
Calculations of Siate-Makers. 

Washington, April .16.— Secretary 
Long’s implied willingness to accept the 
Republican nomination for the vice 
presidency, as inferred from the state- 
ments made by him on that subject, is 
a matter of general.comment in Wash- 
ington. It*has set the Republican slate 
makers to thinking, and, for the time 
being, has seriously upset the calcula- 
tions of those who believed that the 
honor would go to one of a half dozen 
others mentioned for the vice presi- 
eency. Secretary Long has been called 
upon by a number of persons and has 
been importuned for an exact statement 
of his attitude on the question. He 
Seems disinclined to enter into any gen- 
eral discussion of the :natter, however, 
preferring to let it rest with what he has 
@lready said on the subject, believing 
that “the vice presidency Is an honor of 
such a character that no man could well 
refuse to accept it.” The secretary, 
however, is not an avowed candidate 
seeking the place, but the belief is gen- 
eral that if the nomination is offered to 
him he will accept. 

Secretary Long was asked last night 
for an expression of opinion regarding 
Admiral Dewey's candidacy for the 
presidency.- In a good-natured way he 
evaded making a reply, but laughingly 
remarked that Dewey “was the honored 
man of our navy,” 

Strike Assuming Serious Phase. 

New York, April 16.—General Roe has 
received a formal demand from Sheriff 
Molloy of Westchester county to call out 
500 troops to go immediately to the scene 
of the Italian laborers’ strike at the 
Croton dam. General Roe bas ordered 
out the Fourth separate company of 
Yonkers, the Eleventh separate company 
of Mount Vernon, squadron A of New 
York and troop C of Brooklyn. General 
koe gave as his reason for ordering so 
many cavalry and so few infantry that 
there were over six miles of territory to 
be covered, and that it was necessary to 
have troops which could mové quickly 
and be scattered. General Roe thinks 
that the 500 men will be sufficient to quell 
the strike 


To Become a Congregationalist. 
Augusta, Me April 16.—Rev. EE. S.

He 
said he had the conviction that he could 
f more service in i#dding up the 
om of God by working in the Con- 
gregational church, 
Pred.cts Dewey's Disappointment. 
Detroit, April 16.—"T think 
Dewey has made a grave mistake in an- 
nouncing his candidacy for the presi- 
dency,” said General Alger in the course 
of an interview last night. “It looks 
as though the wealth of praise showered 
on the admiral since his return from the 
east has turned his head. I feel sorry 
for him, for his ambitions will certainly 
be unfulfilled. His action Is ill advised. 
I predict fur him in his presidential as- 
piration a melancholy disappointment.” 


Chicago Tailors’ Strike Ended. 

Chicago, April 16.—As the result of a 
sonference between the president of the 
Tailors’ 2nd Drapers’ exchange and the 
executive committee of the Journeymen 
Tailors’ union, the 400 men who have been 
on a strike for several weeks will go 
back to work. The wages will remain 
the same for three years. At the endof 
two years, if the majority of the men in 
a shop ask for a free shop the request 
is to be granted. The arrangement is 
considered satisfactory to both parties 

‘Prophet of Bear Mountain”’ Is Dead. 

Lee, Mass., April 16.—Levi Beebe, aged 
82, died Sunday in his lonely habitation 
on the summit of Beartown mountain. 
Beebe was known throughout western 
Massachusetts as a strangely accurate 
weather prophet. His second wife died 
14 years ago and since then he had lived 
alone on the mountain. He leaves a son 
and three daughters. Beebe owned con- 
siderable property in Berkshire. 


American Missionaries’ Good Offices. 

Berlin, April 16.—According to official 
reports from the Cameroons, the revolt 
there is dying out, and orderly conditions 
are being resumed. This is understood 
to be due largely to the good offices of 
American missionaries, who have acted 
as intermediaries in negotiations for a 
peaceful settlement with the Buli chiefs, 

Mu'e Caused Wreck and Death. 

Chattanooga, April 16—A through 
freight train on the Southern railway 
struck a mule and was wrecked while 
running at full speed near Huntsville, 
Ala. The engineer and the fireman were 
killed and five of the train crew were 
seriously Injured. 

Chelsea Boy Killed. 

Chelsea, Mass., April 16.—While play- 
ing on Everett avenue Sunday, Charles 
Goldstein, 6 years old, ran in front of an 
electrice car of the Lynn and Boston 
railroad and was almost instantly killed. 
The motorman, George H. Scott, was ar- 
rested. 


Killed Himself In Woods. 

Newton, Mass., April 16.—The body of 
an unknown man, aged about 63, was 
found Sunday in the woods at Riverside. 
The throat had been cut, while a razor 
close at hand and the position of the 
body left no doubt as to its being sui- 
cide.

HE FAILED T0 RETURN, 


Teller of Bank at Waterbury, Vi., Was 
to Examine Books With Cashier, 


Latter Had Discovered an 
Apparent Shortage. 


Farrar Left Bank to Go to Supper, but He Has 
Not Been Seen Since. 


Waterbury, Vt., April 16.—John C. Far- 
rar, teller of the Waterbury National 
bank, is missing and there is a defalca- 
tion of $25,000 of the bank's funds. The 
eommunity is greatly shocked by the 
hews, as Farrar was considered a model 
young man. The young man had been 

eculating in stocks, and it is generally 
believed that he used the money in that 
way. 

Besides his position as teller, Farrar 
Was town treasurer, but the latter's 
funds do not exceed $8000 or $4000. Being 
an unusually bright young man and ofa 
highly respectable family, the disclos- 
ures seemed almost incredible to his 
friends, and proved a terrible blow to his 
young wife and his parents. His friends 
believes that it was simply a case of 
borrowing to make good speculations in 
the stock market. 

Farrar was working at his desk Satur- 
day afternoon, when Cashier Wells 
asked him about some apparent error in 
figures. Farrar at once began what 
seemed to be a thorough investigation, 
the two working for some hours trying 
to unravel the tangle in the figures. At 
6 o'clock Farrar suggested that the work 
be suspended for an hour in order to get 
supper. He told the cashier that he 
would come back and find the mistake 
if possible. Cashier Wells readily as- 
sented to the adjournment, but his trust- 
ed teller has not yet made good either his 
engagement or what the bank now 
claims is a shortage of at least $25,000. 
Farrar covid have left town within half 
an hour after his departure from the 
bank. A train for the north left at 6 
o'clock, while another went south ‘at 
6:3¥, but no one, so far as is known, saw 
Farrar take either. 

Mr. Wells returned to the bank ac- 
cording to agreement and after waiting 
half an hour Segan an investigation on 
his own account, with the result that the 
bank officials were notified of the situa- 
tion and of Farrar’s disappearance. 

As the capital of the bank is $100,000 
and iis surplus over $35,000, the bank of- 
ficials state that the loss can be readily 
borne, and that the capital of the bank 
will not be impaired. This of course is 


.provided that no further shortage is dis- 


covered. 

No warrant has been issued for the 
arrest of the missing teller, and so far as 
learned the bank examiner has not been 
notified. In fact the bank officials do 
not appear greatly exercised over the 
loss. 

Farrar was s6en here 24 years ago, and 
has has spent his whole life among his 


fellow townspeople, becoming an almost : 


universal favorite. He has been em- 
ployed in the bank six or seven years, 
gaining during that time the confidence 
of all the officials, who naturally trusted 
him implicitly. 

During the past few years he has 
handled all the funds of the village of 
Waterbury, and there should be a bal- 
ance in the bank in the town’s favor of 
nearly $4000.

known. 


Shooting In Cold Blood. 

Chicago, April 16.—Patrick Carey, a 
local politician, was fatally shot Satur- 
day night by William Maxwell, a saloon 
keeper, when Carey was offering to shake 
hands with the man who shot him. Max- 
Well provoked a quarrel with Carey and 
ordered him out of the place. Carey 
treated the matter as a joke, and when 
he refused to go Maxwell began to 
threaten him. Carey was trying to calm 
the excited saloonkeeper when the latter 
shot him down. Carey died in five min- 
utes, 

Dastard'y Work of Tramps. 

Toledo, April 16.—Two tramps, with 
handkerchiefs tied over their faces, 
called at the house of Kate and Johanna 
Sullivan, living four miles from West 
Toledo, and as Johanna opened the door 
one of the men struck her across the head 
with a clab, Kate sprang to the assist- 
ance of her sister, when a second tramp 
felled her with an ax helve. Johanna 
Gied in ashort time, and Kate isa raving 
maniac as the result of her injuries. The 
tramps escaped with $200 in money. 


Thzir Statements Don’t Agree. 

Atlanta, April 14.—Little change has 
occurred in the situation of the teleg- 
raphers’ strike on the Southern railway. 
Officials of the road say that they have 
been given little inconvenience by the 
strike, and that the trains are moving 
on schedule time, with ao congestion of 
travel or freight at any point. Presi- 
dent Powell of the telegraphers says that 
traffic on the Southern Is almost totally 
demoralized, and that the Alabama Great 
Southern is unable to run freight trains, 
while only its principal passenger trains 
are moving.

Ends the Life of Rufus Wright, Mil- 


lionaire Manufacturer of Tires, 


Scuffed With a Woman In 
Her Apartments. 


Claimed to Be Result of Accident, Alter Much 
Wine Drinking. 


Chicago, April 16.—Rufus Wright, of 
the firm of Morgan & Wright, manufac- 
turers of rubber tires, who was shot 
through ihe neck during a scuffle for 
the possession of a revolver in the apart- 
ments of Mrs, Loulsa Lottridge, at the 
Leland hotel, died yesterday from the 
effects of the wound. The body of the 
millionaire is now at undertaking reoms, 
where an inquest will be held. 

Mr. Wright's son-in-law and partner, 
Fred Morgan, was at his side at death. 
Mr. Morgan held that his father-in-law 
was on an errand to help a friend who 
had become entangled with the woman, 
when he received his death wound. 

The poiice were not apprised of the 
tragedy until twe hours after it had oc- 
curred, Mrs, Lottridge and a friend, 
Mrs. Koss, who had spent several hours 
with her previous to the shooting, were 
arrested. 

Much mystery attaches to the shooting. 
Both the victim and Mrs. Lottridge per- 
sisted in saying it was accidental. 

The woman registered at the hotel 
April 11, when she arrived in company 
With Mrs. Ida Koss, who was arrested 
after the shooting. Mrs. Koss spent 
every night with her friend and left her 
Saturday only a few minutes before 
Wright arrived at the hotel in answer to 
a Summons from Mrs. Lottridge. 

Mrs. Lottridge, in a statement made 
at the police station, said: “I cannot 
remember what led up to the production 
of the revolver. I was taiking to Mr. 
Wright when he asked me to show him 
a revolver of which he had spoken pre- 
viously. I refused to do so, and we 
talked on other matters for a while. 
I remember that I finally went to my 
valise and took out my weapon, and when 
he saw it, Mr. Wright begged me to throw 
it away. <As I remember he tried to 
take the weapon from my hand, and we 
scuffied. I stood up and he was sit- 
ting on the couch. I had hold of the 
weapon, when with a sudden effort he 
tore the revolver from my grasp. He 
fell backward, and I followed him. I 
managed to get hold of the butt of the 
weapon, he holding to the guard. 

“As we struggled the weapon was dis- 
charged, and bad as I felt from the 
liquor I had drunk, I could not help cry- 
ing out in horror when I saw he was 
wounded. Ile fell back on the sofa and 
gasped that he was shot, I laughed 
hysterically, and told him he was all 
right. Heinsisted he had been wounded, 
and begged me to call a doctor. 

“I told him he was dreaming, and then 
Set about caring for him. I took a 
handkerchief from his pocket and at- 
tempted to stop the flow of blood from 
his neck where the ball had _ entered. 
I saw at a glance that the revolver had 
done deadly work, but I could not bring 
myself to tell anyone of the oecurrence, 
I waited on Mr. Wright for two hours 
possibly before [I summoned a doctor. 
I was so overcome that I could not talk 
and may have said things I ought not to 
have said, but the pressure I was la- 
boring under was the cause for my ac- 
tions. Thestory that Mr. Wright came 
to my room in the interest of a friend is 
false. He came to see me at my re- 
quest. He had known me long enough 
to come at my least call. He was in 
good spirits when he entered the room. 
We drank together and talked of matters 
which concerned ourselves. We hada 
pleasant conversation until the revolver 
was introduced by chance and the strug- 
gle which ended in his death.” 

Although he admits he can offer no 
evidence, Chief of Detectives Colleran 
strongly believes that the weapon was 
not in the hand of Wright when it was 
discharged. A careful examination of 
the wound, he says, will show that it 
would be impossible for Wright to have 
held the weapon in his hand. Captain 
Colleran says also that Mrs. Lottridge 
said she could not remember whether the 
weapon was In her hand or in Wright's. 
He also cites the fact that Wright's beard 
is not singed, as itt would have been if 
a weapon had been discharged close to 
his head; his face is not marked with 
powder; in fact, Captain Colleran says, 
there is nothing to show that he held a 
revolver close to his face. 

Racers Dashed Into Crowd. 

Paris, April 16.—The Paris-Roubaix 
autocar race yesterday led to a serious 
accident. Two competitors on motor- 
tricycles collided and dashed at the 
speed of an express train Intoacrowdof 
2000 who had assembled at a cross roads 
to witness their passing. Twenty per- 
sons were knocked down, some having 
bones broken and many others being 
bruised, 


Dory Capsized. 

Gloucester, Mags., April 16.—Schooner 
Herald arrived from La Have bank with 
her flag at half-mast for the loss of 
Samuel Swim, one of the crew, who was 
drowned by the capsizing of his dory 
while hauling trawls. His dory mate, 
Bradford Low, was rescued in an ex- 
hausted condition.

THIS WEEK IN CONQRESS. 


Struggle Ov r Naval Appropriation Bill Prom- 
ised In House—Work Before the Senat:. 
Washington, April 16.—This week in 

the house will be largely taken up with 

the consideration of the naval appropria- 
tion bill, over Which there promises to be 

a protracted struggle. The whole ques- 

tion of armor plate, except that for the 

Maine, Wisconsin and Missouri, will be 

fought out, 

The minority members of the com- 
mittee, led by Mr, Wheeler of Kentucky. 
will make a strong fight for the estab- 
lishment of a government armor plate 
factory as the best solution of the vexed 
problem. An attempt will also be made 
by the minority of the committee for the 
building of ships in government yards 
Before the naval bill is taken up Chair- 
man Marsh of the committee on militia 
will be recognized to move the passage, 
under suspension of the rules, of the 
bill to appropriate $1,000,000 for the 
militia of the several states. 

Friday will be given up to the com- 
mittee on war claims, under the rules, 
and Saturday has been set aside for 
paying tribute tu the memory of the late 

Representative Evan P. Settle of Ken- 
tucky. ' 

The senate will continue during the 
week to devote its attention toe the Alas- 
kan code bill, the Quay resolution and 
the bill providing for the temporary gov- 
ernment of the Philippine islands. There 
also will be more or less sparring for 
place on the part of the friends of the 
Nicaragua canal, 

Senator Carter will try to get a day 
fixed for a vote on the Alaskan bill. 
There are only two amendments of im- 
portance remaining to be acted upon in 
connection with that measure, and it is 
thought these could be disposed of at 
a very early date if the friends of the 
Alaskan bill would agree to assist in the 
taking up of other legisiation when it is 
outof the way. Senater Morgan seems 
at present to hold up the code measure 
until he can receive some assurance on 
the canal bill, but so far has apparently 
not been successful in that direction. 

There also is a noticeable disposition 
to use the Alaskan bill and the Philip- 
pine bill to delay the taking up of the 
subsidy bill. The Democrats In the 
senate are practically united in opposi- 
tion to the subsidy proposition, Sen- 
ator Lodge, In charge of the Philippine 
bill, announces it to be his purpose to 
ask for a vote on it whenever the Demo- 
crats make an opening for such sugges- 
tion. Apparently, however, he is not 
very sanguine of success. 

Senator Hoar has given notice of a 
speech on the Philippine question, and he 
{s expected then to fully outline his views 
on the question of expansion. 

Miners Reject Arbitration. 

Piedmont, W. Va., April 16.—Seven 
hundred miners employed by the Davis 
Coal and Coke company in this section 
of the Elk Garden mining region have 
voted unanimously to strike. Like their 
brothers of the Georges Creek region the 
miners demanded 60 cents per long ton. 
Officials of the company urged the men 
to arbitrate their differences, and offered 
to pay the men whatever the operators 
of the Georges Creek region decided 
upon as the scale to prevailin that region 
for the current year. 


Celebrated 105th Birihday. 


Boston, April 16.—At the home for aged 


colored women Sunday, Mrs. Nancy 
Washington received the greetings of 
friends upon the occasion of her 105th 
birthday. Mrs. Washington was born in 
Boston, her father being a full-blooded 
Indian and her mother an African. She 
has been married six times. She retains 
her faculties to a remarkable degree. 
Charged With Child Poisoning. 

Boston, April 16.—Josie Schmidt and 
Sophie Goluenbeska, Russian Poles, are 
under arrest on suspicion of causing the 
death of a 4-months old babe, said to be 
the child of the Goluenbeska woman, by 
poisoning. Each woman charges the 
crime upon the other, and the responsi- 
bility will have to be settled by the court. 

Child Killed by Cavein. 

South Braintree, Mass., April 16.—A 
cavein at a sand pit resulted in the death 
of Cora B. Hollis, 4 years old. Cora, with 
two other children, was engaged in 
building a house of moist sand, beneath 
a treacherous embankment, which 
toppled over, burying her to the depth of 
about two feet. 


Discouraged by Sickness. 
Greenfield, Mass., April 16.—A sufferer 
from bronchial asthma, aggravated by 
an attack of the grip, Nathaniel Vick- 
ary, aged 73, a retired taxidermist, com- 
mitted suicide by shooting.

COLE ADMITS HIS GUILT. 
Former President of Globe National Bank Ac- 
knowledges Truth of indictment. 


Boston, April 16.-—-Six months ago 
Charles H. Cole was regarded as one of 
Boston's most prominent business men. 
He was president of the Globe National 
bank, interested in several large business 
ventures, and was reputed to be worth 
about $2,000,000. On Saturday, broken in 
health, in spirit and in purse, he pleaded 
guilty-to three counts in an indictment 
charging him with embezziing funds 
from the banking institution of which he 
was the head. 

The counts to which Cole pleaded 
guilty were the fifth, 16thand 19th. The 
fifth count charges Cole with the wilful 
misapplication on the 10th of May of a 
stock certificate of the United States 
Mining company of the value of $400,000. 
The 16th count charges him with the 
wilful misapplication of 252 bonds issued 
by the Niagara Mining and Smelting 
company, each of the value of $500, The 
19th count charges Cole with the misap- 
plication on Aug. 21, 1899, of a check and 
order for money for the payment of 
$290,000 and another check for the pay- 
ment of $8604.70, the whole aggregating 
$824,604.70. 

Cole has evidently made up his mind 
to take his sentence, appealing to the 
mercy of the court. 

If disposed to-do so, the judge could 
sentence Cole for 30 years on the counts, 
So it is said at the federal building; but 
few look for such a sentence.

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Naval Department Handicapped. 

Washington, April 15.—The navy de- 
partment has ordered the cruiser Detroit 
to go out of commission. Orders have 
been prepared to put the Marblehead out 
of commission, and orders have been 
sent Admiral Watson to send the gun- 
boats Bennington and Concord, now at 
Manila, home to San Francisco, where 
they also will be put out of commission. 
The big battleships Indiana and Massa- 
chusetts are to be laid up in ordinary in- 
stead of being commissioned. This re- 
markable reduction of the number of 
ships in commission is ascribed at the 
navy department to the lack of a suf- 
ficient number of officers to furnish 
complements for the ships absolutely 
required for naval purposes, 


Strikers Adopt Boycott Plan. 

Atlanta, April 1¢6.—The order of Rail- 
way Telegraphers has declared a boy- 
cott on the Southern railway, and hope to 
make it effective through the ticket 
agents of the United States and the 
Federation of Labor. Telegrams have 
been sent to the 20,000 ticket and freight 
agents in the United States, asking them 
to route passengers and freight via other 
lines than the Southern pending the pres- 
ent trouble. A message was also sent 
President Gompers of the Federation of 
Labor requesting him to boycott the 
road. 


Mind Unbalanced by Good Fortune. 

New York, April 16—The body of 
Julius Koster, a bricklayer, was found 
swinging from a rope in the empty water 
tank on the roof of his house. Koster 
had recently recovered from a long spell 
of sickness. He was still weak in mind 
and body when his brother in Germany 
died, leaving him a fortune of $300,000. 
The sudden change from poverty to 
riches left his mind permanently af- 
fected. On Saturday he disappeared 
and yesterday his body was found hang- 
ing in the tank, 

Killed by Excitement. 

Boston, April 16—The murder theory 
in connection with the case of Philip 
Sullivan, a veteran of the Togus (Me.) 
soldiers’ home, who was found dead on 
the Charlesbunk playgrounds Saturday, 
was dispelled by the report of the medical 
examiner, who finds no evidence that 
Sullivan had been struck. That he was 
robbed of $200 is indisputable, and the 
opinion is that death was due to heart 
trouble, aggravated by the excitement 
attending the robbery,

There at once arose a spirited conflict 
between the local officer and those from 
Vermont as to who had custody of the 
young man, but an adjournment was 
made to headquarters, where Deputy 
Hanscom settled matters by showing his 
instructions from President Dillinghar 
and after being booked Farrar was sent 
to the city prison about 11:30 last night. 
Before going he expressed his willing- 
ness to return to Waterbury without 
requisition papers from the governor of 
Vermont. 

Farrar acknowledged 
that he was short in his accounts at the 
bank, and that he had spent all the 
money in the stock market. He seemed 
very much surprised and considerably 
cast down at being sent to prison, but 
nevertheless was much relieved by the 
prospect of returning soon and seemed 
to feel that the matter might be adjusted. 

All day Monday President Dillingham 
and several directors of the bank looked 
over the books and securities, and it was 
given out last night that Teller Farrar’s 
reported embezzlements were not so 
large as earlier stated, the figures having 
a total of less than £°5,000. It has not 
teen determined how far back the mis- 
use of funds began. 

A cursory look through the books 
would seem to indicate that a very easy 
method was adopted to balance the 
cash accounts. The itemized accounts 
were correct, but the footings were 
wrong, and it is thought that the latter 
figures were changed to agree with the 
cash balances The town accounts are 
understood to be all right. 

Mrs. Lottridge Sent to Jail. 

Chicugo, April 17.—Mrs. Louise Lot- 
tridge was committed to jail yesterday, 
charged with the murder of Rufus 
Wright. Hearing of the case was con- 
tinued until April 24. When taken to 
jail she was considered temporarily in- 
sane and was turned over to the care of 
the jail physician.

These terms were 
used over small political matters, and 
fully half the board membership was in- 
eluded in the debate.

WITH ELABORATE CEREMONY 


Mr. Alien Will Se Inaugurated Governor ol 
Puerto Rico on May 1. 
Washington, April 17.—Mr, Allen, the 
newly chosen governor of Puerto Rico, 
is arranging to leave Washington for 
San Juan toward the end of the present 
week. It is Governor Allen's intention 
to make this a flying visit. He will set 
up the new civil government, and inside 
of three weeks will return to the United 
States to arrange his private affairs, 

The president and Secretary Long have 
determined that the inauguration of the 
civil government in Puerto Rico shall be 
marked with as much pomp as is be- 
fitting an event of that magnitude. 
Therefore, the United States will see to 
it that there is at San Juan on the oc- 
casion of the inauguration of the first 
American governor a diguified and im- 
pressive ceremony that will fix the event 
in the minds of the people. 

The Dolphin, which will carry Mr. 
Allen to San Juan, will enter the harbor 
there escorted by the entire North At- 
lantic squadron, under command of Rear 
Admiral Farquhar. The squadron is 
now at Bermuda, and will time its move- 
ments 80 as to arrive off the north coast 
of Puerto Rico about the time the Dol- 
phin is sighted. 

Governor Allen will be inaugurated 
at San Juan on May 1, and General Davis, 
the military governor, will turn out all 
of the United States troops under his 
command in honor of the occasion. The 
ships of the squadron will fire salutes, 
which will be answered by the shore bat- 
teries. There will be speeches, and 
at night. the fleet will use its electric 
lights, and there will be general illumina- 
tions. 

After setting up a civil governmentand 
conferring with General Davis, Mr. Al- 
len will return to the United States to 
arrange his private affairs, returning to 
Puerto Kico on the Mayflower,

Beers Return to Siege of Mafeking 
and 


Bombardment Is Renewed, 


Roberts Has a Net Out For 
Adventurous Commandoes. 


Concen‘ration Tactics Said to Ee Causing 
Boers to Think of Retreat. 


London, April 17.—The Daily Mail has 
the following from Lady Sarah Wilson, 
dated Mafeking, April 5: 

“The pinch of hunger ts beginning to 
be felt, and relief seems more distant 
than ever. Since March 31 there has 
been no shelling, until today, Com- 
mandant Snyman having taken his 
burghers to bar Colonel Plumer's road 
Yesterday, however, he returned, and the 
bombardment was renewed today with 
splendid high-velocity guns, firing 14- 
pound shells, such as had not been used 
since the first day of the siege. The 
military authorities say the British ar- 
tillery has nothing to compare with these 
guns.” 

Lord Roberts has spread his net far 
and wide to catch the adventurous com- 
mandoes that have been making mis- 
chief in the southeastern part of the 
state. The net has not yet been drawn 
in, but, at the headquarters of Lord 
Roberts, the impression exists that the 
power of the Boers is decreasing. A 
Daily News correspondent has them 
fleeing to the southeast; a Standard cor- 
respondent reports them fleeing north- 
ward; a Daily Telegraph correspondent 
says that are going north and 
others south; while a Morning Post re- 
port says it is not known what the Boers 


some 


are doing. 
Evidently the feeling at Bloemfontein 
is that the dispositions of Lord Roberts 
are such as to enable him to concentrate 
a large force rapidly at any point. The 
Boers, being aware of this, are presumed 
to be thinking now chiefly of retreat. 
The investment of Wepener, according 
to a special dispatch from Bloemfontein, 
has absolutely been abandoned. Accord- 


ing to a Bethany dispatch the Boers are 
unable to retreat northward, because the 
British strongly hold all roads. 

Diverse reports come from Natal, one 
asserting that the Boers have retired be- 
yond the Biggarsburg range and an- 
other saying that some of them are clos+ 
to Ladysmith. 

London waits confidently for almost 
immediate announcement of news favor- 
to the British. Distrust exists, 
however, as to any rapid, continuous ad- 
Vance toward Pretoria, chiefly on ac- 
count of the lack of horses, many of 
which die in the case of long voyages 
Letters from the Cape say that the three 
days’ journey by rail is made in open 
trucks; that the arrangements for feed- 
ing and watering are inadequate, and 
that the unfortunate animals break 
down rapidly in consequence of these 
hardships. Despite the energy of its 
buyers abroad, the war office forsees 
much difficulty in supplying the enor- 
mous number of horses required.

The Bloemfontein correspondent of 
The Morning Postsays: Small bodies of 
Boers are prowling around, and are 
even coming within eight or ten miles 
of Bloemfontein. Three actually en- 
tered the town one night, and escaped 
without being discovered. The Boer 
demonstration Sunday at Karee Siding 
was designed to cover the withdrawal 
of an immense convoy of provisions. 
There is no doubt that the Boers’ in 
cursion into the southeastern part of the 
Free State was largely due to the need 
of replenishing victuals in the most 
fertile part of the country. This ex- 
plains why the enemy marched south 
with empty wagons. 

The Lourenzo Marquez correspondent 
of The Daily Mail says: The tone otf 
The Standard and Digger's News shows 
that the Transvaal government is re- 
lying strongly upon American inter 
vention. Great results are expected 
from the campaign of Mr. Webster Davis 
and from the presidential contest. While 
the semi-blockade of Delagoa Bay has 
not done the slightest harm to the Trans- 
vaal, it has enriched foreign firms at the 
expense of ruined Britishers.

Mr. Kitchin (N. C.), one of the mem- 
bers who signed the minority report, 
criticised what he termed the general ex- 
ance of the bill and advocated the 
establishment of a government armor 
plate factory to protect the government 
against extortion. He also advocated 
the building of warships in government 
yards. Mr. Barber (Pa.) opposed the 
establishment of a government armor 
plate factory.

GENERALS CENSURED. 


The Incapacity of Buller and "ur. 
ren [s Revealed by Ruberts, 


Report Has a Disheartening 
Effect In London. 


Public Equanimity Greatly Disturbed by Roberts’ 
Wait at Bloemfontein. 


London, April 18.—In the absence of 
any decisive news from South Africa the 
publication of Lord Roberts’ dispatches 
describing the Spion kop and other oper- 
ations, from Jan. 17 to Jan. 24, is the 
main subject of comment here 

This dispatch, written Feb. 13, 
in the hands of the war department for 
five weeks. Just why it is published now, 
in the middle of the is not 
understood, unless it is expected that 
General Buller and General Warren will 
ask to be relieved of their commands. 

In this report Lord Roberts fairly flays 
General Warren, 
the ill-fated movement upon Spion kop, 
and sharply criticises General Buller 
himself as knowing the conditions which 
led to the headless and disorganized re- 
treat, 

The effect of the report is distinctly de- 
pressing to who have believed 
strongly in Buller’s ability as 
a leader, and there is a tendenc 
gent Lord Roberts’ strong words as 
untimely, in view of General Buller's 
present position in Natal. 

The revelation of their Incapacity must 
tend to undermine the confidence of the 
troops under their leadership. 

Lord Roberts’ dispatch, with the en- 
closure, is the great feature of the 
London press this morning. In a long 
editorial The Daily News speaks of the

easiness and anxiety. 

The Standard, which is supposed to be 
in the confidence of the government, 
Says: “‘Itissearcecly likely that the pub- 
lication of Lord Roberts’ dispatch is 
without a purpose. It irresistibly sug- 
gests whether it is not to be followed 
by further important changes in the 
South African commands. Painful as 
fuch measures nay be, there must be 
no hesitation in carrying them out if 
they are required in the public interest. 

Whether the government has any 
special purpose or not In publishing the 
dispatch, the way in which it has been 
received will make it most difficult to 
retain the censured commanders in uac- 
tive service. 

Lord Roberts’ long wait and the Poer 
activity have seriously disturbed public 
equanimity. He is still 300 miles fron 
Pretoria. No one doubts the ultimate 
Success of British arms; but, behind the 
British army that crushes the Boer 
armies, an army of occupation will have 
to be installed. From various sources 
come hints that more men than are al- 
ready provided for will have to be sent 
out, 

Lord Roberts indicates that at least 
10,000 men are advancing to cut off the 
Boers who are investing Wepener. As 
there are reports from the Basuto border 
that firing has been heard in the direc- 
tion of the hills towards De Wets Dorp, 
it is possible General Chermside’s ad- 


vanced troops are already in contact 
with the Boers, 
Lord Roberts wires that he expected 


to clear the southeastern section of the 
Free State, east of the railway, and 
then to swing round to the north and to 
turn one after another the positions held 
by the Boers north of Bloemfontein. 
General Buller’s prohibition of all press 
telegrams in Natal until further notice 
is taken to indicate that a movement is 
about to begin there. 


Recluse of Jonnycake Hollow Is Dead. 

Springfield, Mass., April 18.—Nathan 
C, Snow, the recluse of Johnnycake 
Hollow, in Chicopee, noted as one of the 
most eccentric men in western Massa- 
chusetts, is dead. He was 66 years old, 
and had lived in the house where he died 
all his life. The house is over 300 years 
old. A great source. of income to him 
was the fees he charged for showing 
hundreds of visitors over the place and 
reciting its interesting history. He was 
a veteran of the Civil war. 


Puerto Rican Affairs Discussed. 

Washington, April 18.—The cabinet 
meeting yesterday was occupied almost 
entirely in a discussion of Puerto Rican 
affairs. The election to select members 
to the popular branch of the govern- 
ment, it is expected, will be held some 
time next fall. Governor Allen will not 
receive any special instructions as to the 
administration of the island until after 
his return from there early in May. 

An Expression of Regret. 

Madrid, April 18.—United Siates Min- 
ister Storer visited Premier Silvela yes- 
terday and apologized for the action of 
Mayor Harrison of Chicago, in sending 
an invitation to the Duke of Arcos, the 
Spanish minister at Washington, to at- 
tend the Dewey day celebration there. 
Mr, Storer said the United States govern- 
ment regretted the incident. 


FCUND BULLET IN TROUSERS LEG. 


Bi | Lewis Leonard Received a Slight Wound and 


a Bad Scire From a‘ Masked’’ Man, 

Avon, Mass., April 18—A somewhat 
mysterious shooting incident, in which 
Lewis D. Leonard got his skin scraped 
by a bullet and a bad scare, was re- 
ported to the police by the victim last 
night. According to his story, the man 
with the revolver made a deliberate at- 
tempt at assassination, but poor aim 
or a light charge in the revolver car- 
tridge made the result not. serious. 
Leonard regently Hought a farm on 
Page street, and after the purchase 
trouble arose between the buyer and 
seller, and the matter having gone into 
court the shooting is thought to have 
had some connection. 

Leonard says he was at work on the 
farm near a thick growth of trees, when 
his attention was attracted by a sudden 
appearance of a man , having a white 
cloth wrapped around his head, as if for 
disguise. Leonard claims that he rec- 
ognized the man as Cornelius Doherty, 
aged about 30, with whom he had had 
trouble over thefarm. The man pointed 
a revolver at Leonard and said: “I'm 
going to shoot you now!” firing twice. 

After the first shot Leonard thought 
he had been hit in the abdomen, an 
placing his hand over the supposed 
wound he started on the run for the 
street As he ran the disguised man 
discharged his revolver a second time, 
withont eifect, and then ran for the 
woods. Leonard shouted for help, and 
those who reached him thought he had 
been wounded, and so took 
him home ina carriage. The bullet had 
scraped the flesh of the abdomen, and 
struck Leonerd’s watch and stopped. 
Leonard later found the missile in the 
leg of his trousers. The wound is a 
slight one.

Chicago, April 18.—A band of strikers, 
led by men who claimed to represent the 
Carpenters’ union, attacked a force of 
non-union workmen yesterday at 176 
Madison street, in full view of hundreds 
of pedestrians.

The police 
immediately charged on 150 union pickets 
gethered around the building, and, after 
freely using their clubs, scattered them 


Other Companies Likely to Yield. 

Gloucester, Mass., April 18.—The Cape 
Ann Granite company and the Stone 
Cutters’ union of Cape Ann have come 
to an agreement regarding wages and 
the hours of work. The agreement Is for 
35 cents an hour mirimum wages and 
eight hours for a day's work. Thisisan 
increase of 16 2-3 percent over the 
schedule of wages of 1898. The granite 
cutters of the Cape Ann company have 
been out since March l. There is noth- 
ing known as to what settiement will be 
made by the other local companies. It 
is believed, however, that as the Cape 
Ann company has set the example the 
Other companies will soon follow suit. 


Old Home Week In Maine. 

Portland, Me., April 18.—There wag a 
large gathering of Maine people at city 
hall Tuesday for the purpose of formu- 
lating plans and fixing a date for the 
proposed “Old Home Week” celebration. 
After a long debate it was voted to hold 
the celebration the week beginning Aug. 
6. A committee was appointed to select 
officers for a permanent organization. 


Hecvy Snow Favored the Maples. 

Chester, Vt., April 18.—The sugar 
geason is broken except in the orchards 
on the highlands. Much more sugar has 
been made in this vicinity this year thar 
for three years past and the quaiicy has 
been far superior. It is thought that the 
deep snow at the foot of the maples the 
past winter W.s very helpful towards 
the good flow of sap. 

Big Sugar Refineries Reopen. 

New York, April 18.—The American 
Sugar Refining company's refineries in 
Williamsburg reopened yesterday. Five 
hundred men were putto work. Itisex- 
pected that 300 additional laborers will 
be taken on today. The refineries shut 
down six weeks ago. 

Will Preserve Neutrality. 

Berlin, April 18.—A high official of the 
German foreign office says: “Germany 
sees no reason why the Boer special 
commission should come to Berlin, as, 
in all thé circumstances, Germany will 
adhere to her policy of neutrality and 
uon-interference. 


Broke His Neck Ouring Performance. 

New York, April 18.—In the presence of 
a large number of ape ctators at the 
Dewey theatre, Frank Nicholi, one ofa 
trio of athletes, fell and broke his neck 
yesterday, while endeavoring to throw 
a somersault froan the shoulders of an- 
other acrobat. He was taken toa hos- 
pital, where it is sald his chances of 
recovery are slight. 


Carpet Weavers Quit Work. 

Lowell, Mass., April 18.—Three hun- 
dred weavers of the Bigelow Carpet com- 
pany went on strike Tuesday-because of 
the refusal of one of the weavers to com- 
ply with the union rules. The strikers 
demanded that the offending weaver be 
discharged. This the company refused 
to do until further investigation.

PATIENCE EXHAUSTED, 


Diplomacy Has Failed to Make “Un 
speakable Turk” Keep His Word, 


Sultan Failed to Pay Indem- 
nity Claims of $90,000. 


Minister at Washington May Get Hjs Passport 
From Secretary Hay. 


Washington, April 18.—Ths diplomatic 
relations between the United States and 
Turkey are in a critical state, growing 
out of the suitan’s bad faith. He prom- 
ised to pay the indemnity claims of the 
American missionaries for the destruc- 
tion of eight buildings of the Euphrates 
college at Harpoot and several buildings 
belonging to the American missionaries 
at Marash during the Armenian massa- 
cres of 1896. 

Mr. Straus, 
Turkey, 


United States minister to 
is at present here on leave of 
absence. As has already been an- 
hounced, he presented his resignation, 
but the president, regarding the services 
of Mr. Straus as indispensable, indefi- 
nitely extended his leave, subject to the 
call of the secretary of state, whenever 
circumstances may necessitate his re- 
turn, 

Dipiomacy appears to have exhausted 
itself at Constantinople, the sultan hav- 
ing promised to pay the indemnity 
claims, amounting to some $90,000, which 
promise Was again renewed prior to Mr. 
Straus’ departure, and although 16 
months have elapsed since the promise 
Was first made, that promise still re- 
mains unfulfilled. What action the gov- 
ernment will now take to enforce the 
sultan’s promise is not definitely known, 
but as the situation is critical, it may re 
sult in Secretary Hay sending the Turk- 
ish minister at Washington his passport. 

The question Involved between the two 
countries ig no longer one resting upon 
disputed points of international law, but 
upon the sultan’s broken faith, This is 
not his only promise, he having stated to 
our minister that he would give his per 
init for the reconstruction of the Amerl- 
can college and school buildings, yet up 
to the present the official permit, upon 
One excuse and another, has been with- 
held. 

When Dr. Angell resigned In 1898 the 
relations between the two countries were 
critical by reason of the inaction of the 
Turkish government, and Its refusal] to 
entertain the indemnity 
Straus, by reason of his succéssful previ- 
cus mission and his past experience, was 
summoned by the president to take up 
the mission as best qualified to adjust 
the pending questions in a manner Satis- 
factory to both countries. Shortly after 
his arrival at Constantinople, In Septem- 
ber, 1898, several matters yielded to 
negotiation. 

He then addressed himself to the main 
questions, the compensation for mis- 
sionary buildings destroyed, and for 
property looted, and for the permit for

The Turkish govern- 
ment, shortly before the departure of 


Dr. Angell, sent a reply denying all lia- 
bility for the bulidings and property 
destroyed. A similar reply was sent to 
the ambassadors of England, France and

basing his argurnent upon the well- 
recognized principles of international 


law, with the result that at an audience 
with the sultan on Dec. 8, 1898, the sultan 
promised to pay the claims. Theclaims 
were examined with great care, based 
upon the principle of indemnity for the 
actual value of the property destroyed 
The sultan also stated that he had given 
permission for the reconstruction of the 
destroyed buildings. Neither of these 
promises have been kept. 

The situation is practically this:

FROM A BEATEN PATH 


Hear Says the Republicans Have 
Sirayed on the Imperialism Issue, 


Would Have the Philippine 
Independence Assured. 


kas Praise For Aguinaldo and Calls Upon 
Shades of Departed Statesmen. 


Washington, April 18.—For more than 
three hours yesterday Mr. Hoar occu- 
pied the attention of the senate with a 
speech in opposition to the policy of 
“imperialism” on which, he maintained, 
this government has embarked. As pre- 
pared, the address was 50,000 words in 
length, but Mr. Hoar omitted much of it 
owing to an incipient attack of the grip 
from which he was suffering. While the 
Speech was a tremendous strain on him 
the more important passages of the 
argument were delivered with force and 
vigor. 

The speech was brilliantly written, was 
iNtuminated with splendid rhetorical 
figures and was rich with citations from 
history. One of the notable parts of the 
address was the eulogy of Aguinaldo. 
Mr. Hoar did not liken the insurgent 
leader to Washington, as has been done 
heretofore, but to Kossuth, Oom Paul, 
Joubert, Nathan Hale and other builders 
ef the church of liberty. In statecraft 
he likened Aguinaldo and his associates 
in the leadership of the Filipinos to the 
best minds ever produced in the Asiatic 
race—a race which handed down to us 
the scriptures of the Old and New Testa- 
ments, the poetry of David, the eloquence 
of Isaiah, the wisdom of Solomon and 
the profound philosophy of Paul, 

Senator Hoar started by sketching the 
nation as on a pinnacle of prosperity and 
international influence at the time of 
the beginning of the Spanish war, then 
worked into his subject by stating that 
he saw no prospect of relief except 
through the Republicaff pat ty, which he 
hoped to see in time draw back to the 
old,. beaten path from which it had 
Strayed. He felt that the election of 

3ryan would give no assurance of a 
better settlement of the question of im- 
perialism, while it would bring in other 
evils which were to be avoided at all 
hazards, Inspeaking of the Republican 
party's departure from its beaten path 
om the imperialism issue, he drew a 
warning from the experience of the old 
Whig party, which fell, he said, when it 
appeared to be in the height of its in- 
fluence. 

He then urged that under the prin- 
ciples on which American greatness had 
corne into being, the acquisition of new 
territory could only be for a constitu- 
tional end, and that in every case of 
American expansion, heretofore, terri- 
tory had been acquired only with the in- 
tention of ultimately making new states. 
He held that no territory had been ac- 
quired in the Philippines outside of Ma- 
nila. Territory, not a people, may be 
conveyed, he said, but only when the 
title is unquestioned. And if a people 
like the Filipinos rise against a tyrant 
and gain possession, have they not this 
title? he asked. He argued that the 
Philippine republic was a nation, as 
far advanced as Cuba, and worthy of the 
same treatment by this country. 

The whole difficulty with the Filipinos, 
he urged, could have been avoided if the 
islands could have had the same treat- 
ment as Cuba. He quoted from official 
documents to show that pledges along 
this line were given, and that the Amer- 
ican generals recognized in Aguinaldo 
ability and power and fitness to govern. 

Then after his detailed review of the 
experiences of the United States with 
this leader, in working toward his per- 
oration he instanced the great cost of 
keeping the Islands, the of this 
nation’s standing in the movement for 
universal peace, not neglecting to re- 
call the experience at home with 10,- 
000,000 negroes. What a triumph it 
would have been if the Philippines had 
been accorded the same treatment ac- 
corded to Cuba! he exclaimed. 

He suggested aid in setting up an in- 
dependent government as the right at- 
titude for this country toward the Phil- 
ippines, and eloquently declared that he 
was willing to trust the American peo- 
ple if they were enabled to judge fairly 
in the matter. He deplored the fact 
that the uniforms and drums, and the 
waving flags, and “somebody shooting 
at somebody somewhere,” were clouding 
the real issue, and eloquently defended 
the flag as a symbol of freedom and lib- 


loss 


erty, rather than as a sign of power 
and might. 

With spirited language he called in 
question the statement that the new 


ideas have the sympathy of the American 
people, and closed by calling up the 
shades of departed statesmen, and in 
fancy, calling the roll and getting from 
each, from Washington to Sumner, a 
negation of the portending policy. He 
added McKinley to the rest, each ina 
wentence giving the reason for his vote. 
Every vote was in the negative, except 
that of Aaron Burr, who voted “yes” and 
explained: ‘You are repeating my buc- 
caneering expedition down the Missis- 
sippi. I am to be vindicated at last.’ 

When the name of William McKinley 
was called, hereplied: “There has been 
a cloud before my vision for a mo- 
ment, but I see clearly now; I go back to 
what I said two years ago: ‘Forcible 
annexation is criminal aggression; gov- 
ernments derive their just powers from 
the consent of the governed: not of 
some of them, but ofallofthem.’ Iwill 
stafid with the fathers of the republic. 
I will stand with the founders of the 
Republican party. No.” 

The effect wasdramatic. As Mr. Hoar 
pronounced his peroration the stillness 
in the chamber was intense. Applause 
swept over the galleries, but it was 
hushed quickly by the president pro tem- 
pore.

A DEMOCRATIC LANDSLIDE. 


1 Full Stcte Ticket, Headed by Heard. Wins In 


Lousiana State Election. 

New Orleans, April 18.—The first state 
election under the new legislation dis- 
franchising the negro was held yester- 
Cay, and the battle at the polls was 
fought almost exclusively by the whites. 

Three tickets were in the field, the 
Democratic headed by W. W. Heard, the 
present state auditor; the Republican 
headed by E. S. Reams of New Orleans, 
and the fusion, embracing sugar plant- 
ers, independents, Democrats and 
Populists, headed by Don Caffery, Jr., 
S0n of Senator Caffery. Tmé~ Reams 
ticket cut no figure in the fight. The 
Democratic majority in the state will ex- 
ceed 25,000, based on returns already in, 
and may reach 50,000. The fusionists 
Polled a smaller vote than expected. The 
Caffery ticket is beaten by from 12,000 to 
15,000. In Senator Caffrey’s district, 
which four years ago went strongly Re- 
publican, the Democrats were success- 
ful. The opposition to the Democrats 
has elected very few members of the leg- 
islature, 

The result insures the return of Sena- 
tor McEnery and the election of Gover- 
nor Murphy J. Foster to succeed Sena- 
tor Caffery. The state ticket elected is 
as follows: 

Governor, W. W. Heard; leutenant 
g0vernor, Albert Estopinal; secretary of 
state, John T. Michael; attorney general, 
Walter Gulen; treasurer, W. S. Frase; 
superintendent of education, J. V..Cal- 
houn. 


Long's Candidacy Endorsed. 

Boston, April 18.—Throughout a great- 
er portion of Massachusetts Tuesday 
Republican caucuses were held in cities 
and towns for the purpose of choosing 
delegates to conventions which will name 
the delegates to the Philadelphia con- 
vention. These caucuses, as usual, were 
in the main perfunctory affairs, but in 
Boston and vicinity the veters showed 
their interest in national politics to the 
extent of endorsing Johin D. Long as the 
party's vice presidential candidate. In 
no instance, however, Was any reference 
made to the head of the ticket. 

Six Rounds to a Draw. 

April 18.—Tommy White of 
Chicago went six fast rounds with Terry 
McGovern of Brooklyn last night, finish- 
ing strong, and had the better of the last 
round. The fight was at 130 pounds, 
both men being below that, although the 
exact weights were not given out. No 
decision was rendered, as both men were 
on their feet at the end of the sixth round, 
McGovern wouid probably have received 
the decision if one had been rendered. 
The btting bfore the fight was 10 to 8 
that White would not stay six rounds.

Chicago, April 18.—The detectives who 
have been working on the case of Rufus 
Wright, who died Sunday from the ef- 
fects of a builet wound received while in 
the apartments of Mrs. Louise Lottridge, 
announce that evidence collected by 
them leads to the theory that the shot 
Was fired by the woman during a quar- 
rel over the millionaire’s refusal to give 
her a large sum of money. Mrs, Foss, 
who was arrested in connection with the 
death of Mr. Wright, has been released. 


A leged Violation of Civil Service Rules. 

Boston, April 18-—The inquiry by the 
civil service commissioners into some 
recent appointments by Superintendent 
Wheeler of the street department is said 
to promise further developments and 
possibly a request to the attorney general 
to bring action for alleged violation of 
the civil service law. The friction be- 
tween the commissioners and Superin- 
tendent Wheeler developed by reason of 
the latter’s transfer of city employes 
from one department to another. 

Coch-co River Flooded. 

Rochester, N. H., April 18.—The rapid 
rise of the tributary streams to the 
Cocheco river at New Durham has 
caused the river to overflow its banks, 
the water taking with it the dam which 
holds a large amount of back water in 
check. Farther down the bridges and 
property along the river suffered dam- 
age. The Coburn knife factory will be 
obliged to suspend operations for a con- 
siderable period. The actual damage 
is about $1500. 

Miners to Return to Work. 

Pittsburg, April 18.—Resolutions call- 
ing for immediate resumption of work 
by all of the striking coal miners in the 
Pittsburg district were passed last even- 
ing by a unanimous vote of the dele- 
gates to a convention held here. All 
the differences have been amicably ar- 
ranged, except the outside day wage 
scale. This feature is left for settlement 
to a committee to be aided by the miners’ 
Ofiicials. 

Chilton Gives It Up. 

Austin, April 18.—Political circles here 
are greatly surprised by the announce- 
ment that Senator Chilton has with- 
drawn from the United States senatorial 
race, leaving Congressman Bailey a clear 
field. Senator Chilton’s withdrawal fs 
based upon ill health and an inability to 
make a canvass of the state. Primaries 
held in about a dozen counties have given 
Bailey a lead in the race,

Notice of Milk Inspector 


CITY

{Extracts trom Chapter 57, Sections 3 and 4 
Public Statutes.] 

Secr. 3.—‘ Imall cities every person who con- 
veys milk in curriages or otherwise for the pur- 
pose of selling the same in such city shall annu- 
ally on the first day of May, or within thirty 
days thereafter, be licensed by the Inspector of 
Milk of such city to sell milk within the limits 
thereof, and shall pay to such Inspector fifty 
cents each to the use of the city.” 

Sect. 4.— Every person before selling milk 
or offering it for sale in a store, booth, stand, or 
market-place in a city or in a town in which an 
inspector or inspectors of milk are appointed, 
shall register in the books of such inspector or 
inspectors, and shall pay to him or them fifty 
cents to the use of a city or town; and who- 
ever neglects so to register shall be punished 
for each offence by fine not exceeding twenty 
dollars.

When the number of dogs so kept 
does not exceed five, the fee for such license 
shall be twenty-five dollars; when the number 
of dogs so kept exceeds five, the fee shall be 
fifty dollars, and no fee shall be required for the 
dogs of such owner or keeper, under the age of 
six months,

the thirtieth or in April in any year, shall, 
whenever itis three months old, cause it to be 
registered, numbered, described and licensed 
until the first day of the ensuing May, as pru- 
vided in Sec. 80 of Chap.

AT HISTORIC CONCORD, 


Deeds Commemorative of Nation’s 
Birth Are Brought to Mind, 


Men Fought For Rights Con- 
secrated by Antiquity. 


Parate, Banquet, Fireworks and Decoration 
of Sritish Soldiers’ Graves. 


Concord, Mass., April 20.—This town 
yesterday celebrated the anniversary of 
the day when her sons fought the Brit- 
ish red coats. Not an accident or un- 
pleasant incident occurred to mar the 
pleasure of the occasion. 

'Twas a great day for Concord, this 
126th celebration of the fight where was 
fired the shot that was “heard around 
the world.” 

At dawn the town was astir. Every 
house of size, every store of the slight- 
est pretension had its voluminous dra- 
pery fluttering in the ind. Red, white 
and blue made into al! sorts of fantastic 
designs, with glitter and color, trans- 
formed old Concord, 

The guests were escorted to the Trini- 
tarian church, where the literary exer- 
cises of the day were held. Rev. Loren 
B. Macdonald offered prayer. Samuel 
Hoar presided and made the introduc- 
tory address. Charles J. Bonaparte of 
Baltimore, the orator of the day, was 
then introduceg. 

The history of the great fight at the 
bridge, the fight which made the name 
of Concord known throughout the world, 
was reviewed and many details dwelt 
upon that served to picture vividly to 
the large audience those events which 
they were then engaged in commemor- 
ating. 

“Those men who congregated on the 
green in this town just 126 years ago to- 
day,” said the orator, “were fighting for 
tights consecrated by antiquity. The 
Revolution was one of taxpayers, who 
objected to the king putting his hand 
into thelr pockets. There is no doubt 
but that in this war these men spent a 
pound for every shilling for which the 
king asked, and yet, after a seven years’ 
war, their resources Were by no means 
crippled. "Twas no war of money kings, 
syndicates, trusts or other fungus 
growth of modern commerce. They 
fought for sacred rights—and won. The 
niinute man is the type of true Ameri- 
can, and let those who are sickened by 
the swinish scu e, the cant, hypocrisy 
and deceit of today look to the minute 
man, the true and noble figure that 
stands for real liberty.” 

Shortly after 12 o’clock the parade, one 
of the great features of the celebration, 
formed in the square. Quickly the or- 
der to march was given, and Governor 
Crane and invited guests were escorted 
to the battlefield, and thence to the fair 
grounds, whefe the banquet was served 
in the agricultural building. 

Charles H. Boneparte sat at the centre 
of the table reserved for the speakers 
and guests. Surrounding him were 
Speaker Myers of the house, Justice 
Putnam of the United States court of 
appeals, Judge Lowell, Rear Admiral 
Belknap, Samuel Hoar, Captain Walker 
of the Concord, Major Charles Morris, 
commandant of Fort Warren; Edward 
Waldo Emerson and members of the 
governor's staff. Speeches commemor- 
ating of the day were made by many of 
the guests. 

At 4 o'clock a battalion drill, parade 
and band concert were held on the Com- 
mon, and at.7 o'clock an exhibition of 
fireworks on the playground. At 9 
o'clock a reception, promenade and 
dance. The attendance at all these func- 
tions was extremely large. 

The graves of the British soldiers who 
fell in the memorable fight were not for- 
gotten, and British flags marked the sput 
where they lie. Without a hitch the 
program as laid out by the committee 
passed off, and its close marked the most 
notable of any commemorating the cele- 
bration of the Concord fight.

Perjury For His Father’s Sake. 

New Haven, April 20.—A motion has 
been filed in the superior court, asking 
for a new trial for William Russell of 
Wallingford, who was sentenced Wed- 
nesday to nearly nine years in state 


prison. Hestates that he perjured him- 
self to save his father. Russell was 
charged with robbery, accompanied 


with personal violence and attempt to 
murder, and was found guilty. The 
father is 56 years old, and the son has 
scarcely reached his majority.

Princeton, N. J., April 20.—President 
Patton has given out for publication the 
following statement: “If the Presby- 
terlan church ceases to be a Calvinistic 
church, it will not nved the Calvinistic 
creed.

Easter, is attributable to the Jews of the 
district.

New York, April 20.—William Beddle- 
cum, aged 73, captain of the canal boat 
Iby, was found murdered in the cabin of 
his canal boat at Jersey City yesterday. 
His head had been crushed in with an ax. 
It is believed the murder was committed 
Monday night. Robbery was also com- 
mitted. A young man who had been em- 
ployed by the captain was discharged 
Monday and has been missing since. The 
police are trying to locate him. 


Manchester Strike Settled. 

Manchester, N, H., April 20.—The 
strikers of the R. G. Sullivan cigar fac- 
tory, who have been out for 10 days, 
went to work this morning. A foreman 
who was obnoxious to the cigarmakers 
was responsible for the trouble. Pend- 
ing final settlement Mr. Piller, the fore- 
man to whom the men objected, will 
work as a cigarmaker, his place as fore- 
man being supplied by another union 
man, 

Sentences Reduced by Otis. 

Manila, April 20.—The military com- 
mission which tried three Filipinos at 
Leallamban for guerilla warfare has 
found all three guilty, and sentenced two 
of them to life imprisonment and one to 
80 years’ imprisonment. General Otis 
has approved the findings, but has re- 
duced the sentences to 15 years. Two 
Ladrones, convicted of murder, have 
been sentenced to be hanged at Odonnel. 


Friendsh'p Not Forgotten. 

Washington, Apri! 20.—Secretary Long 
has undertaken to have a bronze tablet 
cast and erected in Santiago in com- 
memoration of the services of the late 
Frederick W. Ramsden, who, while 
British consul at Santiago during the 
Spanish-American war, rendered valu- 
able services to the United States in pro- 
tecting American interests there, and 
who died while at his post of duty. 


In Memory of Lafayette. 

New York, April 20.—The statue of 
Washington and Lafayette, the gift of 
Charles B. Rouss, to the city, was un- 
veiled with fitting ceremonies yesterday 
in Lafayette square. General King 
made the presentation speech. Presi- 
dent Gugenheimer accepted the statue 
in behalf of the city.

NO NEWS FROM FRONT, 


Only “Matters of Minor Note Are 
Allowed to Pass the Press Censor, 


Investment of Wepener Prob- 
ably Still Continues. 


All Doubt as to Sufficiency of Water Dispellea 
by Heavy Rains. 


London, April 20.—Extended reports of 
the Bloemfontein concert for the benefit 
of the widows and orphans have been 
cabled. No less than seven separate ac- 
counts are published in London today. 

The concert, the weather and the bare 
statement that Lord Roberts is ready 
to move, are about the only things that 
the censor has allowed to pass, and the 
correspondent who announces that Lord 
Roberts is ready to move does not 
specify the direction in which he is go- 
ing. 

A deluge of rain, lasting 10 days, has 
brought operations in the southeastern 
part of the Free State almost to a stand- 
still. The creeks have become roaring 
rivers, and the roadsare streams of mud. 

A Bloemfontein dispatch says that 
these conditions, although extremely un- 
comfortable, so far as the soldiers are 
concerned, have had their advantages, 
for every dam in the country round 
about is filled, and the question of water, 
which, hitherto, during the march of the 
army, has been one of great difficulty, 
is now practically solved. The troops 
will be able to move in any direction, 
with a certainty of finding a sufficiency 
of water. 

A singular message, dated Bloemfon- 
tein, April 19, and beginning: Via 
press censor, Bloemfontein, reports an 
exchange of shots in the direction of 
De Wets Dorp, where the Boers are said 
to be concentrating “after their with- 
drawal from Wepener.” 

There is nothing else to indicate that 
the investment of Wepener has been 
abandoned by the Boers. Notwithstand- 
ing the rain, however, the British have 
made some progress, as De Wets Dorp 
has been occupied by them, probably by 
the advance of General Rundles’ division. 
De Wets Dorp is about 24 miles from 
Wepener. 

An obscure message from Aliwal North, 
dated April 19, says that General Bra- 
bant has arrived there, but whether he 
returned alone or with his troops is not 
clear. , 

Boer reports from Aliwal North aver 
that from 8000 to 10,000 Boers are at 
Wepener. 

Extended reperis of the Bloemfonteln 
concert for the benefit of the widows 
and orphans have been cabled. No less 
than seven separate accounts are pub- 
lished in London today. 

General Hunter, from Natal. com- 
manding the newly formed division, ar- 
rived at Bloemfontein Thursday, and left 
immediately after, conferring with Lord 
Roberts. To what point he proceeded is 
not mentioned, but it is understood that 
he will operate west of Bloemfontein, 

The Ladysmith correspondent of The 
Daily Telegraph says: The news of the 
nature of the dispatch of Lord Roberts 
to the war office regarding the Spion kop 
operations has created much comment 


locally; but no resignations are men- 
tioned. 
A dispatch to The Daily News from 


Pretoria says: Prince Baratrion Mor- 
gaff, a Russian nobleman, was killed at 
the same time with General De Villebois 
Mareuil. 

In consequence of Mr. Milner's dis- 
patch to Mr. Chamberlain, urging a ces- 
sation in the stream of tourist travel to 
South Africa, the various tourist com- 
panies have withdrawn their prospect. 
uses of trips to the South Afsana attle- 
fields. The Dal's-Néws says: On the 
upseit-tequest of Lord Wolseley, im- 
plicit instructions have been issued by 
the government for the restriction of 
travel to South African ports. 

A dispatch to The Morning Post 
from Kimberley, dated Wednesday, 
says: Lord Methuen has fssued a 
proclamation forbidding civilians to 
carry arms without military permit, and 
ordering rebels to surrender all gser- 
viceable modern arms by May 6. At 
present the military here are mainly oc- 
cupied in collecting arms and arresting 
rebels, but everything points to an early 
resumption of activity. 


Thieving Collector Surrenders. 

Malden, Mass., April 20,—William F, 
Adams, the former collector for the 
Malden and Melrose Gaslight company, 
who disappeared Tuesday with about 
$900, which he had collected during the 
day, returned to this city Thursday and 
surrendered. The sum of $583 was 
found upon him when searched at the 
police station: Adams said that he had 
been to New York, where he lost about 
$200, and that he had spent $100 for 
clothing and in other purchases, 

Postoffice Officials Wili Investigate. 

Providence, April 20.—William B. Cur- 
tis of Boston, who was given an op- 
portunity to explain to the detective 
bureau his business conducted here, went 
to Boston last evening. Curtis was do- 
ing business as the Colonial Scientific 
society, and was sending out “three-star 
ring good luck boxes.” He is to explain 
his methods to the postoffice inspectors. 


Train Service Still Crippled. 

Jackson, Miss., April 20.—Train service 
on the roads running out of Jackson is 
still badly crippled as the result of the 
recent flood, and it is not likely that 
regular schedules will be in operation for 
several days. A passenger train with 36 
persons aboard, which has been water- 
tound since Monday at Quitman, Miss., 
has not yet been released.

BULLET IN HIS HEAD. 


Railroad Laborer instantly Killed By Shot 
Fired by Man Pracicing With Firearms. 
Lawrence, Mass., April 20.—Three 
Lawrence men who were practicing with 

firearms accidentally shot and killed 

John Moynihan, a Boston and Maine sec- 
tion hand, in North Andover Thursday 
afternoon. The three men are held re- 
S8ponsible for the man’s death. They are 
Fred Gay, Arthur D. Morehouse and 
Gustave S. Trott. They gave them- 
sélves up and were subsequently re- 
leased on bail, Judge Stone fixing sure- 
lies at $2000 in each case. 

The three men went down the river 
bank todosomie shooting. Trott carried 
32-calibre Winchester rifle, and the 

others had revolvers. They threw a 

number of tin cans into the river, and 

when the cans had tloated down about 

100 feet they all opened fire. Trott, who 

carried the rifie, discharged the weapon 

a second time. Almost simultaneously 

they saw a gang of railroad men on the 

tracks across the river fleeing to cover. 

The young men became alarmed, and 
their worst fears were realized when 
they saw one of the men being taken 

away on the shoulders of his comrades. 

They hastened to the gas works, and tele- 

phoned to North Andover depot, where 

they learned the result of the accident. 
Moynihan, the victim of the accident, 
was in the middie of a group of 25 work- 

men, engaged in repairing the roadbed. 

Patrick Nash, who was nearest Moyni- 
han, was grazed by the ball, which 
passed through his cap. Moynihan was 

struck in the head, and died instantly. 
The victim was 27 years old, and leaves 

four children. 
The Population of Cuba. 
Washington, April 20.—General Sanger 
has made public the results of the Cu- 
ban census taken under his direction, 

The figures, in the opinion of the war de- 
partment officials, justify the decision 
of the administration to allow municipal 
suffrage in Cuba at this early stage. 
The total population of Cuba is 1,572,797. 
The negroes constitute only 32 percent of 
the population. The native whites con- 
stitute 58 percent of the population. Of 
the total population 443,426 can read and 
write. There will be at least 140,000 
qualified native voters under the pro- 
posed basis of suffrage. 


Village Popu'ation Decimated. 

Bristol, Conn., April 20.—The mysteri- 
ous epidemic which has been prevailing 
in Forestville for several days is as- 
suming alarming proportions and grave 
fears are entertained that the village 
will have to be quarantined. Five new 
ceses developed Thursday, making 27 in 
all. Three deaths occurred Thursday 
and 10 cases are considered most criti- 
cal, The medical authorities are in a 
quandary and seem to be unable to stop 
the spread of the strange disease. 

Vanished With Employer's Property. 

Stoughton, Mass., April 20.—The police 
of this town have notified the surround- 
ing cities and towns to be on the look- 
out for Benjamin W. Myers and wife, 
who, they claim, have left town witha 
team and about $1000 worth of other 
property belonging to E. W. Carpenter. 
Mr. Carpenter lives about one mile from 
this village, and for several months 
Myers and his wife have been in his em- 
ploy about the premises. 

Short In His Accounts. 

Toronto, April 20.—George M. Wilson, 
paying teller in the Merchants’ bank, re- 
ported that $10,000 had been stolen from 
his compartment. Wilson's books were 
examined last night, and he was found 
to be $2000 short. He then confessed 
that he had been stealing since last No- 
vember. He is believed to have handed 
the $10,000 to a confederate. 


Peace Delegates at the Hague. 

The Hague, April 20,—The Boer peace 
commissioners, headed by Dr. Leyds, 
had an audience of Queen Wilhelmina 
yesterday, lasting acuartér of an hour. 

le delegates, apparently, were much 
gratified by the affability of her majesty. 
Subsequently, they were received in pri- 
vate audience by the queen's mother. 


Strikes In Three Spanish Cities. 
Madrid, April 20.—The tramway em- 
ployes in Barcelona, Bilbao and Valencia 
have gone on strike. The local au- 
thorities are taking precautions for the 
maintenance of order, 


NEWS IN BRIEF. 


Asserting that he owes $845,000 and has 
not a dollar in the world, James R. Wil- 
lard, a broker, filed a petition in bank- 
ruptcy at Chicago. The liabilities were 
incurred by a firm which did business 
under Willard’s name by his permission. 

Professor Theodore Lipps of the Uni- 
versity of Munich, who recently publicly 
expressed a doubt as to the fairness and 
impeccability of the German judiciary, 
has now repeated this statement ina 
more vigorous form and will be discip- 
lined. 

Captain Stephen O'Connor, Twenty- 
third infantry, has been placed on the re- 
tired list of the army on his own appli- 
cation, after 30 years’ service, 

The will of the late United States Sen- 
ator Philetus Sawyer was filed for pro- 
bate at Oshkosh, Ind. The estate is esti- 
mated to be worth over $3,000,000, and 
all goes to the family with the exception 
of $10,000 left to the Ladies’ Benevolent 
society of Oshkosh. 

Frederic B. Whitney, for years the 
business manager of the Boston Tran- 
script, died of the grip. Mr. Whitney 
Was about 50 years of age, and since he 
was 13 he had worked in The Transcript 
Office. 

The navy department has secured a 
6000-ton steamer to carry the wheat and 
ether food supplies collected by chari- 
table organizations in New York to the 
Plague and famine sufferers in India, 

Dr. Emil Hannover, the Danish art 
historian, charges Professor Richard 
Mueher of the University of Breslau 
with gross plagiarism In his latest book, 
“The History of Painting.” The charges 
have caused considerable excitement 
among Berlin scientists.

On or Before APRIL 30, 


Or the Owners or Keepers thereof 


LIABLE TOA FINE! 


Extracts from the Laws of this Com- 
monwealth, 


Every owner oi. keeper of a dog of three 
months old or over shali annually on or before 
the THIRTIETH DAY OF APRIL, cause it 
to be Registered, Numbered, Described and 
Licensed for one year from the first day of the 
ensuing May, in the office of the clerk of the 
city or town wherein said dog is kept, and shall 
cause it to wear around its neck a collar dis- 
tinctly marked with its owner’s name and its 
registered number. 

An owner of adog may at any time have it 
licensed until the first day of the ensuing May; 
and a person becoming the owner or keeper of a 
dog after the first day of May, not duly licensed, 
shail cause it to be registered, numbered, de- 
scribed and licensed as provided in the preced- 
ing section. 

The fee for every license shall be two dollars 
os MALE and five dollars for a FEMALE 
dog. 

Whoever keeps a dog contrary to the pro- 
visions of this chapter shall forfeit FrerkeNn 
Do.tars, five dollars of which shall be paid to 
the complainant and ten dollars to the treasurer 
of the county in which the dog is kept. 

Every owner or keeper of dogs kept for 
breeding purposes may receive annually a 
special license authorizing him to keep such 
dogs upon the premises described in such 
license. When the number of dogs so kept 
does not exceed five, the fee for such license 
shall be twenty-five dollars; when the number 
of dogs so kept exceeds five, the fee shall be 
fifty dollars, and no fee shall be required for the 
dogs of such owner or keeper, under the age of 
six months. 

Any owner or kecper of a dog not duly 
licensed, which becomes three months old after 
the thirticth day in April in any year, shall, 
whenever it isthree months old, cause it to be 
registered, numbered, described and licensed 
until the first day of the ensuing May, as pro- 
vided in Sec. 80 of Chap. 102 of the Pubiic 
Statutes, and shall cause it to wear around its 
ueck a collar distinctly marked with its owner's 
name and its registered number.

ON THE AGGRESSIVE, 


General Pilar, Who Had Been Re. 
ported Killed, Has Reappeared, 


Insurgents Active In Nearly 
Every Luzon Province. 


Lost About a Thousand Men Last Week, While 
Americans Had Twenty-Five Casualties. 


Manila, April 23.—The Insurgents have 
been aggressive in al:nost every province 
of Luzon. General Pio Del Pilar’s band, 
numbering 300, which was out of sight 
for three months, the leader being re- 
ported killed, reappeared in its ol field 
about San Miguel. Pilar is supposed to 
be in command.

GENERAL DEL PILAR. 

He gave the American garrison at San 
Miguel, consisting of three compan‘es 
of the Thirty-fifth Infantry, with a gat- 
ling, a three hours’ fight during a night 
attack. The loss of the insurgents in 
this engagement is not knewn, as they 
removed their dead yunded; but 
presumably it was considerable, 

Twenty Filipinos in the province of 
Batangas attacked Lieutenant Wonde, 
who, with eight men, was scouting near 
San Jose. The lieutenant and five men 
were wounded, and one private was 
killed, 

Sergeant Ledoius of the Thirty-fifth 
infantry was badly wounded in an am- 
bush near Baliuang. Lieutenant Balch 
of the Thirty-seventh infantry, with 70 
men, had a five hours’ fight with 400 in- 
surgents in the Nueva Caceres district. 
Twenty of the insurgents were killed. 

Colonel Smith’s command captured 
180 officers and men with Montenegro. 
The officers were brought to Manila. 
Montenegro, who was formerly one of 
the most dapper officers in the Filipino 
army, looks worn and haggard. He says 
he had led a terrible life for months and 
has offered to return to the north with 
Colonel Smith to endeavor to persuade 
his former comrades of the uselessness 
of opposing the Americans. 

Taken altogether, last week was one of 
the bloodiest of the war since the first 
days of fighting around Manila. Au- 
thentic reports, mostly official, show a 
total of 378 Filipinos killed, 12 officers and 
244 men captured and many more wound- 
ed. The number wounded is hardly 
guessable. 

Considering that the Filipinos entirely 
lack hospital facilities, a great majority 
of the wounded will die. Probably the 
week's work finished 1000 insurgents 
The American's loss was nine killed, 16 
wounded. Two sergeants and one private 
were killed in ambush while escorting 
provision trains, 

Painters Demand $2.75 a Day. 

Boston, April, 23.—The Painters’ unlon 
has ordered that every member of the 
union should strike today if the master 
painters do not agree to pay $2.75 a day. 
Just how many painters will be forced to 
obey the order is uncertain, as several 
larger master painters have already 
agreed to pay the increase demanded. 
It is expected that fully 1000 men will 
refuse to work until their wages are ad- 
vanced. Itis understood, however, that 
several of the employers who have given 
no reply will grant the increase today.

IN CONGRESS. 


Questions of Privilege Involving Three Senate 
Seats will Recieve Attention. 

Washington, April 22.—lUnder the 
unanimous consent agreement reached 
on the 19th inst., the resolution declaring 
Senator Quay not to be entitled to a 
seat in the senate probably will be voted 
on at 4 o'clock tomorrow, and in the 
meantime several speeches will be made. 
An intimation has been given of a pos- 
sible effort to postpone the case further, 
but if a movement is made in that direc- 
tion it will be stoutly resisted. It would 
be an exceptional occurrence if the 
unanimous consent agreement should be 
Set aside. 

After the Quay vote is taken Senator 
McComas, who has charge of the pro- 
test against Senator Scott’s continuing 
to occupy his seat as a senator from 
West Virginia, will call up the resolu- 
tion in the senate in that senatgr’s be- 
half, and ask for immediate considera- 
tion. The prospect is that there will be 
little or no debate on this resolution. 
The report of the committee on elections 
on Clark will be made today, and it is 
the intention of the committee to ask 
that it be taken up as soon as the Quay 
and Scott cases are disposed of. 

It is expected that a vote will be 
reached on the Alaskan code bill dur- 
ing the week, an agreement having been 
practically reached to withdraw the con- 
tested amendments and _ otherwise 
amend the bill so as to extend the pro- 
visions of the mining laws of the United 
States to Alaska. 

The Philippine bill will continue to hold 
its place as “unfinished business” on the 
calendar, but it is likely to receive little 
attention during the week. The army 
appropriation bill will be taken up as 
soon as the election cases are disposed of. 


The major portion of the time of the

We know that the child is good, if 
he has a chance, an environment of 
goodness. This knowledge came to us 
from actual experience. One beautiful 
incident threw a flood of light upon the 
child’s soul. Little Bumpus, who was 
blind, entered Mrs. Follett’s class of 
six-year-olds. Without suggestion, the 
dear little folk put their arms around 
him and said, ‘‘We'll help you.’’

The systematic cultivation of selfish- 
ness by bribery-per cents. material 
rewards and prizes—were banished. 
The dark clouds were cleared away, 
and a higher motive, a nobler ideal, 
came into view. The humane treat- 
ment of children cannot be brought 
about by any particular method. It 

spring from a deep sympathy, 
courage and skill. The 
old-fashioned, stiff, unnatural order 
was broken up. The torture of sitting 
perfectly still with nothing to do was 
ruled out, and in came an order of 
work, with all the whispering and noise 
compatible with the best results. The 
child began to feel that he had some- 
to do for himself, that he was a

bilities that accompany such an im- 
portant position. 

I might end this description here, for 
I have told all that is essential. But 
there are mistaken opinions to correct, 
opinions that have dune much harm. 
For one thing, we did not banish text- 
books; we added to them; change, not 
banishment, was the order. It was the 
custom for pupils to read through in a 
year one little book that a bright, well- 
taught child can read from ond te end 


in afew hours, providing always that} 
he is not disgusted with the 


member of society, with the respons 


They learned the book, often, by heart 
from their older brothers and sisters; 
they would say every word, chant it, 
sing it, repeat it in their sleep, behold 
it in nightmares. It did 
much wisdom or even common sense to 
furnish the children with all the best 
literature then published. The Com- 
mittee appropriated $500 for children’s 
reading, and I spent it as best I could, 
I packed the precious freight of new 
books into an express wagon and drove 
from school to school, taking up books 
and furnishing fresh sets. The flood 
of literature for schools we have now is 
not twenty-five years old. The intro- 
duction of so-called ‘supplementary 
reading, now well-nigh universal, and 
then exceptional. 

The spelling book was laid upon the 
shelf. Spelling was learned by the 
Quincy children in the same way that 
the human race learns to talk, by writ- 
ing correctly and continually. Language 
learned as it always must be 
learned, by using it correctly. 
Technical rules came in where needed. 
The alphabetic method was consigned 
to oblivion in obedience to commands 
from the highest educational authorities

The outcry against this defiance of 
nature hafl gone up for hundreds of 
years. 


Learning by heart condensed and 
desiccated statements in geography and 
history was to some extent eliminated. 
Geography began with the real earth, 
and ‘*‘mud pies’’ were introduced. I 
remember an old beehive-stand just 
back of the Coddington school. The 
stand furnished tolerably good legs and 
frame work. The top had been taken 
off and a molding table put thereon. 
With sand and images of continents we 
imitated the bees. 

The Committee said, ‘‘Three R’s 
only,’* and I echoed it,with the mental 
reservation that some day, please God, 
the children should have better nutri- 
tion than formal teaching. They should 
have the great book of the Creator, and 
learn from it that ‘‘dayinto day 
uttereth speech, and night unto night 
showeth knowledge.”’ A naturalist 
took the principalship of the Willard 
school. He brought specimens of 
stuffed birds. One day Charles Francis 
Adams and G. Stanley Hall were visit- 
ing the school. On request, the princi- 
pal brought in a stuffed duck which the 
pupils had never seen. I asked the 
children (it was the third grade) to 
write about the duck. They went at it 
with a will, and their slates were soon 
filled with good writing, correct 
spelling, and withal excellent thought. 
The visitor watched the work with 
interest. Mr. Adams turned to me and 
said, ‘‘You are teaching 
history.’’ ‘**No, I replied, 
language. So it was, with a bit of 
thought behind it. 

The criticism was made on all sides: 
**The children are amused and happy; 
they love to go to school; but do they 
learn? Can they spell? And so on.”’

County Examination. George A. 
Walton (no better man could be 
found), under the direction of the Nor- 
folk County School Committee, ex- 
amined the schools of the county town 
by town. The éxamination was in the 
so-called essentials, the three R’s, 
geography and history. John Quincy 
Adams gave $500 to have specimens of 
penmanship, number work, and com- 
position lithographed. The results were 
published in a pamphlet. Figures gave 
the per cents. town by town. The 
towns were lettered A, B, C, ete., so 
that no one knew the particular towns 
so lettered. The pamphlet created a 
sensation, Many declared that the ex- 
amination was not fair. They were 
astonished at the results. Later on an 
edition uf the report came out, with the 
names of the towns given in full. 
Quincy had by far the highest per cent, 
and led in everything except mental 
arithmetic,and in that it stood third or 
fourth. This? is the first time, so far 
as I know,that the foregoing statement 
has ever been made in public. 

We learned that children may be 
happy, may love to go to school, may 
never have a prize, reward or per cent., 
and still learn. In fact, the reason 
why students manage tu escape knowl- 
edge is that knowledge and skill are 
made the sole aims and bribery the 
means of learning. 

I might fill hours recalling the 
memories of Quincey and its schools, 
but to what end? The apparent 
success of the movement is easily ex- 
plained. There was the opportunity, 
a faith,a spirit of work, an enthusiasm 
to find better things for God’s little 
ones. The outcome cannot be explained 
by methods, devices and systems, by 
tricks of the trade, or by particular 
ways of doing things. What we did 
in Quincy was nothing new; it came 
directly from the great authorities on 
education, What we did is now well- 
nigh universal; but the mere follow- 
ing of authority bowever good, does 
not always count for progress, repeti- 
tion of devices does not necessarily 
bring improvement. 

We stand today at the beginning of 
an educational mevement that means 
the salvation of the world, and its 
elements are faith, spirit, open-minded- 
ness, and work. The teachers are not 
reponsible for what wrong ideas may 
exist, nor can school committees be 
justly blamed. The common school 
was born of the people, it is supported 
by the people, and its faults are 
found in the people. The people must 
demand, and they will receive; they 
must knock, and it shall be opened 
unto them. We are bound by tradition, 
by medieval ways and deeply rooted 
prejudice. The good that has been 
done is simply a foretaste of what is to 
come. Our ideals are low. The future 
demands an education into free govern- 
ment, a strictly American education, 
an education to meet the demands of 
these times, with their world-problems 
that are weighing us down and the 
ever increasing duties of citizenship. 

I repeat not by the guns of a Dewey 
or the battalions of Roberts or Kruger 
must these problems be worked out, 
but in the common school, where the 
quiet,devoted, studious, skilful teacher 
works out the nature and laws of life, 
complete living, and the rightousness 
that is to be. 

At the conclusion of the speeches, 
Hon. John Shaw moved three cheers 
for Col. Parker, and led in the dem- 
onstration.

Probable That Rundle Has 
Fought a Decisive Battle. 


Boers Are Said to Have Half Encircled 
Bloemfontein to the Eastward.

London, April 23.—Dispatches arriving 
from the seat of war, though meagre and 
unsatisfactory, clearly indicate renewed 
activity at all points where the British 
and Boer forces are within striking dis- 
tance of each other. 

The Lorenzo Marquez correspondent 
of The Times, under Saturday's date, 
says: Information received from re- 
spohsible sources shows that at one time 
the two republics had 105,000 men in the 
field, including the colonial rebels. Ac- 
cording to the same informant, they can 
still muster 80,000, of whom 50,000 are in 
the Free State, 10,000 in the Biggars- 
berg district, and 15,000 in the districts 
of Fourteen Streams and Klerk’'s Dorp. 
It is now believed that, before the war, 
the burgher lists were deliberately falsi- 
fied, in order to deceive the British in- 
telligence department. 

Without attaching undue importance 
to the stories from Lorenzo Marquez con- 
cerning the strength of the Boer forces, 
it would almost seem that the former 
estimates of 00,000 were rather low. 

It is quite pr®bable that by this time 
General Rundle has fought a decisive 
battle with the Boers. He entrenched 
himself Saturday, to await the arrival 
of General Campbell with the Sixteenth 
brigade. That commander arrived Sate 
urday evening, and news may, therefore, 
be expected at any moment. 

It is still impossible to ascertain the 
position of affairs at Bloemfontein, or tc 
learn when the long-expected advance 
northward will begin. The dispatches 
conflict regarding the state of the pre- 
parations. For instance, the Bloemfon- 
tein correspondent of The Daily Chront- 
cle says that the troops have been sup- 
plied with winter clothing, and that the 
Modder river has fallen sufficiently to 
permit cavalry tocross. The Standard’s 
representative says almost the exact op- 
posite. Present indications, however, 
point to still further delay. 

During the last few days there has been 
a renewal of Boer activity in all parts 
of the theater of war. The tenacity of 
the enemy around Colonel Dalgoty 
proves that considerable forces are stili 
there. Lord Roberts has ordered Loré 
Methuen to retire from Bostof, probably 
for the same reason. The presence of a 
Boer force at Frankfort looks like an in- 
tention to endeavor to cut off Methuen, 
who may be heard of as retiring upon 
Kimberley. 

The Boers are said to half encircle 
Bloemfontein to the eastward, in a cres- 
cent formation. There have been several 
Ccutpost affairs in that vicinity. 

The llth division, under General Pole- 
Carew, and the Fourth cavalry brigade 
&re operating toward Sanna’s post. 

In Natal there is no diminution of Boer 
activity. 

The Boer peace commissioneis are 
understood to have been disappointed 
by their visit to The Hague, but to be de- 
termined to visit Berlin and Paris before 
going to Washington. 

A dispatch to The Times from Jam- 
mersberg, dated Saturday, says: The 
Boers are displaying renewed activity. 
Five guns were used freely today from 
four new positions against ours. Rifle 
fire from the south and west was heavy 
and continuous. Officers and men are 
Cn duty day and night in the trenches: 
and the heavy rains of late have made 
their task a great feat of endurance and 
pluck,

From the few particulars that 
are published concerning General 
Rundle’s engagement on Saturday, how- 
ever, it does not seem tha: h> was a>le 
to do much more than maintain the posi- 
tion from which the Boers had 
driven on the previous day. 

The strong body of reinforcements 
which Lord Roberts sent to assist the 
relief of Wepener and to endeavor to en- 
velop and cut off the Boers from a re- 
treat northward furnishes further evi- 
dence that the Boers are assembled in 
much larger forces around Wepener than 
had hitherto been supposed; and, as ‘the

Apparently the British captured 
Paarde kraal Sunday night. The Boers 
evacuated Leeuw kop during the night, 
removing the guns, and the British oc- 
cupied the kop in the morning. 

Although the Boers appear to be of- 

fering stout resistance to the British ad- 
vance, their position is dangerous, They 
can scarcely Celay furtner their retreat 
northward, without incurring the risk of 
being cut off. Usually they have been 
well informed regarding the British 
plans, and they are not likely to run 
such a risk, especially as they have 
partially accomplished their object in 
drawing large forces from Bloemfontein 
on long marches, and have delayed the 
advance on Pretoria.

“General Pole-Carew’s mounted in- 
fantry seized Leeuw kop, a h’gh hilla 
few miles north of their last night's 
position. The enemy evacuated hur- 
riedly, leaving some rifles and ammuni- 
tion. 

“General Rundle reports that 25 men 
of the First Worcesters are missing. 
Fifty-three were sent out with wood to 
an outpost after dark, and only 18 re- 
turned. Their numbers and names will 
be reported today, as well as four wound- 
ed yesterday.”

A LOSS OF MILLIONS, 


Hundreds of Farms In Louisiana and 
Mississippi Devastated by Floods, 


Bridges and Railroad Tracks 
Are Swept Away. 


Many People In Waterbound Towns Reported 
on the Brink of Starvation, 


New Orleans, April 24.—The flood sit- 
uation in Mississippi and Louisiana is 
growing worse, for heavy rains have 
fallen continuously in many sections. 
Every railroad in eastern and northern 
Louisiana has been tied up for days, and 
in Mississippi the tracks and bridges 
have been washed away to such an ex- 
tent that there have been no through 
trains on any of the main lines for a 
week. With this state of affairs staring 
the people in the face, additional rains 
have fallen in the last two days, result- 
ing In many more track slides along the 
Illinois Central and other roads. The 
property loss amounts to millions of dol- 
lars, for the farms have been devastated 
all over the storm-swept district. 

Hundreds of farms have been devas- 
tated. Five hundred bridges have been 
swept away, and it is estimated that at 
least 2500 miles of fencing are down, 


Late reports to the weather bureau 
show that heavy precipitation has been 
general within the last 12 hours through- 
cut the flooded district. It was estimated 
last Saturday that $3,000,000 worth of 
private property had already been de- 
stroyed, and it is now thought probable 
that this damage will be heavily in- 
creased. Mail and telegraphic com- 
munication has been destroyed between 
the smaller towns in Mississippi and Ala- 
bama south of Jackson, the northern 
limit of the flood. Many farmhouses 
have been swept away, the occupants 
barely escaping with their lives, and the 
drowning of a family of seven negroes is 
reported from Jackson, Miss. 


Around Columbia, Miss., every rail- 


road and wagon bridge is reported 
washed away and first crops are a total 
loss. At Enterprise, Miss., the water 


stands five feet in the houses and stores. 
At Meridian, Miss., the water is reported 
at six feet in the streets and still rising. 
Timber and buildings are reported de- 
stroyed at Ellisville, Meridian, De Soto 
and through the bayou Pierre district in 
Mississippi, and numerous small points 
in Alabama report great damage. 

Trains on railroads into New Orleans 
which have not been abandoned entirely 
are running only in the daylight, owing 
to the dangerous condition of the tracks. 
The Louisville and Nashville, New Or- 
leans line, which was in fair condition 
until Sunday evening, is now cut In two 
by the destruction of a four-span bridge 
over the West Pascagoula river, near 
Scranton. Arrangements have been 
made to ferry passengers across the 
break. Many people in the small water- 
bouné towns of Mississippi are reported 
on the brink of starvation. 

Part of City Under Water. 

New Orleans, April 24.—One of the 
heaviest rain storms of the season oc- 
curred here during Sunday night and 
New Orleans was flooded. In some sec- 
tions of the city water covered stree's 
and sidewalks, and rafts had to be used 
to reach street cars. The city is suffer- 
ing commercially as a result of the Mis- 
sissippi Roods and the crippled condition 
of four railroad lines entering New Or- 
leans, 


Floods Cause Desperate Situation. 

Meridian, Miss., April 24.—Additlonal 
rains have added gravity to the flood 
situation in the surrounding country. 
The situation in several towns which are 
Water bound is growing desperate. Food 
supplies are running short and rellef is 
nowhere in sight. Reports from the in- 
terior begin to come in, showing the de- 
vastation. Farmers are abandoning 
farms as worthless. 


Famiy Perished In Flood. 

Jackson, Miss., April 24.—John Horton, 
a negro, his wife and five children were 
Growned in the backwaters of Pearl 
river while trying to escape from the 
flood. Their cabin had been inundated 
and the family was endeavoring toescape 
in a wagon when the vehicle fell through 
a broken bridge.

Render Clark’s Election Null and Void, 
According to Senate Committee, 


s 


Vote on Quay Case to Be 
Taken This Afternoon. 


Appointments of Treasurer and Auditor of 
Porto Rico Have Been Decided Upon. 


Washington, April 24.—Senator Chand- 
ler, from the senate committee on priv- 
jleges and elections, yesterday submitted 
to the senate the report of that com- 
mittee, in the case of Senator Clark of 
Montana. The report is comparatively 
brief. It does not rehearse the testi- 
mony, but simply presents the findings of 
the committer. ind its reasons for its 
course, ‘The finding of the committee 
is stated as follows: 

“The finding of the committee Is that 
the election to the senate of Willlam A. 
Clark of Montana is null and void on ac- 
count of briberies, attempted briberies 
and corrupt practices by his agents, and 
of violations of the laws of Montana de- 
fining and punishing crimes against the 
élective franchise.” 

In view of this finding the committee 
reports and unanimously recommends 
the adgption by the senate of the follow- 
ing resolution: 

“Resolyed, That William A. Clark was 
not duly and legally elected to a seat in 
the senate of the United States by the 
legislature of the state of Montana.” 

The committee states that its finding 
is made in view of certain admitted or 
undisputed facts, with their attendant 
circumstances, appearing in the testi- 
mony taken by the committee. 


A two days’ debate on the right of M. 
S. Quay to a seat as a senator was begun 
almost immediately after the scnate con- 
vened yesterday. For months the case 
has been pending in the senate, and from 
time to time senators have discussed it, 
but until yesterday the debate has been 
desultory in character. Today, at 4 
p. m., under a special order, the case is 
to be dispesed of. Under the special 
order all subsidiary motions will be in 
order at and after the time of the expira- 
tion of the debate. A direct vote on the 
proposition to seat Mr. Quay may not be 
taken immediately after the close of the 
debate. How the senate will vote on 
any of them is a matter of speculation. 


The house yesterday entered upon a 
consideration of the postoffice appro- 
priation bill, and the general debate, 
which closed with the adjournment, was 
devoted largely to discussion of pertinent 


matters, 


A meeting of the cabinet was held yes- 
terday, the president having returned 
from New York for that purpose. The 
Porto Rican civil government occupied 
most of the two hours taken up by the 
meeting. The president, with the aid 
of his cabinet officers, is trying to secure 
men of prominence for the positions in 
the island. If the bill pending in con- 
gress to allow army officers to continue 
their positions is passed, the president 
will be in no haste about the appoint- 
ments, but if this bill threatens to hang 
fire he will have to make the appoint- 
ments by May 1. 

At least two of the appointments are 
to be made now. These are treasurer 
and auditor for the island. Secretary 
Gage and Secretary Root have, it issaid, 
decided on men for these positions. A 
native Porto Rican is to be nominated 
as treasurer, while an American who has 
been serving in the island fs to be made 
auditor. He is understood to be an at- 
tache of the treasury, who has demon- 
strated ability and cleverness in his work 
in the island. 

The president had a careful canvass 
made of the Americans living in the isl- 
and with a view of considering the wis- 
com of appointing a number of them to 
mliaces. It is likely that a good many of 
these will be honored when the appoint- 
nents are all made, 

Attorney General Griggs is endeavor- 
ing to find for the president some prom- 
inent lawyers in this country who will 
accept judicial places under the new 

jill, The salaries are so small that few 
lawyers of note can be found to consider 
the positions. 

The effort to collect from Turkey the 
claims of the United States was brought 
up by Secretary Hay, who told of the 
negotiations tothistime. Hisstatement 
made the cabinet hopeful that a settle- 
ment can be secured at an early date, al- 
though the members realize it is a hard 
problem to solve. 

Another matter briefly discussed was 
that of additional pay allowed a few 
army Officers in Cuba. Attorney General 
Griggs had been asked if any law had 
been violated. He reported that there 
Was no violation of law, and that the ac- 
tion taken was warranted. 


Two Boston Men Drowned. 

Boston, April 24.—Thomas Hurley, aged 
20, and Frank Halloran, 24, were drowned 
in Dorchester bay Monday by the over- 
turning of a boat. Cries for help were 
heard by some members of the Old Col- 
ony Yacht club, and assistance was at 
onc? sent. Edward McDonald was 
found clinging to the overturned boat, 
and he wastakenashore, He was taken 
to the city hospital and has not recovered 
consciousness. His chances of recovery 
are slight. 


Looking For Smuggled Chinamen. 

Worcester, Mass., April 24.—George 
Lee, a government employe, was in this 
city yesterday searching for smuggled 
Chinamen. Lee is trying to locate five 
Chinamen, alleged to have entered the 
United States. from Canada. A tour 
of the local laundries did not result in 
any capture.

Washington, April 24.—President and 
Mrs. McKinley left here last night fora 
visit of several daysat Canton,O. They 
will inspect the work which has been in 
progress on their Canton home, and re- 
turn to Washington, probably Friday.

Washington, April 24—Governor Tay- 
lor of Kentucky, who has been for sev- 
eral days in New York, returned to this 
city yesterday. He admitted that he 
had conferred in New York with Re- 
publican leaders about his case. He 
prefered, however, not to go into any 
details regarding the conferences. From 
intimate friends of the governor it is 
ascertained that he has not received any 
information regarding the indictment 
charging him with being an accessory to 
the murder of Mr. Goebel, which it is 
rumored had been brought against him 
by the Frankfort grand jury. 


Man and Wife In Hospital. 
Philadelphia, April 24.—Mrs. Lillie 
Kuhn, wife of former State Senator 
Kuhn of Richmond, Va., was found in 
the side yard of a boarding house shortly 


after midnight this morning with her 
head and face badly lacerated, one leg 
broken and her body badly bruised. She 


Was removed to a hospital, where her 
husband, with his throat badly cut, was 
also sent under the guard of two police- 
men. He is under surveillance on sus- 
picion to await the result of his wife's 
injuries. The affair is wrapped in mys- 
tery. 


Sultan Shows Signs of Yielding. 

Washington, April 24.—The state de- 
partment has no official confirmation of 
Associated Press dispatches from Con- 
Stantinople announcing the sultan’s 
jrade permitting the rebuilding of the 
American mission property at Kharput. 
The news was received with considerable 
satisfaction, however, being regarded 
by officials as a friendly act on the part 
of the sultan and possibly an earnest of 
full and final settlement of the indemnity 
claim. 


Foreigners’ Lives In Danger. 

Paris, April 24.—A special dispatch 
from Pekin says: Chinese opposition to 
the “open door’ policy is growing, en- 
dangering foreign capital and the lives 
of foreigners.

Burke, whose liabilities are estimated at 
$60,000 in excess of the value of stock in 
the store, is missing and cannot be found. 


Died From Fractured Neck. 

New York, Anil 24.—Frank Nicholi, 
the acrobat, who sustained a fracture of 
the neck while attempting to do a 
triple somersault act in the Dewey 
theatre last Thursday, died in Belleveue 
hospital last night. Nicholi had been 
operated on by several physicians. 

Two Thousand People Homeless. 

Tampico, Mex., April 24.—Telegraphic 
advices state that Panuco, the most im- 
portant trading post on the river of that 
name, was destroyed by fire. Twothou- 
Sand people are homeless. The majority 
of them are coming to Tampico for shel- 
ter. The property loss is heavy. 


Grieved Over Mother’s Decth. 
Milford, Mass., April 24.—Miss Eliza- 
beth Roche, 23 years old, took her life 
by drowning in a small pond near the 
entrance to Vernon Grove cemetery.

CUBAN CABINET WILL NOT RESIGN. 


General Rivera’s Colleagues Consider His 
Action Unwise and insulting. 

Havana, April 24.—The members of the 
cabinet called upon Governor General 
Wood yesterday and informed him that, 
after long consideration, they had de- 
cided not to resign because of the recent 
declaration of the secretary of agricul- 
ture, General Rivera, that Cubans of all 
political classes should join in a demand 
upon the United States government to fix 
a time limit for the American occupation. 
The secretaries assured General Wood 
that they regarded the remarks of their 
colleague as unwise and as insulting to 
the American government, adding that 
when a man in the position of General 
Rivera adopted such an attitude he was 
doing great harm to the cause of Cuba. 

General Wood has not yet received 
General Rivera's resignation, Wut, ac- 
cording to General Rivera’s assertions, 
the letter of resignation has been writ- 
ten and will be delivered at once. 

Senor Tamayo, secretary of govern- 
ment, commenting upon the situation, 
said: “The action of General Rivera 
has greatly embarrassed the other sec- 
retaries. He had no right, as a member 
of the cabinet, to issue such a letter. Had 
he expressed his views to the represen- 
tative of a newspaper there might have 
been some room for doubt; but, having 
clearly and categorically declared his 
position there was no way of undoing 
things. In my own opinion the present 
time is most unfavorable for the raising 
of any gevernmental issues, especially 
as the elections are just coming on,” 


Rivers Running Through Highways. 

Hanover, N. H., April 24.—The streams 
hereabouts are rising rapidly and rain 
and warm weather north of here for the 
next two or three days will cause a good 
sized freshet. Already the water in the 
Connecticut is within about one foot of 
the height reached by the big freshet 
three years ago. In many places the 
freshet has overflowed and covered miles 
of meadow, and in other places the high- 
ways are rushing rivers. The current is 
already undermining the banks and walls 
of houses, and boat houses, sheds and 
barns have been carried away. 

Kid Was Willing to Make a Sacrifice. 

New York, April 24.—The patrons of 
the Hercules Athletic club of Brooklyn 
Were treated to a disappointment last 
night. Kid McPartland and Dal Haw- 
kins were billed to box 25 rounds at 185 
pounds, but Hawkins refused to go on, 
us McPartland was overweight. Mc- 
Partland weighed in at 138 pounds, while 
Hawkins made the required we'ght. 
The kid was anxious to go on and said 
he would be satisfied in case he won to 
take the loser’s end of the money, but 
Hawkins would not consent. 

To Anpear Before Grand Jury. 

Rutland, Vt., April24.—Marvin A. Mc- 
Clure, who is said to be mixed up in the 
embezzlement of Cashier Mussey of the 
Merchants’ National bank, was givena 
hearing on Monday before United States 
Commissioner Johnson. The charges 
against McClure are larceny and em- 
bezzlemenut and aiding and abetting 
Muségey in his misuse of the bank funds. 
McClure was held for the federal grand 
jury, which will come in May 15. He 
was remanded to the custody of the 
United States marshal. 


Disastrous Forest Fires Feared. 

Minneapolis, April 24.—Unless a heavy 
rain speedily visits the Cass Lake region, 
the fires now raging in the “toppings” 
will extend to the standing timber, in- 
flict losses which will run into the 
tens of millions of dollars. The fire is 
confined to the stumpage and boughs, the 
old cutting of the past two winters. Log 
owners are greatly alarmed. Everything 
is as dry as tinder. The streams have 
dried up, and everything favors a most 
disastrous forest fire. 


Thought to Be a Case of Smal!pox. 

Worcester, Mass., April 24.—Norah 
Donohue, 23 years old, a native of Ire- 
land, was taken to the pest house Mon- 
day, under suspicion of having small- 
pox. Miss Donohue was a steerage pas- 
senger on the Dominion line steamer New 
England, which arrived in Boston last 
Friday. She sailed from Queenstown 
April 13, and immediately after landing 
came to Worcester. 


No Piace For Agricu'tur'sts. 

New York, April 24—About a dozen 
colonists from the Cuban land and 
steamships’ colony at La Gloria, Cuba, 
arrived here yesterday on the steamship 
Olinda. They gave expression to bitter 
feelings against those who had induced 
them to go to the colony, where they had 
suffered continual hardship. The place, 
they declared, is not suitab!e for an agri- 
cultural settlement,

Every owner or keeper of a dog of three 
months old or over shall annually on or before 
the THIRTIETH DAY OF APRIL, cause it 
to be Registered, Numbered, Described and 
Licensed tor one year from the first day of the 
ensuing May, in the office of the clerk of the 
city or town wherein said dog is kept, and shall 
cause it to wear around its neck acollar dis- 
tinctly marked with its owner’s name and its 
registered number. . 

An owner of adog may at any time have it 
licensed until the first day of the ensuing May; 
and a person becoming the owner or keeper of a 
dog after the first day of May, not duly licensed, 
shall cause it to be registered, numbered, de- 
scribed and licensed as provided in the preced- 
ing section.

~_ a MALE and five dollars for a FEMALE

_Whoever keeps a dog contrary to the pro- 
visions of this chapter shall forfeit Firreen 
Dot.ans, five dollars of which shall be paid to 
the complainant and ten dollars to the treasurer 
of the county in which the dog is kept.

In the United Siates Senate, 


Was a Question of Power of 
His Personality. 


Vest of Missouri, His Long Time Personal 
Friend, Voted Against Him. 


Washington, April 25.—The senate has 
gone on record on one of the most in- 
That 
Quay’'s 


teresting questions in its history. 
question was the power of Mr. 

personality. The constitutional ques- 
tion ostensibly involved has long ago 
been settled in the Corbett case, that of 
latest occurrence, by a vote of 50 to 19, 
except that there was something to be 
said in behalf of Corbett’s claim, as the 
legislature of Oregon had never or- 
ganized, while Quay'’s case was believed 
by many to be as devoid of circum- 
stances in its favor as any hypothetical 
case that could be constructed. 

Yesterday was devoted entirely to de- 
bate upon the question of seating Mr. 
Quay, many of the greatest lawyers and 
orators in the body delivering speeches. 
As the session wore on and the hour for 
the final vote approached, the galleries 
gradually were filled, until they were 
thronged with multitudes, while other 
multitudes were unable to gain admis- 
gion. On the floor of the senate every 
member of the body now in the city, and 
scores of members from the house of 
represestatives, were present. 

The great throng listened with deep 
attention to the brilliant argument of 
Mr. Spooner in favor of the seating of 
the former Pennsylvania senator, and 
to the dramatic and fiery eloquence of 
Mr. Daniel (Va.), who appealed to his 
colleatues to do what, on his oath asa 
senator, he deemed right, and vote to do 
justice to him who was knocking at the 
senate doors. 

As the big clock opposite the president 
pro tempore indicated 4 o’clock there was 
# hush inthe chamber. Mr. Frye, in the 
chair, announced that the hour for the 
final vote had arrived, and that the 
question was the pending motion of Mr. 
Chandler to strike out of the resolution 
declaring Mr. Quay not to be entitled to 
a seat the word “not.” 

Senators eagerly followed the call, for 
all knew the vote would be close. The 
first sensation was caused by the failure 
of Mr. Pettigrew of South Dakota to an- 
swer to his name, although he was in his 
seat. When Mr. Vest’s name was called 
he voted “No” in a clear, distinct voice, 
thus dashing the last hope of the friends 
of Mr. Quay, who had expected confi- 
dently that the distinguished Missourian 
would vote for his long time personal 
friend. In perfect silence it was an- 
nounced that the senate had denied to 
Mr. Quay the seat which he has sought 
for some months past.

The house yesterday adopted the For- 
aker emergency resolution, to continue 
the present officers in Porto Rico in office 
until the appointments are made under 
the civil government act, as amended 
by the committee on insular affairs, The 
amendments require that all franchises 
shall be approved by the president be- 
fore they become operative and place 
certain restrictions upon chartered cor- 
porations such as the issuing of stock 
or bonds, except for cash, and inhibiting 
real estate corporations or the holding 
of real estate by corporations, except 
such as is necessary to carry out the 
purpose for which they are created. The 
house, with the exception of Mr. Hill 
(Conn.) seemed to be in favor of the 
amendments. Mr. Hill sought to have 
them ruled out on a point of order, 
the ground that they were not germa 
The speaker held that they were not 
germane, but overruled the point of or- 
der on the parliamentary objection that 
the point came too late. 

About 20 pages of the postoffice appro- 
priation bill were disposed of, the only 
substantial amendment adopted being 
one to give extra compensation to letter 
carriers who work in excess of 48 hours. 

Famous Army Nurse Dead. 

Concord, N. H., April 25.—Harriet P. 
Dame, the war nurse from New Hamp- 
shire, known by nearly every Union and 
Confederate soldier, died in this city 
Tuesday night. She was born in Barn- 
stead, this state, in 1815. She joined the 
Union army as a matron in 1861, and re- 
mained in service under the flag until 
December, 1865. She was with the Sec- 
ond New Hampshire regiment at Fair 
Oaks, Bull Run, Cold Harbor and Frad- 
ericksburg, and at many other historical 
points. Miss Dame was a United States 
pensioner, but gave her entire income 
from that source, as well as a great deal 
besides, to charitable objects which ap- 
pealed to her. 


WAS A HOT CONTEST. 


Glarss’ Tim-ly Batting In the Seventh Finally 
Took the Game From Boston. 

New York, April 25,—Bill Carrick never 
pitched a better game, and “Kid” Nichols 
never did either. It was a pitchers’ 
battle, with odds about even. 

The game was a hair-raiser. The 
Giants gained a good lead in the first 
inning by catching Nichols a little off 
his balance. When the “kid’ settled 
down to business he had the Giants at 
his inercy. The Bostons found also that 
they were up against a much stiffer 
game than they anticipated, and they 
plugged away to overcome the lead, but 
timely batting in the seventh inning en- 
abled the New York team to win.

On or Before APRIL 30, 


Or the Owners or Keepers thereof 


LIABLE TOA FINE! 


Extracts from the Laws of this Com- 
monwealth. 


Every owner or keeper of a dog of three 
months old or over shalt annually on or before 
the THIRTIETH DAY OF APRIL, cause it 
to be Registered, Numbered, Described and 
Licensed tor one year from the first day of the 
ensuing May, in the office of the clerk of the 
city or town wherein said dog is kept, and shall 
cause it to wear around its neck a collar dis- 
tinctly marked with its owner’s name and its 
registered number. 

An owner of adog may at any time have it 
licensed until the first day of the ensuing May; 
and a person becoming the owner or keeper of a 
cog after the first day of May, not duly licensed, 
shail cause it to be registered, numbered, de- 
scribed and licensed as provided in the preced- 
ing section. 

The fee for every license shall be two dollars 
rs a MALE and five dollars for a FEMALE 

og. 

Whoever keeps a dog contrary to the pro- 
visions of this chapter shall forfeit Frereen 
Doxuars, five dollars of which shall be paid to 
the complainant and ten dollars to the treasurer 
of the county in which the dog is kept. 

Every owner or keeper of dogs kept for 
breeding purposes may receive annually a 

ial license authorizing him to keep such 
dogs upon the premises described in such 
license. When the number of dogs so kept 
does not exceed five, the fee for such license 
shall be twenty-five dollars; when the number 
of dogs so kept exceeds five, the fee shall be 
fifty dollars, and no fee shall be required for the 
dogs of such owner or keeper, under the age of 
six months. 
_Any owner or kecper of a dog not duly 
licensed, which becomes three months old after 
the thirtieth day in April in any year, shall, 
whenever it isthree months old, cause it to be 
registered, | numbered, described and licensed 
until the first day of the ensuing May, as pro- 
vided in Sec. 80 of Chap. 102 of the Pubiic 
Statutes, and shall cause it to wear around its 
ueck a collar distinctly marked with its owner’s 
name and its registered number.

HAMILTON ADVANCES, 


His Forees Oecupy a Strong Position 
Dominating Ladybrand District, 


Roberts Delayed by Blockade 
of the East London Line. 


Boers Think That Blowing Up of Arsenal at 
Johannesburg Was a Pilot. 


London, April 27.—General Ian Ham- 
ilton, with mounted infantry, naval guns 
and a howitzer battery, advanced from 
the waterworks in the direction of 
Thaba N’'Chu. A large force of in- 
fantry supported him. He met with 
no opposition, and the mounted infantry 


occupied a strong position at Israel's 


Poort, dominating the Ladybrand dis- 
trict. 
The Boer forces at Thaba N’Chu are 


not unlikely to make a stand to cover the 
escape of the convoys from the south- 


ward. They have laagers eight miles 
apart, stretching from Brandfort:’ to 
Thaba N’Chi, with a base camp at 


Sammaldel station. 

A report comes that a small force of 
British mounted infantry had a brush 
10 miles east of Karee Siding witha party 
of Boers who were trying to establish a 
connection Brandfort and the 
Boer forces to the southward. 

Otherwise there is no news beyond the 
Official dispatches of Lord Roberts, ex- 
cept belated details of recent operations. 
It appears that General Brabant in the 
fight with the Boers at Wepener had a 
narrow escape. General Pole-Carew's 
advance was much hampered by the 
tardy arrival of artillery, which prevent- 
ed him from capturing Leeuw kop be- 
fore darkness set in and’ enabled the 
Boers to secure their retreat. 

Although the large scheme of opera- 
tions worked successfully several cases 
of unaccountable delay in the advance 
are remarked by the correspondents. 
Taken on the whole, however, there has 
been no bungling, and apparently Lord 
Roberts, with the commands in the 
hands of younger generals, now has an 
exceedingly efficient army. 

The report that the Boers had reoccu- 
pied Boshof proves to be untrue. Lord 
Methuen is still there, and General Hun- 
ter’s division from Natal, which was sup- 
posed to be going to Bloemfontein, is 
arriving at Kimberley. 

This is evidence that some important 
operations are afoot in that district. 

It is understood that the reason the 
Boers did not destroy the Bloemfontein 
waterworks was that there are many 
30ers amomrg the shareholders. 

The Boers are showing more activity in 
Natal. They are placing some heavy 
guns four miles north of Elandslaagte. 

Mr. Wyndham's explanation in the 
house of commons yesterday has aroused 
considerable comment, especially his 
statement that Lord Roberts has been 
delayed by the necessity of defeating de- 
tached forces of the enemy which threat-

ened his communications from Cape 
Town and Port Elizabeth, and which 
blocked them from East London. The 


only intimation hitherto received that 
the East London line was blocked had 
been discredited. This was the Boer re- 
port that the bridge at Bethulle had been 
blown up. 

A second body of Boer prisoners has 
been landed at St. Helena. 

All discussion of the Spion kop dis- 
patches has been postponed until May 22 
by a blocking motion introduced in the 
commons yesterday. 

The Netherlands minister of foreign 
affajrs yesterday received the Boer peace 
commissioners. It is alleged that they 
will time their arrival in the United 
States so that it will occur at the most 
exciting period in the presidential cam- 


paign. 


An explosion occurred in a magazine 
containing smokeless powder on the op- 
posite side of the street from the Begbie 
works, Johannesburg, used by the gov- 
ernment asan arsenal, Wednesday night. 
Thirteen of the occupants of the latter 
building were blown to pieces and 50 
were injured, including Herr Grunberg, 
the manager of the works. The wallsof 
the building were destroyed and the 
structures in the neighborhood were a 
mass of flames. The shrieks of women 
and children in the adjoining streets 
added to the ghastliness of the scene. 
The most important of the machinery 
was saved. The works employed 200 
persons, mostly French and Italians. 
The Red Cross ambulance did good work 
in helping the wounded. 

The Pretoria correspondent of The 
Daily Mail says: The government in- 
quiry suggests that the explosion was a 
planned outrage. The explosion oc- 
curred in a house quite separate from the 
works, and required a much larger 
quantity of nitro glycerine than could 
have been found on the premises. The 
factory will be working again in a forte 
night. 


School Closed on Account of Disease. 

Waltham, Mass., April 27.—St. Jo- 
seph’s parochial school has been closed 
en account of the prevalence of diph- 
theria. There were about 800 pupils at- 
tending the school. The board of health 
will now take charge of the school and 
thoroughly disinfect it. The board of 
health is taking active measures to pre- 
vent the spread of the disease, and is at 
aloss to account for the prevalence of the 
epidemic. 


“THE NEXT VICE PRESIDENT.” 


Cheers For Secretary Long at the Sig Banquet 
of Manufacturers at Boston. 
Boston, April 27.—The sessions of the 
National Association of Manufacturers 
came to a close last night with a ban- 
quet of huge proportions. To this feast 
of good things was added the flow of or- 
atory from men of national reputation. 
The banquet brought together nearly a 
thousand people at the tables, while 
twice that number came into the hall 
afterwards, and listened to the speeches. 
Interest in the speeches centerd in that 
of Wu Ting-Fang, the Chinese minister 
to this country, who had favored the 
tonvention with his presence. His words 
encouraging American manufacturers to 
display their goods in China provoked 
the greatestenthusiasm, Perhaps hard- 
ly less interesting were the words of 
Secretaries Root, Gage and Long of 
President McKinley's cabinet, who de- 
voted themselves entirely toa discussion 
of national affairs, in which they strongly 
upheld the course of the administration.

Bay State Republicans Favor His 
Candidacy For Vice Presidency, 


McKinley Is Endorsed by 
Harmonious Convention. 


Colonel Durbin, Who Never Held Public Office, 
Named For Governor of Indiana. 


Boston, April 27.—It was not expected 
that the Republican convention would 
exhibit features of unexpected note. As 
far as outward expression goes, the 
party is In admirable harmony in this 
state. The platform had been prepared, 
the delegates selected and the officers 
named without a word of dissent; and 
even upon the extremely delicate ques- 
tion of the conduct of affairs in the Phil- 
ippines and the establishment of a re- 
munerative system of government for 
Porto Rico, upon which the senior sena- 
tor from Massachusetts and also one 
of the ablest Republican representatives 
from the Bay State had openly opposed 
the majority policy of their party in the 
halls of congress, the committee on reso- 
lutions had agreed to report a platform 
unwavering inits support of the national 
administration, yet so broadly framed 
as to avoid giving offense to any ele- 
ment of the party in Massachusetts, The 
boom of Joha D, Long for the vice 
presidential nomination was formally 
launched. 

The following were elected delegates- 
at-large to the Republican national con- 
vention to be held in Philadelphia on 
June 19 next: Senator Henry C. Lodge, 
Congressman Samuel W. McCall, Will- 
iam B. Plunkett and Walter Clifford, and 
the alternates-at-large selected are Sam- 
uel FE. Courtney of Boston, George -R. 
Jewett of Salem, Henry P. Field of 
Northampton and Alfred E. Rose of 
Lowell. 

It was a quiet gathering, and all busi- 
ness was transacted with speed and 
harmony, in accordance with the slate 
previously arranged. 

The platform indorses President Mc- 
Kinley and his administration and 
pledges him the continued hearty sup- 
port and fealty of the Massachusetts 
Republicans, 

It indorses Secretary John D. Long's 
administration of the navy department, 
and recommends him most strongly as 
the associate of the president on the 
national ticket. 

Inasmuch as the Massachusetts dele- 
gation has never before been pledged 
to any candidate, so it is now left free 
to act within its discretion, but has this 
expression of the convention. 

There is a financial plank which de- 
clares for gold as the stable monetary 
basis, but for a flexible currency. 

There is a strong plank upon our in- 
cular possessions. Without naming 
Porto Rico or the Philippines it declares 
strongly for the retention of all of our 
insular possessions, and favors the de- 
velopment of local self-government 
within the islands. 

In this connection there is a_ civil 
service plank as an adjunct to the pre- 
ceding, advocating the extension of the 
civil service laws to protect our new 
possessions and to increase the efficiency 
of the government, 

There is a plank favoring the con- 
struction of an isthmian canal and em- 
phasizing the necessity of a Pacific cable 
controlled by this government, in com- 
munication with our insular possessions.

Every owner or keeper of a dog of thr 
months old or over shall annually on or beio 
the THIRTIETH DAY OF APRIL, cause it 
to be Registered, Numbered, Described 
Licensed tor one year from the first day of the 
ensuing May, in the office of the clerk of t 
city or town wherein said dog is kept, and sha 
cause it to wear around its neck a collar dis- 
tinctly marked with its owner’s name ani it 
registered number. 

An owner of adog may at any time have !' 
licensed until the first day of the ensuing Ma) 
and a person becoming the owner or keeper o! 
dog after the first day of May, not duly license, 
shail cause it to be registered, numbered, d 
scribed and licensed as provided in the prece:- 
ing section. 

The fee for every license shall be two dollar- 
fora MALE and five dollars for a FEMAL! 


dog. 

Wicever keeps a dog contrary to the p: 
visions of this chapter shall forfeit Firree. 
Doiuars, five dollars of which shall be paid to 
the complainant and ten dollars to the treasur 
of the county in which the dog is kept. : 

Every owner or keeper of dogs kept { 
breeding purposes may receive annually 
special license authorizing him to keep suc!

license. When the number of dogs so kept 
doe: not exceed five, the fee for such licens 
shali be twenty-five dollars; when the number 
of one so kept exceeds five, the fee shall b 
fifty dollars, and no fee shall be required for th 
dogs of such owner or keeper, under the age o!

Likely to Mean Early Settlement 
of the Trouble. 


The two branches of the Quincy 
Granite Cutters’ Union held meetings 
Thursday, which, if reports can be 
believed were most important, as they 
may mean an early settlement of the 
differences existing between the 
Manufacturers and Cutters in Quincy. 

It is reported that the Cutters 
authorized its committee to have an- 
other conference with Manufacturers’ 
Committee, and it is further reported 
that it gave its committee full powers. 

If, as rumored, the Cutters’ Com- 
mittee have full power, there is no 
question but what there will be an 
early termination of the present strike, 
as both sides are anxious to settle. 

When the conference with the two 
committees will be held is not known, 
but it will not be until some time next 
week, as John L. Miller, chairman of 
the Manufacturers’ Committee is out 
of town, and will not return for several 
days. 

From what can be learned from the 
cutters it appears that their committee 
have not been given full power to 
settle, but simply to seek another 
conference, and whatever is done by 
the committee at this conference, will 
have to be ratified by the Unions. 

It isa general belief however that 
the Cutters will submit a preposition 
to settle fora minimum price of 33 
cents per hour for eight hours, and 
that the manufacturers will accept.

The last regular meeting of Quincy 
Iodge No. 261. N. E. O. P. was 
devoted chiefly to a discussion of the

Quincy lodge hasa mem- 
bership of 75, many of whom are well 
known and successful business men of 
this city. Since January, the Massa- 
chusetts jurisdiction of the N. E. O. P.

THOUSANDS HOMELESS, 


Suburbs of Ottawa and Part of the 
City Itself Swept by Flames, 


All the Business Portion of 


Hull Reduced to Ashes. 


Twenty-Five Hundred Buildings Burned and 
Thousands of Families Homeless. 


Ottawa, April 27.—The city of Hull was 
Swept by fire yesterday and all that re- 
mains is a small corner in the east end of 
the city. Hull has a population of about 
12,000 people, and more than half of them 
are homeless. The entire business part 
of the city, including the courthouse, 
postoffice and public buildings, and 
newspaper offices, is one mass of ruins. 
The population is almost entirely com- 
posed of people who work in the mills, or 
who derive their business from those 
works. 

A summing up shows five square miles 
of territory burned over; more than 2500 
dwellings, factories, mills, stores and 
other buildings destroyed, entailing a 
loss estimated at between $15,000,000 and 


$20,000,000, and between 12,000 and 15,- | 


000 men, women and children homeless, 

Most of the lumber piles in Ottawa and 
Huil have disappeared and are now mere 
heaps of only charred wood and ashes. 
Half a dozen churches and schools, a 
number of mills, the Hull waterworks, 
the Hull court house and jail, the post- 
office, the convent, almost every business 
place, and about 1000 dwellings and shops 
in Hull have been destroyed 

Indeed, practically nothing of Hull fs 
left, but a church and a few houses be- 
yond it. In this city it is estimated 
that, besides the mills, factories, etc., 
burned, 1500 residences were destroyed. 


The spot where the fire originated is 
about a quarter of a mile from the main 
Street of Hull, and as a gale was blowing 
from the northwest, right in the direc- 
tion of the lumber piles and mills on both 
the Hull and Ottawa shores of the Ot- 
tawa river and Chaudier’s Falls, it was 
S00R seen that the fire was almost cer- 
tain to be a large one. By 11:30 the 
fire had got @ good hold of Main street, 
and the entire street, with dozens of 
SToss streets. was burned.

Quincy Neck May Soon Become two 1 


So Known. 


Activity on the New Ship 


Building Plant. | 


Several Large Buildings in Pro- 
cess of Construction. 


A visit to the property recently pur- 
chased by the Eastern Dock and Con- 
struction Company at Quincy Neck, 
furnishes conclusive evidence that the 
company is no dream, but a reality, 
and that in the near future this section 


of the city will contain one of the 
largest ship building plants in the 
United States, and will furnish em- 


ployment to hundreds of skilled me- 
chanics. It will of course take some 
time to get the full plant in operation, 
but the company have uot allowed 
grass to grow under their feet; they 
are pushing things as fast as possible. 
Several large buildings have been 
staked out anda large force of men 
are at work upon the foundations. 

The blacksmith and forge shops 
will be located just east of Murdock’s 
old machine shop, and will be a large 
building. Several of the butments 
posts are already in. These are of 
granite, and as the soil is of a clay 
nature it is necessary to dig quite deep 
to get a good foundation. In this 
building there will be located a mas- 
sive trip hammer, and workmen are 
now excavating for this. From sound- 
ings made it has been learned that a 
ledge lies twenty-seven feet below the 
surface and a shaft twenty feet square 
is being sunk to that ledge as a solid 
foundation is necessary. 

Further on, to the north of Howard 
avenue, another large yang of men are 
at work upon the machine shop and 
steel room. The machine shop runs 
parallel with the shore for 140 feet. 
The shore end of the foundation will 
be asolid granite wall, several feet of 
which has already been constructed. 
This building will be fully sixty feet 
wide. 

At right angle with machine shop 
is the steel building which, joins the 
machine shop, forming a letter T. The 
street building isto be 390 feet long 
and from 75 to 85 feet wide. This 
building will rest on granite butments 
three feet square. The excavations 
for these butments has already been 
made and some of the mason work 
has been completed.

at Braintree, July 7, 1899, came up be- 
fore Judge Cook in the juvenile :

Eddie answered, ‘“‘ Yes, he is, he had a 
death grip on me and I pushed him 
under the water.’’ I screamed and 
began to cry, and Eddie said ‘‘ Don’t 
cry, Arthur is a little angel now.”’ 

Robert Johnson, who recovered the 
body, testified that it was in deep water 
about fifteen feet from the shore. 
When Il went down -‘ sounding,’ my 
feet touched him. I then dove down 
and brought him up. 

Constable Furnald testified to meet- 
ing the Burgess boy and of a conver- 
sation with him. *Burgess said he took 
the boy up in his arms and went out 
with him. Arthur 
began to struggle and we got out into 
deep water, when he gave him a death 
clutch at the throat and he had to push 
him off to save himself.

SPRING RUSH TO GOLD FIELOS. 


early Six Thousand Persons Have Engaged 
Passage For Cape Nome District. 

Seattle, Wash., April 30.—The formal 
rush to the gold fields of Cape Nome will 
be inaugurated when the steamer Jeanie 
of the Pacific Steam Whaling company, 
the first steamer to start on the trip this 
year, is scheduled to sail providing she 
arrives in the meantime from San Fran- 
cisco. This vessei will take 80 passen- 
gers and 400 tons of freight from this port 
and expects to be one of the first to reach 
Nome when the obstructing ice has 
broken, 

For the last several weeks people have 
been arriving here by the hundreds to 
Set ready to make the northward trip 
and have filled all the hotels to such an 
extent that it has been difficult to get ac- 
commodations. The steamship offices 
have been crowded with applications for 
berths and freight room, and many of 
the companies have been refusing pas- 
sengers for several weeks. 

It is conservati,ely stated that there 
are not more than 200 tickets available 
On all the steamers that are scheduled to 
leave here in May, and most of the freight 
room has been seld. This means that 
all who wish to go to Nome except those 
who secure the few berths left must wait 
until the June sailings unless they em- 
bark on sailing craft, which are leaving 
this port at the rete of twoaday, and 
have been doing so for the last week. 

Twenty-five stee mships are scheduled 
to leave here for Nome in May. The 
most conservative estimates of the traffic 
to Nome this year, based on actual re- 
turns, shows that 5838 persons have al- 
ready engaged passage for the first sail- 
ings of the 25 steamships, and that these 
have already contracted for 
5 tons of merchandise in their car- 
goes. Taking the overage of $90 per pas- 
senger and $40.a ton for freight it is seen 
that the steamships will get a total gross 
revenue during next month of $1,561,300. 

The operators of 14 of the vessels state 
that they intend to make four trips each 
to Nome during the season, five will make 
three trips each and the remaining six, 
One trip each. The net registered ton- 
nage of the steamers to sail next month 
352 tons, or a quarter of the entire 
tonnage departing for Alaska last year. 
The value of the freight booked for the 
May sailings, estimated at $100 a ton, 
which is a conservative figure, will be 
$2,522,500,

day parade of labor swept through the 
Streets of the city Saturday night. One 
of the principal features of the parade 
Was the marching of the women and the 
Singing of “Labor Marseillaise’’ by the 
girls and women on strike in a number 
of tactories. The women paraders pre- 
sented a beautiful spectacle, and their 
voices rose high above the blare of the 
bands and the shouts‘of the spectators. 
Over the rough cobble stones the women 


marched with soldier-like precision, 
keeping time with the rhythm of their 
song. 


Steamer Puritan Disabled. 

New London, Conn., April 20.—Owing 
to a broken shaft the steamer Puritan, 
belonging to the Consolidated Railroad 
company's fleet, was towed into 
Sunday. With assistance from other 
steamers and two tugs, the passengers 
were landed here without any mishap 
and were taken by special! trains to Bos- 
ton and other points en route. The 
steamer had on board 600 first-class pas- 
Sengers and 150 emigrants. 

Providence Burglar Captured. 

Providence, April 30.—Ephraim Ellis 
of Centredale fired several shots at a 
burglar crawling through his window 
Sunday morning. Though the intruder 
Vas grazed no serious harm was done by 
the bullets and he made his escape, to be 
later captured and turned over to the 
police. His name is Charles McGinn.

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FAVORABLE 10 BOERS. 


They 4Sre Now In a District Well 
Adapted to Their Line of Tactics, 


Pursuers Are Forced to Re- 
turn to Bloemfontein. 


Eritish Operations of an Exhausting Nature 
and Will Cause Further Delay. 


London, April 30.—The total absence 
of news from the seat of war in South 
Africa, it is presumed, indicates that 
operations are progressing which it is 
deemed prudent to keep secret. So far 
as the situation in the southeastern part 
of the Free State can be worked out from 
the latest dispatches, the main body of 
the Boers, composed of the forces re- 
cently holding Thaba N’Chu, Leeuw 
kop and De Wets Dorp, is retiring, prob- 
ably with a view to joining in the neigh- 
borhood of Ladybrand the commandoes 
from the vicinity of Wepener, who, ac- 
cording to a dispatch from Aliwal North, 
made good their retreat to Ladybrand. 

The flood of newspaper dispatches de- 
scribing the recent operations throws no 
light whatever upon the present position 
of affairs or upon the great question as 
to when the main advance is to begin. 
The Standard’s announcement that Gen- 
eral French's cavalry are returning to 
Floemfontein is clear proof that there is 
no further hope of catching the retreat- 
ing Boers; and the London papers are 
beginning to display impatience at the 
practical failure of the elaborate opera- 
tions of last week. 

The Standard says: It is dishearten- 
ing to find that these elaborate maneu- 
vers have had so small a result. 

The Daily Chronicle remarks: Weare 
reluctant to criticise Lord Roberts; but 
it is impossible to shut our eyes to the 
fact that, during the last 10 days, we 
have gained very little from our enorm- 
ous display of force. 

Without doubt these operations have 
been of a very exhausting nature and 
will entail further delay. The Bloem- 
fontein correspondent of The Times, 
writing on March 28, after the Paarde- 
berg. affair, describes Lord Roberts’ 
army as a ‘‘wreck,”’ because it was with- 
out horses and without transport. The 
Bloemfontein correspondent of The Post 
speaks now of the urgent need at present 
and always of more horses, 

There is very little news from 
quarters. 

The Daily Mail publishes a siatement 
from Colonel Long, who was blamed 
for the loss of the guns at Colenso, that, 
in advancing the guns as he did, he 
merely obeyed orders, and that the staff 
was quite ignorant of the proximity of 
the Boer positions. 

The sudden decision of the Boer peace 
delegates to go to America is attributed 
to the fact that the government of The 
Netherlands, after sounding all the Eu- 
ropean capitals, told them they had noth- 
ing to hope for from Europe. 

Colonel Dalgety’s force at Wepener 
numbered 1700. His losses during the 
siege were 00 killed and 149 wounded. It 
is reported that there was an artillery 
engagement yesterday at Karee Siding, 
but no details have been received. 

The Bloemfontein correspondent of 
The Standard says: The Boers have 
taken every advantage of the moun- 
tainous nature of the country which 
marks the line of their retreat to Lady- 
brand. The task of driving them is diffi- 
cult, and it is doubtful whether they can 
be reduced to submission in a district so 
favorable to their tactics. I have 
visited a Brstish outpost, the one nearest 
Brandfort. The Boers show the deep- 
est anxiety to learn the probable line of 
our advance, and they declare that they 
will not fire a shot from Brandfort, as 
they wish to save the town from bom- 
bardment. The enemy are entrenched 
On the hills southeast of Brandfort, but 
they are not likely to make any serious 
Stand until we reach Kroonstad. 

The Standard’s special correspondent 
at Bloemfontein says: Reports have 
just been received that the Boers are re- 
tiring to the north of Ladybrand. Their 
horses are exhausted and they them- 
selves disappointed over their failure to 
capture Colonel Dalgety’s position. The 
British cavalry who were pursuing the 
fugitive commandoes are returning to 
Rloemfontein. 

The Bloemfontein correspondent of 
The Times, describing General Botha’s 
good generalship, which enabled the 
Boers to evade the intended cordon, says: 
General Botha arrived at De Wets Dorp 
Monday, and immediately detached a 
commando to oppasé General French's 
cavalry. We appear to have been fore- 
stalled by Botha by just 24 hours. 

The members of the Boer peace mis- 
sion will sail from Rotterdam for the 
United States next Thursday evening by 
the Holland-American line steamship 
Maasdam. Dr. Leyds and Dr. Mueller 
will not accompany the delegates,

Ottawa, April 20.—The city is just be- 
ginning to recover from the shock of the 
great fire.

In 
many instances the destitution was 
complete, even the ordinary means of 
livlihood being cut off.

Berlin, April 30.—From numerous 
points in Germany come reperts of sen- 
sational murders. In addition to three 
cases in Berlin, cases are reported from 
Cassel, Schweidnitz, Treves, and Storch- 
nest, the victims being young girls and 
boys. The murderers have not been dis- 
covered, although large rewards are of-
